Each time the fire ate into more 
virgin timber, and each time the game 
and its habitat were further destroyed.

States, right this minute? Just 

begin talking about ducks! 

No other wildlife problem in this 
country today is as confused, as be- 
fogged by conflicting opinions and re- 
ports, as the waterfowl! problem. 

Talk pheasants or quail with wildlife 
experts or with hunters, and you get 
fairly uniform reports. Everybody from 
the same section is pretty much in 
agreement as to whether the supply is 
up or down, whether hunting is good, 
bad, or fair. Discuss big game, and 
again officials and sportsmen hold about 
the same opinions 

Not so with ducks! Ask ten men 
living in the same state a question

| u oor | e . s* you're likely to get as many as ten 





different answers. Listen to a duck 
argument at a meeting of the average 
sportsman’s club Hardly anybody 
agrees with anybody else. 

Yet abundant and reliable evidence 














has indicated, the last year or two, a 
real and even alarming drop in the duck 


population. Some sportsmen believe 
the evidence. Some do not. Many con- 
tend that all reports of a shortage are 
cooked up in Washington, D.C., by 
bureaucrats opposed to duck hunting, 
that the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
deliberately sets the seasons to let the 
ducks stream down the flyways unmo- 
lested so they may be slaughtered in 
the Southern states or in Mexico later 
on. On the other hand, many sportsmen 
have cased their guns for the time be- 
ing and vowed not to buy another duck 
stamp until the waterfowl supply 
reaches a level where shooting is justi- 
fied once more. While one hunter is 
wringing his hands because he is “‘de- 
nied his rightful shooting privileges,” 
his neighbor in the next block is solemn- 
ly urging a close season to give the 
quackers a better chance for a come- 
back. 

Nor do wildlife officials over the coun- 
try agree among themselves much more 
closely than the hunters. 

The Fish and Wildlife Service warned 
two years ago that the duck supply was 
tumbling, that the ten-year boom in 
wildfowl had busted. Last year the 
warnings were far sharper. The Service 
shouted “Duck shortage!" from the 
housetops, and last fall's curtailed 
shooting regulations were a direct re- 
flection of the belief of federal conser- 
vation officials that we had been killing 
too many ducks and that the situation 
had become critical. 

The scientists, the biologists, the men 
who should have more factual informa- 
tion about wildfowl than anybody else 

since they follow the birds north in 
spring and south in fall, live with them 
on their nesting marshes, and count 
them on the ground and from the air in 
their wintering areas—-back the Fish 
and Wildlife Service in its reports of a 
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crisis. Almost without exception, they 
warn that the great nesting areas of 
Canada are being drained of breeding 
stocks. Overshooting, reduced habitat, 
drought, and other unfavorable factors 
are thinning the ranks of the wildfowl 
year by year. The flights grow leaner, 
the shooting gets poorer, and the biolo- 
gists say we must do a better job of 
management if the sport of duck hunt- 
ing is to continue. 

Yet there are state game officials 
who scoff openly at the gloomy reports 
from Washington. Contending that duck 
flights in their states are as heavy as 
ever, they clamor for longer seasons, 
bigger bags, and more liberal regula- 
tions all around. 


What are the Facts? 


And so the argument goes round and 
round, with the Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice on one side, state game men all too 
frequently on the other, sportsmen in 
disagreement among themselves-—one 
group claiming ducks are coming back 
and could stand more shooting, the 
next advocating a close season—-hunt- 
ers calling biologists crazy, and biolo- 
gists retorting that many hunters are 
either greedy or ignorant or both. 

What are the facts? Are ducks 
really scarce or is the shortage imagin- 
ary’? Are those who warn of shrinking 
flights and empty marshes crying wolf, 
or is there genuine reason for concern 
about the future of wildfowling? 

In an effort to penetrate the fog of 
disagreement and confusion that clouds 
the picture in the minds of many sports- 
men, OUTDOOR LIFE set out this spring 
to make a survey of the duck situation 
over the United States, Canada, and 
Alaska. We wanted to piece together 
as accurate and complete a report as 
possible. 

One of the first places to go for in- 





formation, obviously, was to the duck 
hunters themselves. So we began by 
asking 1,000 sportsmen, scattered ove: 
every section of the United States an 
through Canada and Alaska, for a re- 
port on the duck flight and shooting 
conditions in their part of the country 
last season. 

We knew that these men are thor- 
oughly familiar with hunting condi- 
tions in the sections where they live 


and that from them we would receive 


honest and factual reports. We knew 
too that they are truly representative 
of duck hunters the country over. They 
come from all walks of life. Some shoot 
on public marshes, catch as catch can 
others at private clubs or from com- 
mercial blinds. Their opinions, in short, 
eome as near to representing a cross 
section of the opinions of sportsmen 
throughout the United States as Our- 
DOOR LIFE knows how to obtain. 

We asked these men three questions 
Did they hunt ducks last fall? How 
did the supply of birds and the shooting 
compare with recent seasons? Or if 
they did no shooting - themselves in 
1947, what reports had they picked uy 
from their duck-hunting friends and 
the sportsmen of their area generally ? 

By a sweeping majority of more than 
five to one, these men confirmed the 
existence of a real and critical duck 
shortage! 

Of each 100 replies we received, 14 
said there were more ducks and bette: 
shooting last fall than in any recent 
season. Some admitted the margin ot 
improvement was slim, others con 
tended waterfowl] conditions had never 
been so good. 

Of each 100 men, 12 reported condi- 
tions in 1947 about the same as thos« 
of the last two or three years. Some 
of this group added, however, that ther 
had been a marked decline in ducks 
over the last decade or two. 

But 74 out of each 100 hunters said 
flatly that ducks were down and shoot 
ing was the poorest they had ever seen 
“Scarcer than ever before.” ‘“‘Down 75 
percent.”” “Good hunters came in day 
after day without a duck.” “Getting 
worse each year.” “Half as many 
ducks as three or four years ago.”’ “No 
ducks taken in our county.” “Big dis- 
appointment.” “Shooting declines stead- 
ily."’ ‘“‘Ducks nonexistent.” “There were 
no ducks.”’ “Poorest season on record 
“No flight.” “Far below par.” “Rot- 
ten!” “Close the season.”’ “I won’t buy 
another duck stamp until the situation 
improves materially.’’ So run the typi- 
cal comments of this big-majority 
group. 

At the same time that individual 
duck hunters were asked to comment 
on the situation, OUTDOOR LIFE made 
inquiries among the state game depart 
ments, in order to get the official side 
of the picture at first hand. We asked 
state game chiefs the same basic ques 
tion: Did ducks show an increase or } 
decrease last fall, and was the shooting 
better or worse than in previous years 
And on both counts the reports were 
about equally divided—-for reasons 
which we'll discuss a bit later. 

Of the states reporting a decrease in 
the duck supply, however, all agreed it 
was more marked in flight ducks tha!

Outdoor Life asked known duck hunters from 
every section of the country to tell how they made 
out last fall. Here is the breakdown of their findings

among local birds, thus supporting the 
contention that overshooting, drought, 
and other factors sharply reduced the 
crop of northern waterfowl in 1947. 

The survey showed clearly that in 
comparison with the bag limits allowed 
on upland game, duck hunters had lit- 
tle legitimate cause to complain about 
the daily limit of four birds last fall. 
With the single exception of Minnesota, 
which permits a take of four ringnecks 
a day in some counties, pheasant hunt- 
ers do not fare so well. Two or three 
ringnecks a day is the prevailing rule. 
Four states listing ruffed grouse as 
their leading game bird exactly match 
the duck limit of four a day. Only in 
the quail states are the limits on up- 
land game consistently more generous 
than those that drew a wail of protest 
from many duck hunters last fall 
and a bobwhite and a mallard can 
hardly be put on equal footing. 

Finally, OUTDOOR LIFE asked the 
opinions of a small group of the coun- 
try’s leading waterfowl scientists, men 
familiar with conditions in both Canada 
and the United States, biologists whose 
jobs, as one of them pointed out, de- 
pend on the future of duck hunting. 
Their reports are eloquent and in com- 
plete agreement. There is no confusion, 
no contradiction in this group. 

“The movement last fall turned out 
fully as bad as the spring flight had 
predicted, and in this region it was the 
poorest duck season on record,” says 
Albert Hochbaum, director of the Delta 
Waterfowl Research Station in Mani- 
toba. “With a twenty-day season on 
the Delta marsh some hunters gave up 
halfway through for lack of birds. The 
redhead was almost absent and the 
mallard was here in only a fraction of 
its usual numbers.” 


Pothole Hatch Was Good 


“Ducks and geese showed a decrease 
of at least a third in Saskatchewan 
last year as compared with the previ- 
ous two or three years,” reports Fred 
Bard of the Saskatchewan Department 
of Reconstruction and Rehabilitation. 

‘Breeding populations were pitifully 
low in Manitoba,’ is the word from 
Arthur S. Hawkins, flyway biologist of 
the Fish and Wildlife Service, who is 
rated as one of the most competent 
duck observers in the United States. 
“Water conditions in the pothole coun- 
try, which is the backbone of produc- 
tion, were unusually good and the pot- 
hole hatch was good. But the good 
hatch did not result in a big increase 
of ducks as compared with 1946, for 
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the reason that hunting, and possibly 
other factors also, had dropped breed- 
ing stocks so low by the spring of 1947 
that the best a good hatch could ac- 
complish was to halt the decline. 

“If any gains occurred they were 
small. Two million hunters and fairly 
lenient regulations in 1946 almost 
meant curtains for the ducks. Only 
bad shooting conditions in a few key 
areas saved the day. And even so, the 
duckless breeding marshes of 1947 were 
the result.” 


Appraisal of °47 Flight 


Ralph C. Hopkins, Wisconsin water- 
fowl specialist, appraises the 1947 
flight as ‘“‘No better than the year be- 
fore.” J. Donald Smith of Minnesota 
says it was somewhat less. Frank Bell- 
rose of the Illinois Natural History 
Survey, reports a decrease in the flight 
last fall, despite the impression of 
many Illinois hunters that the migra- 
tion was up. J. J. Lynch, authority on 
coastal marshes, notes a big canvas- 
back shortage in Louisiana last fall. 

So it goes, according to the con- 
tinent’s acknowledged duck experts. 

Our survey brings up an interesting 
question. Why do sportsmen and state 
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game men fail, to such a marked de- 
gree, to agree among themselves on the 
duck situation? No comparable dis- 
agreement exists with regard to up- 
land game. Why does the Fish and 
Wildlife Service have so much difficulty 
convincing sportsmen that its policy is 
to permit as much duck hunting each 
season as the supply warrants? Why 
must the Service defend itself year 
after year against charges that it de- 
liberately puts out gloomy and un- 
founded reports on waterfowl condi- 
tions? What accounts for all the con- 
fusion and contradictions ? 

It must be remembered first of all 
that the tradition of long duck seasons 
and high bag limits is still firmly rooted 
in the minds of many hunters and they 
are reluctant to face facts and give up 
these privileges. Especially is this true 
of private duck clubs and commercial 
shooting establishments. 

Then too, a major reason for honest 
confusion and differences of opinion is 
to be found in the habits of the ducks 
themselves. 

It’s the nature of waterfowl to con- 
centrate in big numbers in limited 
areas, but local concentrations do not 
necessarily mean an abundant conti-

My brothers and I always over 
load ourselves with equipment on open

‘\irst of all, I want to make it clear 
that what happened was not of my 
choosing.

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EP WADING -

Do you want to cover more water and get 


away out where Old Grandpappy Trout is lurking? This is 


the way to do it—but first read these tips on equipment, 


safety, and technique. They come from the Western steelhead 


anglers who have made deep wading a fine art 
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fishermen bothered to wade; fish- 
ing was good enough from a com- 
fertable stand on shore. But in these 
days of heavily fished waters, with 
fewer and wiser trout, the experienced 
angler wades—and wades deep. There’s 
always. a chance for a good fish away 
out in that swirl, if you can reach him. 
Also, on any good-size stream, you 
can cover water beyond jutting logs 
and boulders, past out-thrust points and 
brush clumps. From a wading location 
you will also be in a better position to 
handle a good fish which charges up 
or downstream past hazards that would 
spell disaster for the man on shore. 
Deep wading has perhaps been devel- 
oped to its highest degree by the West- 
ern steelhead angler, whose fly must 


+t here was a time when few trout 
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seek out those great sea-run battlers in 
the deep, swirling, boulder-strewn cur- 
rent of a mighty river where a slip 
might have more serious results than 
a mere ducking. And from him we can 
learn the cardinal rule—perpetual cau- 
tion. It is no fun to step suddenly into 
a hole up to your neck, to find your 
feet being swept from the bottom and 
those waders filling with icy-cold water. 
But even then the experienced man 
will extricate himself without serious 
trouble, for proper precautions in 
equipment and technique will obviate 
any real danger. 

Most of us started wading with the 
conventional hip boots, with slippery 
rubber soles, and we remember all too 
well the countless times we went in 
“over the top.” I once stepped off a 
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big log at the edge of a nice, quiet lake, 
to find my boots filled and the extra 
weight almost impossible to drag back 
up the sharply sloping bottom. Chest- 
high waders, with a drawstring at the 
top, would have prevented this. But 
the best all-around protection is sure 
footing, which means a real nonslip sole 
on those waders. Rubber is positively 
dangerous, even on the shore of a rocky 
stream where you may wade only ankle 
deep, for one slip could easily bring a 
fall and a serious head injury. 

We inherited waders from our British 
cousins, along with almost everything 
else connected with trout fishing, and 
the stocking-foot type came first. With 
these you wear brogues that have soles 
of felt or leather, studded with either 
hobnails or short steel calks. The felt 
is best on dry and water-washed rocks, 
where most stream fishing is done. 

However, felt slips badly on moss, 
mud-covered boulders, and logs. For 
such places, you should have handy a 
pair of strap-on sandals with hobnails, 
calks, or coconut-fiber soles. But stock- 
ing-foot waders are prone to snag down 
around the ankle, and sand will wash 
into the brogues. The sand is not 
merely uncomfortable; it wears the 
wader feet, the place where most of the 
stocking-foot type first go bad. 

Now that good boot-foot waders are 
available, I’ve yet to see an angler who 
has changed back from them to the 
older type. They come in various leg 
and trunk lengths, with thick felt soles 
which are both cemented and sewed. 
The boot foot, much like that of the 
lightweight sporting hip boot, is really 
shaped to fit the foot and comes up to 
about mid-calf height, thus resisting 
wear and protecting the ankle when 
you stumble over a hidden log or rock. 





A light kapok life vest, like the one worn by this steel- 
head angler, is good insurance in fishing big, fast water. 
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If properly fitted, the wader legs will 
wrinkle slightly, giving the necessary 
freedom when you sit, kneel, or climb 
a fence. They should come well up 
under the armpits, with a drawstring to 
tighten them snugly. Then you can step 
off into a deep hole and ship perhaps 
only a cup or so of water—and the air 
in the waders will almost float you 
I’ve often marveled at the spectacle of 
Roy Donnelly, famous steelhead angler 
and fiy tyer, when he wants to move 
downstream in deep, fast water. He 
tiptoes, then thrusts his feet down hard 

and actually bobs along in the cur- 
rent, half walking and half floating. 


Swift-water Wading Technique 


3ut this advanced technique is neither 
necessary nor advisable for the average 
angler. If you do wish to see just how 
far you can go, a kapok life vest is 
good insurance. It will actually float 
your weight, and thus adds a consider- 
able safety margin. Such a vest is light 
and easy to wear. Being sleeveless, it 
does not hamper the casting arm. It is 
nice to sit on when you rest, and makes 
a cushion and life preserver when you 
use a boat. So, if you feel like wearing 
this life vest, wear it. Never mind the 
old-timer who pretends to scorn it. He 
1as probably taken more than one spill, 
crept out to the bank, and surrepti- 
tiously dried out his waders, with never 
a word of the mishap to his cronies that 
night. 

There is a certain basic technique in 
swift-water wading which, after a time, 
becomes habit. You advance crab- 
fashion, legs parallel to the current, 
with short, shuffling steps. Each foot 
shoves forward to find a secure spot 
before your weight shifts from the 


other. Thus, the exploring forward foot 
feels for that big, round boulder over 
which you might stumble; or that sub- 
merged log; or that deep, washed-out 
hole which may mean a ducking. And 
always, subconsciously after a while, 
you take note of the current and know 
whether or not farther progress is pos- 
sible. If a foot shifts when your weight 
is on it, that is a clear indication of pos- 
sible trouble. We are thinking here of 
safe-and-sane wading, of course, not the 
“bob-and-step” style of such past mas- 
ters as Roy Donnelly ‘and other steel- 
head experts. 

Even on a nice, gravel bottom, if you 
wade down a quickening current your 
feet may start to “wash down.” I one 
time found myself trying to reach with 
a long cast a most seductive swirl at 
the head of a deep pool on the mighty 
Klamath River. The “slick’’ down which 
I waded was only thigh-deep, but the 
swift water washed the gravel from 
under my feet faster than I could regain 
ground. It was only after a long time— 
and much sweat—that I managed to 
work out to safer going. But one need 
never get into such a fix if ordinary 
precaution is used in sizing up a wading 
situation—-and if that seductive spot 
“away across’ is resolutely passed up 
when judgment tells you the wading is 
hazardous. 

Sometimes there is a temptation to 
send out a cast, to retrieve line, or do 
something else while moving out or 
downstream. This can spell trouble. 
Recently, while steelhead fishing in a 
rifie I knew well, I stepped over a 
sunken log just as I was sending out a 
long cast--and fell into a depression 
three feet deep on the other side. Since 
my wader tops had not been drawn 
tight, I ignominiously retired to camp

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Boot-foot waders with heavy felt soles are easiest to wear. They also protect the 
ankles and give a high degree of nonslip safety under ordinary wading conditions 


to dry out and, of course, to be razzed 
by my very unsympathetic companions. 

There is little trouble with the back- 
cast in most wading, for one is usually 
well out beyond the brush and trees of 
the stream bank and the only requisite 
is to keep the fly high enough to clear 
the rocks of the bar or shoreline. On 
heavily timbered little streams _ too, 
where water depth and current alone do 
not call for wading, there is a distinct 
advantage in being able to wade directly 
upstream, casting ahead and parallel 
with the current, with that troublesome 
backcast in the clear above the water. 
This method, too, will permit the fly to 
seek out all those swirls and eddies be- 
hind logs and boulders along the shore, 
which could be reached in no other 
manner. 

In lake fishing, wading offers a tre- 
mendous advantage, and without the 
hazards which may beset the stream 
angler. One simply shuffles slowly for- 
ward, with only depth and a possible 
hole to watch for. A great deal more 
water can be covered than from the 
shore, and it often is possible to place 
the fly out beyond a little bay or past 
a jutting point, where the breeze is 
properly ruffling the surface. Often, in 
large lakes, the trout will come in 
toward evening to work off a gravel bar, 
but not too close. It is then that armpit 
wading may mean the difference be- 
tween a full creel and the keen dis- 
appointment of an empty one. 


Advantages Over Shore Caster 


Often, in mountain lakes, there is an 
underwater bar or ledge beyond which 
the water deepens at once, and there 
the fish will be working, quite beyond 
the reach of even the best shore caster. 
Again, a long bar, perhaps only waist 
deep, will extend far out into the lake, 
opening to a deep-fished fly water which 
only the prospecting wader would dis- 
cover. 

There is a certain casting technique 
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which must be employed to get the 
most out of deep wading. With the 
water at the waistline or above, the 
conventional idea of holding the elbows 
down must be forgotten. The casting 
hand is held well above the head and 
the forward drive is powered with the 
entire forearm, which, at the instant 
of delivery, twists about a quarter 
turn inward. The rod tip is pointed 
almost parallel with the water—only 
slightly above—and the forearm almost 
straightens in the follow-through. This 
method of casting is easily learned, and 
is particularly effective when coils are 
held in the left hand, to be “shot” 
through the guides. 

It is surprising that this method of 
shooting line from coils is not in more 
general use. Always you wish to fish 
your fly well in, of course, in case there 
is a trailing fish that has not quite de- 
cided to take it. Thus, there’s a lot of 
line trailing in the water unless you use 
the “weaving” method of retrieve, 
which sometimes results in a bad bird’s- 
nest when you try to shoot it through 
the guides. With the coil method you 
just strip in that trailing line and form 
loops of about eighteen inches, one on 
each finger of the left hand. You start 
with the small finger and finish with 
perhaps two loops on the index finger, 
over which the thumb closes. Then, as 
the rod reaches an angle of about thirty 
degrees in the forward drive you loose 
the coils, which flow smoothly through 
the guides to add from fifteen to twenty- 
five feet to the distance achieved. 

This special style of casting works 
best, of course, when you use a torpedo- 
head line, with sufficient weight in the 
air to carry out the extra shooting line; 
and such a line is highly advisable in 
any fishing where you want to make 
long casts. The basic rule of ‘cover 
more water, find more fish,’’ applies in 
all lake and large stream fishing. 

There is a different technique, also, 
in hooking fish from a deep-wading 
stance. With the elbow held high, as 





\ ducking needn’t be serious if you wear 
chest-high waders with a drawstring top 


it often must be to clear the water, 
much of the forearm power is lost. This 
is just as well, for a quick twitch of the 
wrist, particularly if the rod is fished 
with the back of the hand upward, will 
set the hook quickly enough and with 
plenty of power. 


4 Change to Moccasins 


It is always a tough job, after the 
day’s fishing, to slog back along the 
rough river bar or trail to camp, wear- 
ing those clumsy waders. They will 
weigh between six and seven pounds, 
actually, but feel like thrice that when 
you start stumbling over things in the 
dusk. I have found it best to start from 
camp wearing a pair of moccasins or 
light tennis shoes, with the waders and 
a pair of strap-on hob or spike sandals 
if they will be needed—-snugly rolled 
in the back game pocket of a light, 
Sleeveless fishing coat. Then, when 
ready to fish, I slip the light footgear in 
the pocket and have it ready to change 
into before tackling a walk of any dis- 
tance. Sometimes, in steelhead fishing, 
it is a welcome change to carry the 
waders down a long bar, or past a half 
mile of unproductive water, 

Your waders, of course, should be 
about a size larger than your shoe size, 
to permit wearing at least one pair of 
heavy wool socks—and, in cold water, 
even two pairs. And, if you like the 
ankle-fit type of boot foot, which calls 
for a lot of patience to get out of when 
your feet are damp, wear a pair of 
ordinary silk dress socks inside the 
woolens. Then the silk will slip easily, 
leaving the wool sock in the boot. 

Two-piece underwear is ideal for 
wading, as you can change the drawers 

always wet with sweat—without the 
bother of a complete clothes change. 
Also, in cold water, you can wear an 
extra pair of drawers for additional 
comfort. Wool is advisable any time. 
With it there is less danger of chill when

issies—just a gang of dang-whanged 

ole ‘fraidy cats,’ roared Joe when 

his buddies pulled for shore with a 

storm thundering at their coat- 

tails. “I came ‘way up here to fish, and 

I'll be switched if a little lightning’s 

gonna scare me off the lake.” Just then 

there came a bright-blue flash and a 
loud smack. 

Joe’s widow put a mighty fine monu- 
ment over his last resting place just 
before she remarried. 

Now it is true that not many people 
get tagged like Joe-——one insurance com- 
pany says three in a million—but if 
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you read the papers you are bound to 
know that every now and then a citizen 
does get knocked off by lightning. And 
usually he is mixed up in something or 
other outdoors when he gets it. So un- 
less you want to risk getting on the 
short side of the statistics, don’t be a 
dope when lightning is on the loose. 
Play it safe. 

Lightning is nothing more or less 
than a whopping-big electric spark 
hankering to hop from a cloud to the 
earth, and anything that gets in its 
way is going to be clipped. There are 
more photos of lightning than there is 
coffee in Brazil, yet not a one shows it 
striking the ground. It is always hit- 
ting something. That something could 
very well be YOU! Or maybe a tree you 
picked for protection. 

Trees are pretty to look at and a 
natural for shelter when the rain be- 
gins to pelt. But folks who know what 
is what stay strictly away from them 
in a thunderstorm. They are natural 
lightning rods. If you are six feet tall 
and take shelter under a_ sixty-foot 
tree, your chances of becoming a light- 
ning statistic are increased ten times, 
because any object’s likelihood of get-

ting struck is directly proportional to its 
height above the surrounding landscape. 
If lightning happens to hit your 
shelter tree a number of highly un- 
pleasant things can happen to you. The 
bolt, busting down the tree, may decide 
you are a better conductor than the 
trunk and sideflash to you. I once helped 
haul away three nice Jersey cows that 
had been sideflashed—and they were 
very dead. Then the lightning may 
vaporize the tree’s sap, making it ex- 
plode and drive a two-foot sliver of 
wood through your gizzard. Exceed- 
ingiy painful and messy. Or if the tree 
has a lot of superficial roots, and if the 
ground is dry, the charge sometimes 
pops hither and yon along the root 
system. In its rambles it can romp up 
one of your legs and down the other, 
knocking you bow-legged. And that’s 
not a pleasant sensation either. 
Certain American Indians had an idea 
that lightning never struck a beech tree 
because its partner, the thunderbird, 
roosted in it. The ancient Romans 
claimed the bay tree was immune to 
Jove’s wrath and crowned their big 
shots with wreaths of its leaves to ward 
off stray bolts. Even now some old- 
timers will tell you that lightning never 
strikes the pine, or the plum, or the 
apple, or the spruce, or the pear. It all 
depends on who is talking and where. 
But it’s all a kettle of eyewash, because 
at one time or another all species of 
trees get hit by a lightning bolt. 





If you must get under a tree in a 
thunderstorm, pick a nice low one that 
stands in a grove of like-size trees. Even 
in groves, a tree that reaches up gets 
clopped. Figures show that trees with 
rough bark get tapped more than the 
smooth-barked sorts; six oaks are 
struck to one beech. Trees growing in 
hollows and at the foot of cliffs are rela- 
tively safe. You are also less likely to 
get injured if the tree is rooted in wet 
or moist ground. Never, never, never 





get under any tree that stands alone. 

Keep away from knollg and rises, 
especially if the ground is dry and 
covered with scrub. The root-hopping 
habit of lightning mentioned before 
works fine here. You will also be a sight 
better off if you stay away from build- 
ings standing alone in the open. Some 
years ago, before I knew better, I was 
making for an old hay barn out in a 
field. I was a short city block away 
when a stroke of lightning knocked it 
into kingdom come. I still wake up 
shivering! 

The last mortal act of many a fisher- 
man has been to make a cast with a 
steel rod when lightning was popping. 
Several years ago a sixteen-year-old 
angler carrying a steel rod was killed 
by lightning near Delta, Colorado. Two 
boys with him, toting cane poles, were 
knocked into the middle of next week 
but not killed. The same warning 
goes, I might add, for steel-shafted golf 
clubs and umbrellas.

a new, fascinating experience

n accident introduced me to one of 
A the most fascinating bits of hunt- 
ing I ever experienced—shooting 
squirrels out of the tops of water- 
bogged trees from an outboard-powered 
paddle boat. 

Sis (my wife to you-all, as they 
would say down there) and I, had trav- 
eled to Georgia to hunt deer and turkeys 
on Ball Island. This 10,000-acre island 
appeared many years ago when, dur- 
ing one of its periodic floods, the Alta- 
maha cut itself an entirely new course 
some ten miles east of where Georgians 
had been accustomed to watching it 
flow by on its way to the Atlantic. 

The old river bed is usually dry for 
the greater part of the year, but it was 
a muddy, rushing torrent when we ar- 
rived for our hunt in late November. 
The island was under four feet of 
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water and, of course, the deer and 
turkeys had abandoned it. Strangely 
enough they hadn’t stopped on the high 
ground which surrounds the island on 
the opposite banks of the Altamaha, 
but had apparently left the country. 

Claude, our guide, was all apologies 
for the floods that had chased the deer 
and turkeys away. “That high water 
could mean real good squirrel shooting, 
though,” he said. 

Sis, always on the alert for a new 
hunting experience, was _ interested. 
“But how would we get within range? 
Swim ?” 


Claude grinned. “Paddle boat,” he 
said. 
Here, we realized, was something 


new, a type of squirrel hunting we had 
never tried before, a golden opportunity 
we must not pass up. Deer and turkeys 
were forgotten; tomorrow we would 
experience the thrills of an entirely 
different kind of sport. 

The sun was well up when we ar- 
rived at the river bank just in time to 
hear Claude say to his son, “Nevelle, 
jump down and knock the water out of 
that paddle boat, and fasten the small 
outboard to her.” 

We were soon under way. Sis and 
I were side by side on the front seat, 
with our guns between our knees, and 
Claude handled the outboard from the 
rear seat. Quickly we ran out of the 
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We lashed the paddle 
boats and prepared to 
glide into the swamp 
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fast, turbid waters of the Altamaha and 
into the clear back waters of the swamp 
country. 

The stream we were following 
Pennholoway Creek — gradually nar- 
rowed until open water entirely disap- 
peared. We expected Claude to stop 
the outboard and take up the paddles 
before he entered the swamp. It was 
inconceivable that anyone could pilot 
an outboard boat through that maze of 
trees, vines, briars, and palmettos. But 
Claude didn’t cut the motor. He throttled 
it to a gentle pur, and drove ahead. 
“Watch the low branches,” he advised. 
“The squirrels will be feeding on the 
tupelo berries down close to the water.” 

A moment later he shouted, “There’s 
one on that tupelo! Right at the water’s 
edge!”’ 

The bushy-tail was half running and 
half flying in its haste to reach a near- 
by hollow tree. 

“Take him, Sis, he’s on your side of 
the boat,’’ I yelled. 

Sis brought up her shotgun and an 
ear-splitting blast shattered the air. 
The sound bounded from the water to 
the trees and back again. We were 
stunned by the totally unexpected im- 
pact on our eardrums, but Claude, 
inured by long experience to the tre- 
mendous noise of a gun fired over water 
and under trees, had kept his eyes on 
the squirrel. He brought me back to 
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earth with a whoop. “There he is, on 
your side of the boat. Shoot! Shoot!” 
That piercing command was all I 
needed. I fired two rapid shots at the 
racing squirrel. The first was a clean 
miss, but the second knocked him off 
the limb of a tree and into the water.

Instantly Claude cut the motor, 
grabbed a paddle, and stroked to the 
spot. As Sis reached for the squirrel, 
Claude cautioned, “Be careful now. I 
picked a squirrel out of the water one 
day thinking he was dead. He fastened 
onto my finger and it took two men to 
pry him loose.” Fortunately nothing 
like that happened to Sis; she grabbed 
the squirrel by the tail and tossed him 
into the boat. 

We sat there a moment admiring our 
prize. “This is more fun than chasing 
a bunch of monkeys around a grape 
arbor,” Sis marveled. 

At that instant Claude gave the 
motor the gun, nearly unseating us. We 
dashed at open throttle across a clear 
stretch of water to get in range of a 
squirrel Claude had spotted 100 yards 
ahead. 

But we were too late. “He went into 
that hole in yonder tree,’’ Claude said 
as he cut the motor. 

We ran back to what our guide called 
the channel, and gently purred our way 
through the swamp. We were admiring 
the giant cypress trees which reared 
shaggy heads high above the oaks, 
gums, and magnolias when Claude 
spied a bushy-tail sunning himself high 
in the very tree we were inspecting. 
The shot was a long one, but we dared 
not attempt to get nearer because the 
squirrel, if aroused, could reach a hole 
in the tree in about two jumps. 

“T’ll take him,” said Sis, screwing 
the Poly-Choke to full. At the report of

her gun, the quarry dropped with a 
loud splash to the water. 

“Hurry!” yelled Claude, as we paddled 
toward the squirrel. “You have to get 
to ‘em quick or they’ll sink, especially 
if they ain't fat.” We retrieved this one 
successfully. 

Before returning to camp we each 
picked up two more squirrels, making 
a total of six for the day. This is cer- 
tainly not even what they would call 
a “sorry shoot” in the South, but it was 
quite sufficient to stock our larder. 

Our next hunt was on Thanksgiving 
afternoon. We had decided to do some 
single shooting, each of us in a separate 
paddle boat. Two of the small boats 
were lashed securely to a large one 
which was equipped with a five-horse- 
power outboard. The two guides, Sis 
and I, climbed into the large boat and 
we were off. 

At the hunting grounds we tied up 
the large craft and transferred to the 
paddle boats. Sis took Nevelle for her 
guide, and I teamed up with Claude. 

Now, these paddle boats are tricky 
affairs. Compared with them, a canoe is 
as steady as a luxury liner in a calm 
sea. The ones we used were about 
fourteen feet long, with upturned bows 
and sterns. And narrow-——they had to 
be to squeeze between the closely spaced 
trees in a water-covered forest. 

I shall always remember that Thanks- 
giving Day hunt, not because of the 
game we killed (only two squirrels) but 
for the beautiful and enchanting atmos- 
phere of the hunt. We glided silently, 
in a breathless calm, over the clear 
black waters of the swamp. Suddenly 
we ran against a submerged cypress 
knee. And while looking into the water 
to see how best to get off the obstruc- 
tion, we saw them. Reflections! We 
were seemingly suspended among tow- 
ering cypresses, azure sky, and fleecy 
clouds that were all faultlessly reflected 
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in the surface of the swamp water, 
which cast back images like a mirror. 

Gazing upon this fantastically beau- 
tiful scene, we were carried into a new 
world—a world of make-believe. It 
seemed as if we were hunting in the 
treetops surrounded by the sky and 
fanned by the floating clouds. 

The barking of a squirrel rudely 
jolted me out of my reverie. It has al- 
ways been my ambition to stalk a bark- 
ing squirrel and bag him. I’ve failed in 
the attempt so many times in our Mary- 
land woods that I’ve developed a per- 
sonal grudge against vocal bushy-tails. 
“Think we can sneak up on that one?” 
I asked. 

“It’s a tough job,” Claude said. “But 
we can try. You get ready to shoot, 
and when we get to that big cypress I’ll 
give the boat a quick shove. around it. 
If the squirrel stays put that long, you 
might get a quick shot.” 


Sudden End to Luck 


We followed through on Claude’s 
strategy and it worked. When the boat 
came from behind the big tree which 
had been screening us, the squirrel took 
off. The next time I saw him he was in 
a topmost branch, poised for a leap 
which would carry him to his den and 
safety. 

He never made that leap. My gun 
roared and he came plunging into the 
water, exhibiting the perfect form of an 
expert high diver. 

Shortly after that we heard a shot 
near by, and I knew Sis had scored for 
we heard Nevelle shout: “You got that 
one all right!” 

But our luck ended right then and 
there. Three boatloads of hunters roared 
past with the outboards wide open. 
They were yelling back and forth to 
one another, trying to make themselves

This typical Kentucky rifle was made in Pennsylvania by 
J. Kuntz in the late 1700’s. It has an overall length of 59 
inches, 43-inch barrel, caliber .46. Note the ornamentation

tracted scalp-hunting Indians. Con- 
struction was ugly and _ ungainly; 
trigger guards were bulky yet frail; 
sights were useless in dark forests or 
in any spot where accuracy was vital; 
calibers were large; and the rifles as a 
whole were heavy and unreliable. Little 
wonder that for many years the smooth- 
bores reigned supreme. 

That was the state of affairs in the 
1720’s when frontiersmen around Lan- 
caster, Pa., began complaining to the 
newly arrived German and Swiss gun- 
smiths there. These immigrants were 
steeped in the traditions of their home- 
lands, where they’d heard even the sim- 
ple flintlock opposed because the smiths 
wanted to retain the more expensive 
wheellock firing mechanism. (The 
rugged flintlocks sent sparks flying into 
the flashpan when the trigger was 
pulled; the wheellock was a fragile 
spring mechanism which had to be 
wound in advance.) 

It was in response to the demands of 
obstinate frontiersmen that the famous 
Kentucky model evolved. It hit its 
stride by about 1730 but underwent 
steady change for many years. Most

rifles were built to the buyer’s specifica- 
tions or according to the maker's latest 
experiments, and the resulting new 
ideas were eagerly seized upon by com- 
peting smiths. For this reason, sur- 
viving examples show wide variations 
in detail. 

No frontiersman wanted to carry a 
heavy weapon on his long treks in the 
wilderness. The weight was steadily 
reduced until the average Kentucky 
hunting rifle weighed between 9 and 10 
pounds. (Those made for match shoot- 
ing averaged about 19 pounds.) Simi- 
larly, using a large-caliber rifle meant 
that the lone pioneer had to carry a 
heavy load of bullets. So the caliber 
was reduced from the .65 and .70 com- 
mon in Europe to about .45. The pound 
of lead that once yielded sixteen .70

bullets now gave forty-eight .45 balls— 
three times as many chances for fresh 
meat, or shots at hostile Indians. 

Simultaneously the front sight was 
enlarged and the trigger guard strength- 
ened while it was stripped of its old 
bulk. But probably the most distinctive 
change came in the barrel, which on 
previous rifles had been uniformly short 
and heavy. 


More Barrel, Less Powder 


Now it was lengthened, ranging in 
the early Kentucky models from 51 to 
77 inches, or up to more than triple the 
length of the average big-game rifle of 
today. This meant that less powder was 
needed than before, because it burned 
cleaner. In the opinion of several au- 
thorities, this long barrel—-which gave 
great accuracy at the same time that it 
deadened the noise of the firing—-was 
the main factor in the success of the 
Kentucky rifle. 

Coupled with this was the novel 
“patch” method of loading invented by 
some unsung genius. Thanks largely to 
this discovery, rifles could be reloaded 
in one fourth the time it took before, 
and eventually backwoodsmen were get- 
ting off their second shot in less than 
half a minute after the first. 

To patch-load a rifle, you cast the 
lead-ball bullet in a mold 3/100 of an 
inch smaller than the actual caliber de- 
manded. In loading, you slipped a piece 
of dressed buckskin or a bit of old felt 
hat, about the size of a 50-cent piece 
and well greased with tallow, under the 
ball as you held it over the muzzle. 
Then, when you rammed the ball down 
the barrel, the greased patch helped it 
slide along easily, doing away with 
practically all the old noisy hammering. 


A “Typical” Kentucky Rifle 


All these developments didn’t come 
at once. They were spread over years, 
but if it were possible to describe a 
“typical” or composite Kentucky rifle 
it might be approximately like this: 

Its 42-inch barrel, probably full oeta- 
gon, gave the .45 caliber rifle an overall 
length of about 55 inches. The stock, 
which extended to the muzzle, was of 
curly maple or occasionally cherry— 
and, in the south, apple wood; the butt- 
plate crescent-shaped, instead of the 
old straight design. An eight-pointed 
brass star was sunk in the cheekpiece 
on the left side of the stock, while in 
the opposite side was cut a box, trimmed 
in brass, in which the greased patches 
were carried. The rifle’s forty-four to 
fifty parts were handmade and not in- 
terchangeable. Many hunting models 
lacked decorations because these might 
reflect the sun and frighten game, but 
other Kentuckys made liberal use of 
brass on the side plates, buttplate, front 
sight, rod pipes or thimbles, and trigger 
guard, as well as on the patch box. 
Where brass was lacking, German silver 
or iron was substituted. 

Although the early locks (firing 
mechanisms) were homemade, most of 
the later models were imported from 
Germany or England. The British usual- 
ly supplied the flints, which sold for 2 
cents each and were good for fifty shots. 











To give a stock an artificial grain, 
the maker wound tarred string around 
and around the wood and burned it off. 
Soot and oil were rubbed in to stain 
the wood, and some stocks were treated 
with a special oil varnish. All in all, 
the Kentucky rifle—some models of 
which reportedly sold for $12 to $14 
against $125 for a fancy European 
sporting smoothbore—was made to give 
lasting satisfaction. 

However, exposure, rust, and the con- 
stant wear and tear of the split-hickory 
ramrod forced many owners to return 
their rifles to the smith for “freshing”’ 
or enlarging the caliber... This meant 
the hunter had to use larger patches or 
ream out his mold to cast bigger bul- 
lets. Still other worn rifles were re- 
finished with smooth bores. 

Although legend would have us be- 
lieve that every frontiersman was a 
crack shot, and many of them doubtless 
were topnotchers, some users of the 
Kentucky rifle were away below par. 
That helps account for the popularity 
of Kentuckys with straight-cut rifling. 
These made good combination arms. 
They’d fire two lead balls at once, much 
as the smoothbore could, or even handle 
loads of BB to No. 4 shot. Yet they’d 
fire a single patch and ball accurately 
enough to bag big game. Some hunters 
even used mixed loads-—a scattering of 
shot on top of a lead ball—when out for 
fox or turkey. 

The Kentucky’s flintlock firing mech- 
anism and the bullet mold also had in- 
cidental uses. You could start a fire by 
placing a tiny wad of unspun flax in the 
flashpan and sprinkling it with powder. 
When you pulled the trigger, sparks fell 
on the wad and started it burning. Just 
drop this into a little pile of dry tinder, 
and presto—a fire! 


Sinkers Frem Bullet Molds 


Bullet molds were made of brass, 
stone, and even from old curling irons. 
They resembled pliers, with a hollow in 
one jaw to shape the bullet. Anglers 
of the day used them to cast weights for 
fish nets and seines. 

Powderhorns were carved with 
scenes, family histories, and maps. They 
were often scraped so thin that the 
black powder showed through, giving 
the hunter a constant check on his 
supply. The average Kentucky rifle- 
man’s horn was some 11 inches in 
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length and held up to % pound of 
powder. Much smaller was the priming- 
powder horn, which was carried in the 
pocket or in the hunting bag slung by 
a strap around the neck. This bag also 
contained a wire for cleaning the touch- 
hole (through which the priming pow- 
der ignited the coarse powder and fired 
the rifle), flints, a few light tools, a 
bone needle for repairing ripped cloth- 
ing, and extra bullets. 
Many Kinds of Sights 

Plain open sights were preferred by 
the early hunters—some type of notch, 
say, for the rear with a post or a fin in 
front. Rear sights were placed on 
grooved slides, and horizontal adjust- 
ments were possible. Most frontiers- 
men sighted in their rifles to shoot a bit 
high at 50 yards. The ball reached its 
peak height between 50 and 100 yards; 
at 100 yards it registered a 3-inch drop. 

Pinhead front sights—-much like the 
modern bead sights—were standard for 
match shooting, but all sorts of rear 
sights, including peep sights, were used. 
Many marksmen swore by a long brass 
or iron tube, up to 5% inch in diameter 
and extending the full length of the 
barrel. It was possible to make hori- 
zontal adjustments on this because it 
was clamped at each end to a sliding 
base. A peephole in the eyecup and a 
pinhead front sight, fixed slightly below 
point-blank range, completed the set- 
up. Users claimed clearer definition of 
their targets—and some experts say 
that these were the sights Congress had 
in mind when it ordered the purchase of 
telescopes for use on rifles during the 
Revolution. 

American pioneers who grew up with 
the Kentucky rifle in their hands were 
real riflemen. As hunters they were 
silent, swift, and deadly; as target 
shooters they were cool, self-confident, 
and accurate. And don’t forget their 
womenfolk, some of whom could match 
their husbands shot for shot. The wife 
of one gunsmith was acknowledged to 











be better than any rifleman in the area. 
It was her job to test each rifle made 
by her husband. Other women won their 
laurels the hard way—by clean hits on 
charging redskins. And many a self- 
reliant frontiersman, who balked at 
resting a rifle barrel on a handy prop 
for an ordinary shot, was glad to sup- 
port it on his wife’s shoulder for a diffi- 
cult long-range target. 

To judge wind velocity, these men 
watched the fluttering of the leaves. 
They knew many little tricks, includ- 
ing a few that had been handed down 
for several generations. One of these, 
the practice of stalking big game while 
hidden beside a horse, had been used 
by archers in Europe hundreds of years 
before. Another was coaxing a bear 
from his hiding place in a big log by 
sneaking up silently and tapping at 
intervals on the wood. Pretty soon the 
nosy bruin would clamber out to in- 
vestigate—just in time to be shot. 

If his dog treed smaller game at 
night, the backwoodsman had no hesi- 
tation in climbing the tree and shaking 
the animal to the ground. If he wanted 
a change of diet, he could use his Ken- 
tucky rifle to shoot large fish! And to 
lure gobblers, he made a call froni a 
turkey-wing bone. 

Turkey Shoots Were Fun 

A hunter needed all the practice he 
could get if he planned to enter a regu- 
lar turkey shoot. Ranges depended on 
how much of the turkey was visible. If 
only the neck and head could be seen 
when the bird peered over a bulletproof 
plank, the range was shorter than if 
the entire bird was tied out in plain 
sight. 

Many shooting matches were held in 
the woods, with squirrels as the targets; 
a natural form of competition, since 
nearly all these men shot bushy-tails 
year in and year out. (Using a Ken- 
tucky rifle, a modern Tennessee gun- 
smith, William Walker, is said to have 
shot forty squirrels without a miss in a 





shooting match with a rival marksman.) 

From Kentucky-rifle days come the 
picturesque stories about “barking” 
squirrels, a stunt which Daniel Boone 
is said to have been one of the first to 
perform. The trick was to hit the bark 
of the tree directly under the squirrel. 
When this was done properly, the bark 
was splintered and the squirrel, killed 
or stunned by the concussion, was sent 
flying head over heels through the air. 
Try it with your .22! 

Washington Asked for Riflemen 

George Washington had learned the 
value of Kentucky riflemen in the 
French and Indian War. When the Rev- 
olution began, he urged the Continental 
Congress to put in a call for them. So 
it happens that the first troops raised 
by a central government on this conti- 
nent were companies of straight-shoot- 
ing backwoodsmen—and this might be 
called the beginning of the U.S. Army! 

From the far fringes of the frontier 
the colorful, independent hunters flocked 
to their meeting places. One group of 
ninety-six men, recruited in Virginia by 
Daniel Morgan, marched 600 miles in 
21 days to join the army facing the 
British at Cambridge, Mass. And some 
of these tough customers had walked 
200 miles through the wilderness in 
order to enlist! 

The bulk of the fighting in the Revo- 
lution was done with smoothbore mus- 
kets, so inaccurate that nineteen shots 
out of twenty would miss an 18-foot-

Sheds and a huge washing bin 
crouched in the shadows at its base.

except that the pools, in places, were 
wider than the average river pool. At 
other spots there were narrow passes 
and channels. 

It was really a picturesque spot, not 
at all what one would expect. of a man- 
made fishing pond. Time and the swift 
encroachment of the swamp had trans- 
formed the earlier diggings into charm- 
ing, primitive-looking fishing pools. 
Beyond them the sand dunes tapered 
toward a dense thicket of scrub willows. 
The sun glinted against sturdy old 
swamp trees and beat down on soft 
mounds of sand. 


Insects on the Wing 


We descended the slope of the dune 
and our footsteps on the damp beach 
stirred myriad swarms of gauzy insects. 
Gnats and sandflies that congregate on 
beaches where the sun strikes with 
flaming intensity were on the wing. 

Dick strode ahead, eager to reach the 
big pool. It looked like an ideal swim- 
ming hole, round, spacious, and deep, 
with shallow areas near the shores. On 
the opposite side there was a high bank 
on which dry grass stirred languidly in 
the morning breeze. 

We followed a narrow path between 
willows and water and scrambled up a 
grassy bank. Morning shadows sstill 
hung over the water. The cool spirit of 
a midsummer morning touched the land 
and fell mysteriously on the flat brown 
surface of the water.

It’s a fine thing to own your own place on a 
lake or stream. But don’t put your cash on the line 
without making sure just what you are getting and 
what you'll be permitted to do with it. Here’s some 
expert advice that will help you give that dream 
cabin of yours a good, firm legal foundation

very year, hundreds of American 

sportsmen plank down their good, 

hard cash for a piece of lake shore 
or a stretch of riverbank, and every 
year many of them discover that all 
is not as they had dreamed. 

This is so because there are natural 
and legal complications to the pur- 
chase and use of riparian land (that is, 
land adjacent to lakes and streams) 
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which are quite different from those 
encountered in an ordinary real-estate 
transaction. 

There are peculiar abstract pitfalls 
to be avoided, valuable riparian rights 
to be protected, and special zoning ordi- 
nances to be observed by the purchaser 
and owner of riparian property. So if 
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you're one of those sportsmen who are 
thinking about buying lake-shore lots 
or river cottages this spring, you'll 
save time, grief, and money if you 
brush up on the situation. 

To quote A. John Berge, formerly 
of the central office of the Naticnal 
Association of Real Estate Boards: 

“Any real-estate purchase is a trans- 
action which you should go into care- 
fully—-unless you have money to burn. 
Investigate all of the angles thoroughly. 
Know exactly what you are buying and 
what you can do with the property. 
It is good business to deal through a 
licensed realtor. This is particularly 
true in the case of riparian land.”’ 

All of which is just what I did not 
do when I bought my first piece of 
riparian property at the tender age of 
fifteen. 

It was twelve acres of virgin tama- 
rack fronting on a southern Wisconsin 
swamp pothole, and I picked it up at 
a county delinquent-tax sale for the 
depression price of $24. I had never 
actually seen the plot before buying it, 
but the county clerk certified that it 
sure enough lay “in the NW corner of 
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sec. 16, town 7 north, range 13 east.”’ 

No sooner had the auctioneer knocked 
this fine private game preserve down 
to me than a farmer sidled up and 
allowed as how he was glad to have 
me for a new neighbor. There was 
only one catch, he said. It seemed my 
twelve acres were completely sur- 
rounded by his farmland and he would 
be happy to grant me a right of way 
from his barnyard to my property for 
a small fee—say $100 a year. 

I promptly complained to the county 
clerk and he gave me my $24 back, 
mainly because I wasn’t of legal age 
anyway. Today I wouldn't be so lucky 
and (I hope) so dumb. 

This little parable serves to empha- 
size the primary necessity of personally 
inspecting a piece of property before 
you buy it. This sounds silly, I admit, 
but every year some sportsmen buy 
riparian property sight unseen and are 
properly gypped in one way or another. 

The first thing to check on is whether 
you are actually buying lake-shore or 
riverbank frontage, if that’s what you 
want. Wildcat land salesmen have been 
known to peddle anything within a mile 
of water as “lake-shore’’ property. In 
one case in northern Wisconsin, 1,756 
lots were laid out in a subdivision with 
a high-sounding name in which only a 
few lots actually bordered on the lake. 

The next thing is to make sure that 
you either have a right of way to your 
land or can easily establish one at a 
cost which is not out of line with the 
value of the property. 


Study the Legal Papers 


Make sure, too, that you are buying 
a decent stretch of water front and 
not a bog or a rock pile, that any 
neighbors are not too close, and that 
their buildings are up to par. 

As the late George S. Wehrwein, pro- 
fessor of agricultural economics at the 
University of Wisconsin, once wrote: 

“People have fled the crowded city 
expecting to find ‘wide open spaces,’ 
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See that you are getting a decent stretch of water front and

not a bog or a rock pile. 
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Check up on the abstract and title, and 
on zoning ordinances and riparian laws 


fresh air, healthful waters, unpolluted 
bathing beaches, and relaxation from 
congestion and noise, only to find lots 
that are often too small, structures im- 
properly placed, and insanitary con- 
ditions arising from overcrowding and 
from pollution of the drinking” water 
and the lakes.” 

Once you have personally inspected 
the property, you will want to check 
all the legal papers involved; that is, 
the abstract and the title. Here the 
advice of a competent lawyer is a 
“must.”” No amateur has any business 
posing as an authority on the transfer 
of land. 

You and your lawyer will check first 
to see that the property is accurately 
described in the title. Particularly 
with rural land which hasn't changed 
hands often, it will pay you to obtain 
the services of a surveyor. He will 
stake down your property exactly with 
1948 statistics. The old original gov- 
ernment chain surveys were not too 
accurate, and unless you have your 
property pegged out with modern tape 
and transit equipment you may wind 
up not owning what you think you 
bought. I remember, for example, 
working one summer for a surveyor 
who was plotting a lake-shore develop- 
ment and having a devil of a time be- 
cause he soon discovered that the origi- 
nal deed was sixteen feet off in a mile. 


Then you and your lawyer will check 
to see that the abstract is an airtight 
account of the history of your property 
so that in the future no litigation can 
take it from you and so that it is per- 
fectly free of what the lawyers call 
“encumbrances,” meaning mortgages, 
liens, etc. 

Now comes an important step. You 
must consult the local zoning ordi- 
nances to see whether you can use your 
land the way you want to use it, and 
to make sure that the adjoining areas 
will never become commercial in nature. 

Zoning is a form of public control 
over the use of property, public and 
private, in the interest of the general 
welfare. It applies to structures, to 
uses of structures, and to uses of land. 
Zoning has a sound constitutional basis. 
The courts of many states, as well as 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, have declared the principle a 
proper use of the police power. Zoning 
regulations vary greatly from county 
to county and from state to state. 


Typical Zoning Ordinance 


A typical example is the zoning law 
covering Florence County, Wisconsin. 
This county is zoned into three differ- 
ent types of districts. In the “forestry 
district,"’ which covers most of the 
county, the only private buildings 
which are permitted are logging camps, 


resorts, summer cottages, hunting and 
fishing cabins, and trappers’ cabins. 
In the “recreation district,” family 


dwellings are permitted in addition to 
the forestry district structures. In the 
“unrestricted district,”” the land may be 
used for any legitimate purpose. 

In other words, if you buy a lake- 
shore lot in Florence County’s forestry 
district, you can erect a summer cot- 
tage but you can’t build a year-round 
home or develop a farm. Likewise, you 
can be sure that no dance hall or tav- 
ern will suddenly go up next door. 

Such a zoning ordinance is rudimen-

And I won't dwell on the journey back 
to camp, most of the way through pitch 
darkness. It was plain murder. 


I Hunt for Caribou 


Next day George and Narcisse climbed 
Mona again in search of mountain goat. 
Ernie and I worked the plains for cari- 
bou. We didn’t have far to look. Hav- 
ing crossed three ridges, we spotted a 
herd on the fourth. We sidehilled on 
foot toward the grazing beasts, but a 
cow took alarm and all ten caribou 
went over the hill.

The blackie turned out to be a puny specimen,

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pounds—had a spectacular head. Ant- 
lers were thirty-six inches high and 
thirty-one in spread, with six points 
on each side. There was only one shovel 
horn, but it was eighteen inches long. 
Later, when we removed the hide, we 
found it to be totally free of the mag- 
gots which generally infest caribou. 

Well, if the whammy was off me it 
was still plaguing George. We found 
him back at camp in high dudgeon; he’d 
had a couple of good chances at goats, 
and missed. That’s not like George; I 
know him well, and he’s just as steady 
with a rifle as he is with a writ. So 
we decided his .30/06 must be having 
the shakes. It was, literally. We found 
that the barrel had loosened just enough 
to throw it way off. We tried out the 
Sauer, too, and it was exactly that— 
sour. Why, I don’t know. Both rifles 
were obvious candidates for the gun- 
smith’s shop. 

It took half a bottle of the very old 
rye, plus a promise to let George use 
my rifle, before I could get him calm 
enough to eat supper. I exaggerate a 
little; the only thing that will ever affect 
George’s appetite is rigor mortis.

We had two days’ hunting left, so 
Narcisse suggested we turn back and 
check on the various carcasses we’d 
left for grizzly bait. He opined that 
they were now probably “high” enough 
to attract silvertips. I knew, of course, 
that grizzlies, like Englishmen, are sup- 
posed to like their meat high.

Anyway, our bait worked. As we 
neared the place where I'd killed my 
black bear, Narcisse sighted a grizzly 
in thin spruce. He was downhill from 
us and maybe half a mile away. I won 
the toss, so Ernie and I set out to get 
within range of the big fellow. We were 
downwind of him, so it was hardly 
likely that he’d take alarm.

Don’t waste time trying to find 
artificial lures that look exactly 
If the fish 


don’t care, why should you? 


like the real thing. 


s far back as I can remember, tackle 

\ makers have been trying to make 

exact imitations of the various 
forms of life on which game fish feed. 
The general idea among anglers has 
been that the closer an artificial comes 
to looking like the real thing, the more 
effective it should be. We all know, 
however, that some of our old favorite 
lures, even though they may not look 
like minnows, frogs, or anything else, 
will take fish just as readily as their 
eye-filling competitors. We know, too, 
that there are times when the fish want 
the real thing and will accept no sub- 
stitutes. 

The first exact-imitation lures with 
which I had any experience were some 
strikingly natural-looking rubber cre- 
ations. I was young and inexperienced 
then and they appealed to me so much 
that I bought three each of an assort- 
ment that included a minnow, a frog, 
a cricket, a hellgramite, a crawfish, and 
a worm. “Here,” I thought, “is the an- 
swer to the everlasting live-bait prob- 
lem. These lures look exactly like the 
real thing. The fish will take them 
without hesitation.” 

Of course they didn’t. Oh, those lures 
caught fish for me, all right, but not 
like the real thing-——or even nearly so 
well as my old plugs, spoons, and flies. 
And, to be perfectly frank, my most 
successful artificials didn’t really look 
like anything that fish eat. But they 
did have swell action when handled 
properly. 

I believe that the trouble with these 
exact imitations was that they were 
positively lifeless except when given 
action with the rod. That didn’t matter 
so much with lures imitating minnows 
or frogs, which could be jerked em- 
phatically in retrieving without looking 
too unnatural, but with all the other 
stuff it was a different story. When 
reeled in without twitches or jerks, the 
exact imitations came along like sticks 
of wood. It took constant wrist and 
arm work to make them effective, and 
this was a tiring process. 

Then, too, the action given by the 
angler often made them more unnatural 
than otherwise, because the fish ex- 
pected them to act like the things they 
resembled. 

In fishing the exact-imitation fly-rod 
lures—hellgramites, worms, stone flies,

and so on, made with solid materials— 
there was another difficulty. When it 
was necessary to use the natural drift, 
letting the current carry them along, 
you got plenty of hits but also so many 
misses that it was disgusting. At the 
same time, fishing either under water 
or on top, the old orthodox flies and 
nymphs made of feathers did splendid 
work in both rising the fish and hook- 
ing them. 

There were two reasons for this. The 
dead appearance of the solid materials 
in the exact imitations got a slow, half- 
hearted rise. Also, the resisting quality 
of the materials seemed to warn the fish 
that this was not food, and the lure was 
expelled so quickly that you had to be 
fast to set the hook. 

The only exceptions, in my experi- 
ence, were some soft, hollow-body rub- 
ber floaters that worked like a charm 
on brook trout. I never got a chance to 
try them on browns, because I used up 
all I had on a Canadian trip and couldn't 
get any more. The main reason these 
were good was that the body was soft 
and crushy. While they floated well, 
they also floated quite low and this 
helped in getting the barb set when a 
fish took. 

When it comes to fishing under the 
surface with imitations of insects, I 
think the feathered lures are much bet- 
ter than those made of rubber or other 
solid materials, even though the latter 
look exactly like the real thing and the 
feathers do not. 

This reminds me of the time, away 


back, when a famous fisherman de- 
signed a most attractive set of nature 
lures. It included some underwater in- 
sect designs that were most realistic in 
appearance. These were made of 4 
lightweight floating material, and to 
fish them you used split shot or some 
other form of sinker, so arranged that 
the lure was above the weight. Besides 
these insects there were a crawfish and 
a couple of minnows, the latter being 
useful both on and under the surface. 

Now, the theory of the floating lure 
fished deep with a sinker was excellent. 
I find that some floating plugs and bugs 
fished this way are great producers. 
But the closely imitative lures I am 
telling about did not do so well for me. 
I got strikes, all right, but I had too 
many misses to suit me. As far as I 
could figure it out, the trouble was that 
while the buoyancy of these lures gave 
them extra life, the strikes frequently 
were light. The fish went for them 
about as they would a natural—but 
there you must let the bait get swal- 
lowed before you attempt to set the 
hook. They were so quick to reject the 
artificial that you were lucky to set 
the barb into the mouth of the fish 

To get strikes on these lures you had 
to fish them with the very slightest of 
rod action. When you started working 
them with enough pressure to feel the 
pull against the rod, the strikes got 
fewer and farther between—although, 
when you got one, it usually meant 4 
fish. 

Eventually I discarded these exact

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imitations. Instead, I used floaters that 
had plenty of action when retrieved or 
jerked, and fished them deep with a 
sinker. Some of these looked like natu- 
ral creatures to some extent, but I am 
convinced that what made them take 
fish was the action built into them. 

This conviction has been borne out in 
recent years. One of the most success- 
ful lures I’ve ever used for this type of 
fishing has been a lightweight plug 
which certainly doesn’t look like any- 
thing in nature but has a tremendous 
action even when retrieved or trolled at 
very slow speed. I must admit that for 
me the best color in such lures has not 
been a green, blue, or white, nor yet 
some combination of these, but solid 
orange or solid yellow. 


Least-used Lures 


And so it goes, all along the line. 
Probably the least-used lures, either for 
bait casting or fly rod, are those that 
resemble the natural foods of game fish. 
Time and again, when everything has 
failed except natural bait, I have 
thought these exact imitations would 
turn the trick. But then they proved no 
better than other artificials, if as good. 

I don’t say they won’t catch fish bet- 
ter than ordinary flies and lures at some 
time or another, because I haven’t given 
them enough of a test for that. But I do 
know I can do better with a Gold-rib 
Hare’s Ear wet fly than I can with a 
dead ringer for a fresh-water shrimp— 
even in waters where the natural shrimp 
are plentiful. And, believe me, I can 
take more bass on any of the regulation 
minnowlike plugs than I can on the 
exact imitations that look so wonder- 
fully true to life. 

When you come right down to it, you 
can’t go far wrong on lures if you use 
spoons and spinners. These are the 
oldest artificials, but they still get the 
fish. Perhaps the fish they get are the 
reckless and greedy ones, which rush at 
the lure because it gives a general im- 
pression of being some kind of min- 
now; perhaps some fish aren't fooled 
at all but simply strike because the 
flashing bait is so fascinating. 

It is in dry-fly fishing for trout that 
the imitation theory reaches its great- 
est heights. Even the half-dozen-fly 
man, who says that six patterns are all 
you need, will admit that at times it 
seems he could do better if he had just 
the right pattern for the hatch. But 
here we encounter the impossible job of 
producing an exact imitation. I claim 
that there isn’t any artificial fly that, 
when placed alongside the natural it is 
supposed to imitate, really looks like it. 
Even if it is a close copy, with trans- 
lucent body and sparse feathers, there 
is always the hook—and the sparser the 
tie the more prominent the hook. And 
even the most sparsely tied fly that will 
float has so many more legs than the 
natural that no discriminating trout 
could mistake it for the real thing. 

“But,”” you may say, “the floating fly 
makes little depressions on the surface 
of the water wherever any part of it 
touches. These distort the fish’s vision 
so that it can’t see the fly clearly.” Then 
why strive for exact imitation? 

You must remember that what looks

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to you like an exact copy of the natural 
when lying on your hand will look en- 
tirely different to a fish viewing it 
against a light and open background. 
The only way you can really compare 
the artificial with the natural is by hold- 
ing them both against the light. You 
will find that two blue-grays that ap- 
pear identical in the hand may look 
entirely different against the light. And 
do not overlook the fact that natural 
insects are translucent almost to the 
point of being transparent, while much 
of the artificial fly—-and certainly the 
hook—is opaque. 

To get down to cases, how many times 
have you had really fast fishing because 
of imitating exactly the fly or flies on 
the water? All you do is to match the 
size, and the coloration as well as you 
can. When the fish get so selective that 
you start trying this, that, and the 
other, you rarely find a fly that does 
the trick. And even if the fish start 
rising, you can’t be sure it was the fly. 
Maybe the fish just stopped being selec- 
tive. Often other anglers will begin 
getting rises at the same time, to an 
entirely different pattern. 

I once thought that the only chance 
to take fish in selective rises was to find 
the exact imitation. To be prepared, I 
carried a large number of different pat- 
terns in sizes ranging from 8 to 18. 
When the fish got selective, I’d go fran- 
tically searching through the fly books 
for the nearest thing to the natural. 
In this way, I wasted many minutes 
that could have been spent floating a 
fly over the rising fish. Once in a great 
while I’d find something they’d take, 
but mostly I drew a blank or at best 
took only one or two trout. 

In recent years, I’ve gradually cut 
down the number of fly patterns I carry 
regularly. I now carry a dozen. Even 
that is a large number when you con- 
sider the run of sizes. Out of that dozen 
there are perhaps six that are used most 
of the time. I must admit that this basic 
half dozen changes from time to time. 


A System That Works 


I find that I make out better on selec- 
tive rises with this system—-picking one 
pattern and sticking to it. When I first 
began noticing this, I made a few tests. 
Selecting a fly according to the general 
color and size of the natural, I fished it 
straight through a very selective rise 
while other anglers did their best to 
imitate the natural exactly. Always I 
did as well as they did, and sometimes 
far better. 

On one occasion we all started at the 
same time, getting fish every few casts. 
Since there were three entirely different 
patterns on the job, it seems to prove 
that the fish had suddenly got over their 
selectiveness. But suppose only one fel- 
low, an exact-imitation man, had been 


fishing there, changing flies to get just, 


the right thing. He’d naturally believe 
that he’d finally found the right pattern 
to imitate the hatch. 

After several experiences like this, 
I decided to disregard the imitation 
theory altogether, just to see what 
would happen. The next time I struck 
4 Selective rise, I tied on a fluffy variant 
fly of a different coloration from the 
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“Why do it the hard way? Get the rod with the right tip action]? J

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j natural. I didn’t make out any better 


j than I had before, but neither did I 
make out any worse. 

A long time ago I discovered that 
light plays an important part in deceiv- 
ing fish. They are more easily fooled 
when the sun is shining than when the 
skies are dark, or in the early morning 
or late evening when the sun is off the 
water. 

You can prove this to yourself by 
holding a fly up to the sun. When the 
light is full against your eye, you are 
blinded. As you move the fly away from 
the direct line, it shows up more clearly, 
until it is finally seen best when your 
body is between it and the sun. Some- 
where along the line is a point where 
the vision is only slightly obscured; 
enough to hide little differences in col- 
or, shape, and size—and the presence 
of the hook. 

In fishing, there are times when the 
fish see your fly in that kind of light, 
and at such times they will take your 
hook if they are rising. Ever notice how 
you keep catching trout steadily all day, 
and then after the sun leaves the water 
and the wild hatch of naturals begins, 
you have a considerably tougher time 
getting fish? 

So, in dry-fly or bass-bug fishing, I’d 
say you don’t need to burden yourself 
with a lot of different patterns and 
sizes. Assemble a basic assortment con- 
taining all the colors you will need; 
make sure that you have them in all 
sizes, with the largest number in the 
middle range. With this system you 
will catch as many fish as you ever did 

and more, if you don’t get panicky 
ovér selective rises. 

Since the wet fly is not affected by 
distortion due to resting on the water, 
you might think that exact imitation 
| would pay off here. However, I haven’t 
| found this to be generally true, although 
at times only a wisp of hackle has 
meant the difference between success 
and failure. 

In underwater feeding, fish often pick 
up anything that comes along—bits of 
sticks, leaves, or anything else that 
doesn’t rouse their suspicions. The fish 
know that a tiny stick may be hiding a 
daddis worm, and a bit of leaf may be 
the home of some other kind of larva. 
| But, believe me, the object is quickly 
|expelled if it proves inedible. 

To sum up: Our best chance for suc- 
cessful fishing with artificials lies in 
presenting the lure properly in the right 
place at the right time.—-Ray Bergman. 





Hung Up? Save Your Line! 


ir simple precaution will enable you 
to salvage most of your line if you 
happen to get a casting plug snagged 
in deep water—as who doesn’t, now and 
then? 

When assembling your gear, tie a 
single ordinary knot in the line just 
above the lure. If the plug becomes 
irretrievably hung up on a sunken log 
or other snag, give a quick jerk on the 
line. It will break at the knot instead 
of at the end of the rod. Your lure is 
gone, of course, but at least you’ve man- 
aged to save many yards of valuable 
line.—Ward Hecker.

we had seen silvering and splashing the 
water near the alders. He decided, 
finally, to go after it. The pool looked 
good to him. The bank was steep and 
sharp around it and there were roots 
and old stumps in deeper water. 

As for myself, I had a hunch there 
was another good bass in the first pool. 
Standing near a cottonwood, I worked 
the center of the pool near the clear- 
cut band of shadow and sunlight. And 
it wasn’t long until I proved my hunch 
was right. 

There was a swift boil on the sur- 
face where my fly should have been, 
and I felt the sudden, powerful take 
of a bass. As I played that fish I was 
convinced of the value, in that situation, 
of small flies, light-tapered leaders, and 
a light fly rod. In midsummer the big- 
mouths dote on insects. To use a large 
fly would be disregarding their natural 
feeding habits. 

I was landing my second bigmouth 
when Dick’s shout told me he had his 
first strike. He had raised a good bass 
and hooked it on his dry fly fished 
slightly under the surface. “It’s not the 
big fish, though,” he remarked when I 
joined him. 

“Maybe that one has lived long 
enough to learn that black insects are 
tastiest,” I said. 

Dick grinned and changed to a Black 
Zulu pattern. Then he crawled through 
a thick hedge of alders and willows and 
emerged onto a swampy section of the 
shore. There the original river bed was 
overgrown with scrubby willow brush 
and was knee-deep in clear, cold water 
that must have come from some near- 
by spring. It flowed into the big gravel 
pool after making a sharp bend near 
a willow. 

Dick’s Black Zulu was snapped up on 
the very first cast by a large bass. After 
a tense moment the thrashing fish man- 
aged to shake loose. Dick cast again 
and the fly was gobbled up by a smaller 
fish. From then on it was all sport, and 
he took his limit of bigmouths from 
that one spot. 


Success With the Black Zulu 


George hadn’t been kidding when he 
told us the bass were thick in the 
gravel-pit pools. And bluegills were just 
as plentiful. Various sorts of sandflies 
were winging high over the pond that 
morning, so it’s possible that several 
different patterns would tempt the fish 
under similar conditions of season and 
weather. But most of the insects were 
dark-colored, and I’m convinced that 
explained our success with the Black 
Zulu. 

As we started back toward the truck- 
ing road Dick turned for a last look at 
the gravel-pit pools. “Beats me,” he 
murmured, “how George got his bass 
on surface lures.”’ 

I had an explanation for that. ‘The 
weather was cooler then,” I said, “and 
the shores were much damper from the 
early rains. The sandflies simply hadn't 
come into season.”’ 

Dick had just one more comment: 
“George was dead right about one 
thing, though.” 

I nodded. There were bass in that 
gravel-pit pool. THE END

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The Fighting Fish 
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Afire—in Midstream! 


ast fall,, while nearing the end of a 
2,400-mile canoe trip down the Mis 
sissippi River, my wife and I had a 
close call with disaster when the gear 
in our craft caught fire as we paddled 
in midstream. Luckily, we escaped ur 
hurt—and considerably wiser. 

We'd spent the night on the sand bar 
near the Winterquarters Bar Light in 
Louisiana. In the morning, after the 
warm October sun had dried our wet 
tent, we packed our equipment, put two 
deep-green ponchos over it, and pad 
dled out to the middle of the mirror 
smooth river, along whose picturesque 
length we'd been making our way for 
nearly 5 months. My wife was knee!- 
ing in the bow; I was in the stern. 

About 15 minutes later I asked her to 
throw me an orange. She turned, lifted 
the edge of the poncho to get at the 
food bucket behind her, and immedi- 
ately cried out, “I smell smoke!” Then 
she pointed. “‘There! See?” 

I looked but saw nothing. “It 
be dust,” I told her. 

“Dust, nothing,” she said. “We're on 
fire!” 

Sure enough, just then I spied a wisp 
of smoke curling out from under the 
poncho. My stomach sank when I 
thought of the can of white gasoline we 
had packed in the front section, as fuel 
for our little stove. 

As fast as we could paddle, we made 
for the shore. Yard by yard we covered 
the seemingly endless water and at last 
the canoe hit the sand beach. My wife 
and I leaped into the shallow water. 
Hurriedly I pulled off the front poncho 
and yanked out the gasoline can. Then 
I grabbed the bag with our main supply 
of matches. 

“No fire up here,’’ I called to my wife. 
“Must have been dust after all. I , 

“Look!” she cut in, pointing to the 
stern. “There’s where the fire is!’ 

Ripping off the rear poncho, we found 
the food bag and one clothing bag on 
fire. I put out the small blazes-—and 


must 


then we discovered what had caused 
the trouble. 
In our packing that morning we 


hadn't noticed that the ponchos didn't 
quite cover two 1-gal. water jugs prop- 
erly. The jars had acted as burning 
glasses and, focusing the sun’s rays 
into tiny spots on the two bags, had set 
them on fire. 

At that, we were fortunate. If the 
tire had burned 5 minutes more before 
being noticed, we would have been in 4 
swift-flowing section of the river flanked 
by steep banks. Our escape then might 
not have been quite so easy.—Robert H. 
Werner.

KENTUCKY RIFLE

square target at 350 yards. This per- 
formance was so poor that Benjamin 
Franklin urged the authorities to equip 
the Continental Army with bows and 
arrows. 

Like every other improvement in 
arms, from the longbow to the atom 
bomb, the rifle was denounced as bar- 
barous and uncivilized —by the side 
that didn’t have it. After Bunker Hill, 
the British tried to alibi their heavy 
losses by charging that the Americans 
used rifles with slit bullets that broke 
in four parts when fired. As a matter of 
fact, the frontier riflemen hadn't ar- 
rived at the time of Bunker Hill; ac- 
cording to a writer of the time, the 
New England farmers who fought there 
were armed with muskets, mostly with- 
out bayonets. But he adds: “They are 
almost all marksmen, being accustomed 
to sporting of one kind or another from 
their youth.”’ 

Soon, however, the men with the 
Kentuckys were pouring northward, 
amazing townspeople with their marks- 
manship as well as with their outlandish 
garb and swaggering manners. News- 
papers were filled with stories of their 
feats—-_many of which obviously gained 
in the telling. From Lancaster, Pa., a 
townsman wrote of seeing a man take 
a5 x 7-inch piece of board and hold it 
between his knees while his brother put 
eight bullets through it in succession 
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from a distance of 60 yards. Another 
chap offered to shoot an apple off a 
man’s head at the same range, but the 
timid spectators declined to watch any 
such fool stunt. 

After they joined the army at Cam-| 
bridge, the backwoodsmen made life | 
miserable for the British. Their special- 
ty was picking off officers and sentries. | 
Soon a Philadelphia printer was writing 
to a friend in London: ‘This province | 
has raised 1,000 riflemen, the worst of 
whom will put a ball into a man’s head 
at the distance of 150 or 200 yards. | 
Therefore advise your officers who shall 
hereafter come out to America to settle 
their affairs in England before their 
departure.”’ 

British General Howe is said to have 
offered a large reward for the capture 
of a Kentucky rifleman. When one 
finally was taken, Howe sent him to | 
London to show what the redcoats were | 
up against. A few demonstrations of | 
his skill brought British enlistments | 
practically to zero! 

The riflemen may have overdone their 
long-range shooting, however. Some 
American officers seemed to feel that 
by attempting too many “preposterous” | 
shots the backwoodsmen were wasting 
ammunition and getting so many misses | 
that it might lessen the wholesome re- 
spect the British had for them. So one} 
outfit was given strict orders not to| 
fire at any target more than 150 yards | 
away. |

frontiersman with Morgan’s outfit. At 
a critical moment in the Battle of Sara- 
toga, according to the story, Murphy 
was ordered to pick off the British Gen- 
eral Fraser, who was rallyimg the red- 
coats. 

Fraser was standing with two aides 
on a hill 300 yards from Murphy’s po- 
sition. The backwoodsman _ calmly 
loaded, sighted his long-barreled Kep- 
tucky rifle, and fired. One of the aides 
fell. Murphy loaded and fired again 
and missed. By this time Fraser knew 
he was being shot at, but his eede of 
honor forced him to stay where he was, 
At the third shot he fell, dead. Some 
historians say that his death decided the 
battle, which in turn influenced the 
French to intervene and so made inde- 
pendence sure. 

Just how good was the Kentucky 
rifle? Fortunately, we don’t have to try 
to sift fact from fancy in the legends 
of frontier marksmanship. Modern fire- 
arms collectors have actually tried out 
the old flintlocks in hunting and target 
work, and have tested their ballistics 
by scientific methods. 

The results of one of these tests are 
reported by Townsend Whelen in his 
book, The American Rifle. The arm was 
a Rosser flintlock made in Lancaster, 
Pa., in 1739. It fired a round ball of 
.392-inch diameter weighing 49 grains, 
with a charge of 22 grains of black 
powder. The test was made at the 
Remington—Union Metallic Cartridge 
Co. factory, and here’s how the old gun 
showed up: 


Muzzle velocity..... 1,483 foot seconds 
Muzzle energy 239 foot pounds 
Velocity at 100 yards..850 foot secon« 
Energy at 100 yards.....79 foot pound 
Velocity at 200 yards..617 foot seconds 
Energy at 200 yards... ..41 foot pound 


According to Whelen, the best range 
for rifles of this type was about 60 
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yards. They were seldom used, he says, 
at more than 100 yards, and beyond 150 
yards were not reliable. In power he 
classes them with the present-day .25 
Stevens rimfire cartridge at _ short 
ranges. 

A slightly more flattering picture was 
given in hunting and target tests made 
by Capt. John G. W. Dillin, collector 
and authority on Kentucky rifles. In 
1921 Dillin took a famous flintlock 
called “Old Killdeer” to a farm and had 
“a well-known offhand rifleman” try it 
out. 

The first targets were pigeons sit- 
ting on a high barn, 30 to 35 yards 
away. Two birds were killed in three 
shots. What is more, the rifleman called 
his shots: “High up, as I aimed above 
the center of the body.’”’ On the same 
trip, three starlings and a sparrow were 
hit at 15 to 40 yards—a total of six 
dead birds for eight shots, strictly off- 
hand. 

Another time, Dillin took “a good 
flintlock” to Ontario and tried it on wild 
ducks. Out of three shots at ducks 
swimming 150 yards away, he hit one 
bird squarely through the body, another 
in the wing. The miss was the first shot 
and was due to overestimating the drop 
of the bullet. 

With Walter M. Cline, of Tennessee, 
Dillin tested three Kentucky rifles (a 
spiral-groove, a straight-cut, and a 
smoothbore) on standard silhouette 
targets the size of an average man. Out 
of ten shots at 300 yards, the spiral 
scored five hits, the straight-cut two, 
and the smoothbore one hit. Beyond 
300 yards, Dillin reported, the percent- 
age of hits was small. 


Kentuckys Still in Use 


While these cold figures demolish 
some of the tall stories of frontier leg- 
end, the fact remains that the Ken- 
tucky rifle was a great firearm for its 
day. Compared with the best sporting 
and military arms of the time, it repre- 
sented nothing less than a revolution 
in its field. 

Some flintlock Kentucky rifles are 
still in use today, mostly for target 
shooting by muzzle-loader enthusiasts, 
but for all practical purposes this fa- 
mous arm faded from the picture about 
the year 1830. 

Many specimens were refitted to 
handle percussion caps when these ap- 
peared. Calibers were reduced and bar- 
rels were shortened. However, men 
moving west found this rifle unsuited 
for use on horseback, and new weapons 
began to appear. 

3ut still the Kentucky rifle lives in 
memory and tradition—a truly Ameri- 
can, a truly great weapon, worthy of 
the men who used it. THE END 


Americans have al- 
ways ‘Sain fishermen, either for food 
or for sport. The story of the be- 
yinnings of angling, as we know it 
today, makes a fascinating chapter 
in this absorbing account of sport 
im America. Early fishing methods, 
tackle, bait—all these will be de- 
scribed and illustrated in an article 
that no sportsman will want to miss!

Tips on Catehing Catfish 


oe channel cats feed and can 
be caught any time with the right 
bait, they forage more at night than 
during daylight hours. I’ve found that 
the best time to fish for them is from 
early dusk to dark. This is because most 
of the fish have been lying up all day 
and, being hungry, feed more freely 
during the early evening. 

Fish the channels and deeper water 
at dusk. As darkness increases you'll 
find the cats closer to the stream banks 
in shallow water. During high water in 
the spring and early summer your cue 
is to look for large catfish in tributary 
streams. 

While they feed at any depth from 
bottom to surface, water temperature 
at the various levels probably has much 
to do with the location. Water about 
70 degrees F. is the best bet. 

Cats forage more to taste or scent 
than by sight. The barbels, or whiskers, 
have taste buds at their ends and the 
fish locates food with them. 

Although many so-called stink baits 
are used, a sure-fire bait needn’t smell 
badly. But it should be combined with 
a lure ingredient to attract the fish 


filled water. 

Prepared catfish baits (those contain- 
ing dough, clams, soft cheese, or blood) 
can be held on the hook in several ways. 
Wrap soft baits in small squares of mos- 
quito netting or gauze and fasten the 
top with a rubber band, fishline, or 
thread. Or hold each bait together on 
the hook by working bits of absorbent 
| cotton into it.

things as makeshifts. For instance, 
did you leave your line floater at 
home? If you have some hard-wax 
auto polish in the car, it will do O.K. 
Did you lose all your sinkers? Maybe 
you can find some lead foil around a 
package of tea or tobacco. The gum of 
a spruce, pine, or other evergreen serves 
right well as a cement for replacing a 
loose rod tip. Simply heat it a bit. Of 
course, chewing gum is made to order 
for this purpose. 

In your first-aid kit you probably 
have some adhesive tape. A leak in a 
wader can be fixed temporarily with 
that. If you haven't any safety pins in 
your fishing clothes or about the car, 
put some in both places this instant! 
It’s surprising how many uses you can 
put them to, from serving as a guide 
(in case you lose or break one) to pick- 
ing out the eye of a fly or the knot in 
a leader. 

I assume you always have a pair of 
pliers in the car. Be sure they have a 
good edge for cutting wire. I could go 
on and on, but don’t get panicky if you 
need something I haven’t mentioned. 
Just look through the old jalopy and 
see what it has to offer. Of course, if 
you have a new model your search will 
probably be useless, but an old baby 
|can sure spring some surprises.

| Til bet you’ve heard all these alibis: 
|The water is too low’; “The water is 
too high”; “It’s too hot”; “It’s too 
cold”; “It’s too bright’’; ‘It’s too dark”’;

Just a hint: It’s fun—and worth while, 
too—to improve a stream by building 
small ponds. When you do, try throw- 
ing in a few good hunks of straw and 
weighting them down. They'll soon be- 
come alive with microscopic organisms 
and provide a feeding and breeding 
place for larger creatures such as 
shrimps, which will spread to other 
parts of the stream. 


* 


When fishing with spoons, plugs, and 
other lures, pay heed to the weight of 
line, leader, or wire trace. Some lures 
are so delicately balanced that a trifle 
of excess weight in any one of those 
three factors may spoil the action. Par- 
ticularly is that often true of a wire 
trace. The action of even large lures 
may be affected by a trace too bulky, 
heavy, or stiff. 


* 


To digress a bit, my experience as an 
angler has been wide and varied, but I 
wish people would stop calling me an 
expert—or even thinking of me as one. 
Certainly I never think of myself as 
one, nor have I written anything that I 
intended to have sound as though it 
was the pronouncement of an expert. 

As that grand teacher, Arthur 
Emery Low, of Los Angeles, Calif., said 
when anglers asked him the quickest 
way to become expert trout fishermen: 

“May I urgently suggest that you 
forget about trying or hoping to be- 
come an expert? Believe me when I 
say that the pride, the fun, or the profit 
in being an expert in any sport doesn’t 
offset its disadvantages. An expert 
must be letter-perfect whether his 
specialty is fishing, golf, tennis, or 
bridge. Even if your observers are 
friends they’ll condemn your failures 
and belittle your successes merely be- 
cause you’re an expert. And what ex- 
pert doesn’t have moments of ill for- 
tune? 

“Also, if you think you’re an expert 
fisherman and trout simply refuse to 
hit anything you offer them, you be- 
come altogether too disheartened over 
your failure to do something that prob- 
ably was impossible anyway. Person- 
ally, I don’t want to be considered an 
expert angler. But I'll tell you what 
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I like to think I am—-and what you 
also can be—-and that’s an intelligent 
angler.” 

May I suggest that readers of this 
column consider Low’s remarks very 
carefully. I too like to think I’m an 
intelligent angler. My objective, as far 
as you readers are concerned, is to keep 
well-informed about fish and fishing, 
get in all the fishing experiences hu- 
manly possible while also earning my 
daily bread, and at the same time make 
my reports to you just as interesting 
as possible. 

~ 

{ long grip on a fly or spinning rod 
gives you several kinds of action. If 
you doubt it, just test the action of a 
rod from different hand positions. A 
very nice long grasp for a fly rod is 
from 7 to 10 in.; for a spinning rod, 
12 to 15 or 16 in. Such long handles have 
to be specially made for fly rods. 


* 

Fishing for bass with artificials in the 
fall has rarely been as good with me 
as during the summer. I often have 
commented on this, though in so doing 
I have been on the side of the minority. 
Among those who agree is Erwin A. 
Bauer of Ohio. 

“Recently,” he writes, “you wrote 
that bass fishing, except in the South, 
does not improve in the autumn. AIl- 
though almost all other writers insist 
that the opposite is true, I certainly 
must agree with you. Not in any place 
that I’ve fished from Tennessee north to 
Ontario, has fishing improved but 
slightly with the advance of cool weath- 
er, and then most of this late fishing 
meant deep fishing, frequently with a 
worm-and-spinner combination. I'll 
admit that I enjoy fishing best at that 
time because of the crisp weather, the 
color of the foliage, and other things 
that go with the fall, but my own 
catches are always best during the 
early season.” 


* 


For varnishing a steel rod that has a 
lacquered or baked-enamel finish, don’t 
use anything but a good grade of spar. 
If the rod has a plated finish, it is best 
to remove the original clear lacquer 
with a thinner and then apply a new 
coat. But the very best thing to do if 
your steel rod needs attention is to have 
your dealer send it to the manufacturer 
for a real job. Most makers have a 
Service set up for this, and when the 
rod comes back it looks like a new one. 
Doesn't cost much, either. 


* 

Flies with silver-tinsel bodies are some- 
times very effective, but you must watch 
them for tarnishing. Even when they 
are lacquered, the bright, silvery effect 
Seems to be less lustrous after a year or 
so. Don’t lay in a large stock; just buy 
them as you need them. 


* 


Some hatches of insects are so tiny that 
they appear to be dust. This may ex- 
plain those times when we see trout 
recklessly rising yet can’t get one 
honest rise to our artificials.—R. B.

Tin Can Makes Line Drier

ere is an easy way to make a line 

drier from commonplace materials. 
Put the lid on an empty 1-gdl. paint can. 
Punch a hole in the center of the can’s 
top and bottom. Push a metal rod or 
wooden dowel through the holes, and 
cut off the ends so that about 2 in. 
project from each side. 

Now make a wooden base measuring 
about 5 x 12 in., and two endpieces 
about 4% in. high. Cut a V-shaped, 
14-in. notch at the center of each piece 
and then nail them to the base, with the 
notches up. 

Drop the tin-can drum in place as 
shown in the sketch and the drier 
is ready. Wind line on the drum by 
giving it a spin with your hand.—D. A. 
Schlemmer. 


Fish Heads on Plaques 


eads of sizable game fish can be 

made into crude trophies by sim- 
ply tacking them on the outside wall 
of a barn, house, or fishing shack and 
letting them dry in the sun. But if you 
want a better job, cure the head, and 
mount it on a wooden plaque. The work 
is easy and yields a trophy you will be 
proud to display in your den or study. 
Here’s how to do it: 

Remove the head as soon as possible 
after the fish is caught by severing it 
behind the gill openings. Cut away the 
flesh from the spine section and re- 
move the eyes. If you want to mount 
the head with the mouth open, prop the 
jaws apart with a small stick. Length 
of the stick depends on how wide you 
want the mouth. If you plan to mount 
several heads, get variety by having 
some jaws spread to their maximum 
width, others open only an inch or less. 


Leave the stick in place until the head 


is cured. 

A good curing formula is half arsenic 
and half powdered alum. Put the mix- 
ture in a salt shaker for safe handling. 
Bear in mind that arsenic is a deadly 
poison. Handle it cautiously. Destroy 
the salt shaker after you have finished 
with it. Sprinkle the fish head inside 
and out with the mixture, being sure 
that the mouth, gills, and inside cavities 
are well coated. Then set the head on a 
board in a dry place for 1 week. Make 
sure children or pets can’t touch the 
head and be poisoned. 

If you can’t get arsenic, cure the head 
with coarse salt. Apply it liberally to 
all surfaces, fill the eye sockets, and 
set the head away to dry.

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After curing by either method, brush 
off the preservative, and polish the 
head with a dry cloth. Then apply a 
coat of white shellac thinned with an 
equal amount of rubbing alcohol. If 
the head appears dull after the shellac 
dries, give it a second coat. If you 
have some artistic ability, use tube 
paints and a small brush to brighten the 
natural colors before you apply the 
shellac. 

Finally, install artificial eyes pro- 
cured from any dealer in taxidermist’s 
supplies. Or you can whittle them from 
soft wood, paint them, and glue them 
in the sockets. 

For the plaque, use sound, dry wood 
, to % in. thick. Plaques are often 
shaped irregularly, sometimes to imi- 
tate a slab chopped from the trunk of 
a tree. Stain and varnish the panel, 
spread the gills against it, and fasten 
with small tacks. The finished product 
will be an attractive reminder of happy 
days and feats with rod and reel.

Grant was a member of a party that 
had gone to the Gilbert River, in 
Settlers 
knew that a particularly ferocious rep- 
tile was at large, since horses, cows, and 
pigs had been disappearing without a 
trace in the dark, slimy waters of the 
river. These Queensland crocodiles use 
their long, heavy tails to sweep animals 
into the stream, where they are gripped 
by the huge jaws, drowned, and de- 
voured. 

By chance Grant caught a glimpse of 
the marauder, which was floating in 
the river with only its big eyeballs and 
snout visible above the surface. Crawl- 
ing slowly through the grass, he reached 
a position from which he could take aim 
at a point near the eyes. A shot here, 
where the bullet will enter the brain, is 
about the only way known to the local 
hunters for killing these huge reptiles. 

Grant raised his rifle slowly. (A 
crocodile’s sight is so keen that the 





slightest unusual movement would have 
caused the reptile to submerge.) When 
he fired, his shot was a true one and the 
bullet entered the brain. To make sure, 
he fired two more. Then he ran down 
the bank and took hold of that terrible 
tail! 

“He nearly pulled me in,’. Grant said 
later, ‘‘but I held onto a tree with one 
hand. Soon the other members of the 
party came running to my assistance 
When we dragged the crocodile out of 
the river with a jeep, he was nearly 
dead. Usually they take an hour or two 
to pass out.” 

Examination of the carcass showed 
that the killer had recently devoured a 
wallaby (a small kangaroo) and some 
pigs. In the stomach were pieces of 
stone which he had swallowed, appar- 
ently to aid digestion. Balls of hair 
from pigs and horses were also found 
It took four men 3 hours to skin the 
reptile. Later, the mounted specimen 
was taken by trailer to Melbourne 
where city folk looked with awe at 4 
monster that had been alive before white 
men came to Australia.

Raise Your Own Fishworms 


A’ you fellows who are tired of dig- 
ging up an acre of ground to get 
a few fishworms, or of paying high 
prices for them, had better read this. 

If you have the space, you can raise 
all the worms you'll need in an outdoor 
worm bed. In choosing a location, be 
sure to avoid sandy soil and use. only 
clay, or clay loam. Dig a V-shaped 
ditch, line it with boards, and place 
about 100 worms beneath the boards. 
Periodically empty your dishwater in 
the ditch, and soon you'll have all the 
worms you can use. Thereafter, when- 
ever you want worms, just lift up a 


| board and you'll find plenty of them on 


the surface of the ground. 
There is, however, one danger. This 
type of worm bed gives off a sour odor, 


so unless you can place it several yards 
away from your house and your neigh- 
bor’s, you had better skip it in favor ol 
an odorless indoor bed. 

An indoor bed will do a good year- 
round job of producing fine English, or 
red, worms which mature in about 9 
months—although you'll find them 
plenty large enough for bait at 
months. A bed can be made from an old 
bathtub, washtub, oil drum cut lengt! 
wise, or any other sizable watertight 
container. A tub 2 ft. in diameter and 
10 in. deep will produce up to 5,000 
worms a year. To keep it from rusting 
it should be painted on the inside with 
hot asphalt, acid-proof paint, or a good 
house paint. 

The tub should be filled to a depth 0! 
8 in. with the proper soil. If the soil 
does not contain sufficient humus, mix

A Pretty Dear Deer 


N° the end of the Pennsylvania 
deer season last year, I was driv- 
ing home after a morning of hunting 
when I came to a fairly steep hill.

But when I 
got to him I found that one of his 
antlers had snapped off (the other had 
two points) and that both his legs were 
broken some 6 in. the hoofs. I 
dragged the carcass about 60 yd. back 
to the road, where I found a truck had 
stopped. The driver got me out of the 
ditch, and then helped me dress the 
deer and load him on my car. 

It wasn’t until I got home, however, 
that I learned how much that deer cost 
me. The right front fender and head- 
light were smashed, the hood had an 
enormous dent in it, one of the radi- 
ator’s seams was badly split, and all my 
antifreeze had leaked out. 

The deer, however, was more inter- 
esting. He was nice and fat, and 
weighed 140 lb. dressed. After being 
hit by my car, he apparently got up 
and walked 60 yd. with both legs 
broken. If I had been slow in follow- 
ing him up he might have

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Time to Catch Lake Trout 


Question: There are many lake trout, aver- 
aging about 10 lb., in a deep Wisconsin lake. 
What's the best method, time of day, and season 
to fish for them? Will they be likely to hit 
flies and surface plugs in early spring?—J. C. 
Chapralis, Ill 


Answer: I've taken lake trout at all times of 
the day in the various lakes where I’ve fished 
for them. When the fish are deep—which is 
from a couple of weeks after the ice goes out 
until about October 15—it’s generally advisable 
to troll deep with special lake-trout spoons 
and spinners 

I have never fished for them with a fly in the 
spring, although I've taken them on flies in the 
fall. In both fall and spring I've had success 
with bait-casting tackles using lures that re- 
semble minnows—including various Spoons and 
spinners. Any minnow-type lure will work if 
the fish are in shallow water.—R. B. 


Telling Dry From Wet Flies 


Question: How can one tell dry from wet 
flies?—-George Mercer, Ohio. 


Answer: Dry flies are made with the hackles 
approximately at right angles to the shank of 
the hook; wet flies have the hackles pointing 
toward the bend of the hook. In addition, dry- 
fly wings are tied upright, spent, or flat as in 
sedges; those of a wet fly lie nearly straight 
along the hook’s shank.—R. B. 


Cleaning Cork Handle 


Question: What can I use to clean the cork 
handle of a fishing rod?—W. P. Cadorette, Vt. 


Answer: Acetone.—R. B. 


Patterns for Bass, Pickerel 


Question: I've just acquired a fly rod and 
I'm anxious to try it out. What wet-fly patterns 
are best for bass and pickerel, and what other 
artificial baits do you recommend for these 
fish in Massachusetts waters?—WNicholas J. 
Lavnikevich, Mass. 


Answer: Almost any minnow-simulating 
streamer fly is good for bass and pickerel. 
Parmachene Belle, Colonel Fuller, Montreal, 
Silver Doctor, Scarlet Ibis, and Professor are 
good when the fish will strike such lures. Often 
bass and pickerel will not take flies unless a 
spinner of some sort is used with them. I get 
the most response to flies when fishing for bass 
with the surface bugs. Those of the popping 
variety, as well as the frog and injured-minnow 
types are excellent.—R. B. 


Formula for Dry-fly Oil 


Question: I have tried mixing gasoline and 
paraffin to make a good formula for dry-fly oil. 
They didn’t seem to mix properly and the 
solution was too thick. Will you be good enough 
to suggest a formula that will work?—George F. 
Walters, Pa 

Answer: Gasoline and paraffin make the best 
possible dry-fly oil. Perhaps you made the mis- 
take of using leaded gasoline. You might try 
lighter fiuid or carbon tetrachloride. In any 
case, make the solution much thinner. I’m sure 
gasoline and paraffin will mix well because 
I’ve used that formula a lot.—R. B.

»,espite the fact that telescope 

) sents have been getting a big 

play in late years, most gunners 

still learn to shoot with iron sights. 

Furthermore, the iron sight is a useful 

instrument. It has plenty of disadvan- 

tages, even in its best forms; but it also 
has its advantages. 

The iron sight is lighter than the 
‘scope, less expensive, somewhat more 
rugged, and less liable to be put out of 
commission by rain or snow. All this is 
relative, however. Some iron sights are 
comparatively fragile, more so than 
most believe, and more easily put on the 
fritz than a correctly mounted ‘scope. 

Actually there are but two types of 
iron rear sights. One is a notch, which 
may take the form of a V or a U cut 
in a piece of iron. The other is a hole, or 
“peep.” A third form, which is rarely 
seen, is a flat bar with no notch, but 
with the center located by a white line 
or a diamond. The Patridge type of 
open rear sight uses neither a V nor 
a U, but instead a square cut to be 
employed in connection with a square 
blade front sight. This, as we shall see 
later, is the most accurate type of open 
rear sight. 

The use of the open rear sight puts 
a considerable burden on the human 
eye. It demands that the user focus on 
three objects at once—-the rear sight, 
the front sight, and the target. Now 


the rear sight is about 17 in. from the 
eye, the front sight from 32 to 38 in.,

and the target may be from a few feet 
to several hundred yards. A young man 
with flexible eyes can make a pretty 
fair stab at focusing on all three ob- 
jects, but the older man whose eyes 
have grown less adaptable simply can- 
not cut it. His rear sight fuzzes up, and 
he cannot tell how he is holding that 
front bead in relation to the rear notch. 
He can still see the front sight and the 
target but not the rear one. In extreme 
cases of middle-aged farsightedness it 
is sometimes impossible to see even the 
front sight clearly. In the first case, 
where only the rear sight fuzzes up, an 
aperture sight is the answer. In the 
second case the only answer is the 
‘scope, for with the glass sight every- 
thing is in the same optical plane. 


Those Ears Don’t Help! 


The very essence of the open rear 
sight is the notch through which the 
front sight is seen. Anything else is 
just frosting on the cake. The Rocky 
Mountain buckhorn and semi-buckhorn 
sights are dearly beloved by those who 
don’t know much about sights. The 
“ears” that jut up on sights of that 
type do nothing but make the game 
more difficult to see, and they blot out 
light, besides. 

Another fallacy about open sights is 
that one can do better shooting with a 
narrow V than with a wide one. Actu- 
ally it is just the other way. The nar- 
rower the V, the more difficult it is to 
see the same amount of front sight each 
time. Because it has access to less light 
the bottom of.the V is darker than the 
rest. In poor light and under stress of 
excitement, it is very easy to fail to 
pull the front bead down into the 
notch. The result is overshooting—and 
a missed deer. If this narrow V is 
further complicated by the big, use- 
less, overhanging ears of a buckhorn 
sight, overshooting is practically cer-

tain. In fact, you can hardly avoid it. 

An excellent type of open rear sight 
is the one Savage used to install on the 
little Model 99-T. It is a very wide U 
marked at the center with a white line 
and used in connection with a red plas- 
tic front bead. It makes probably the 
best type of open rear sight for fast 
brush shooting. 

The British are great believers in 
open rear sights, usually very shallow 
V’s. They claim that these are the fast- 
est of all sights for brush shooting of 
large and dangerous game. Whether

this is a fact, or simply British conserv- 
atism, I do not know. I am inclined to 
be skeptical. 

One of the worst features of most 
open rear sights is the fact that they 
are almost impossible to adjust exactly 
The typical open American sight has a 
movable bar with three or four steps 
cut into it. It is “adjustable” by pushing 
this bar up under the sight and making 
the notch higher above the barrel. 
continually get letters asking how man\ 
yards the second notch on such-and 
such a rifle with an open sight will sight 
in a rifle for. In the old days I used t 
read hunting stories with some suc} 
statements as this: “The buck was 
1,000 yd. away, so I put the sight in th: 
last notch and killed it.” 

Now, this is based on several mis 
conceptions. In the first place, no on 
can do much of a job of sighting in :

rifle for anyone else, particularly with 
open sights. In the second place, even at 
relatively short ranges a rifle will shoot 
to different points of impact with differ- 
ent loads. In the third place, I don't 
think those dog-goned steps have any 
particularly definite value. I have seen 
them giving as little change as 4 min- 
utes of angle (4 in. at 100 yd.) and as 
much as 8 or 10. The only way anyone 
can find out about his particular rifle 
and particular sights is to shoot a 
group at 100 yd. with the rear sight in 
one notch and then shoot a group under 
the same conditions except that his 
sight is in the second notch. Then he 
has something definite to go on. 
Adjusting the open sight exactly for 
one load is tough going, and it is not 
uncommon to have to burn up $10

worth of ammunition to get a $2 sight 
to put them on the nose. Then, if a man 
wants to change loads, he has to sight 
in all over again. A cheap nonadjust- 
able sight is the poorest economy I can 
think of. 

Most open rear sights are mounted 
in a dovetail slot. If the rifle is shooting 
to the right, the sight has to be tapped 
over a bit to the left, and vice versa. 
If the rifle is shooting too high with 
the lowest adjustment, there is nothing 
to do but file down the notch, until she 
puts them where she looks. If it is 
shooting low in the first notch, the only 
thing to do is to hoist her up into the 
second notch and then file it down if 
it is necessary. 

The British ordinarily fit rifles witl 
a whole parade of open rear sights 
mounted on a short rib. These are pre- 
sumed to be carefully “regulated” by 
the maker for various ranges for one 
certain powder charge and _. bullet 
weight, and marked in yards. Maybe 
all Englishmen see their sights alike, 
but I know that Americans do not. 

Some American firms of custom rifle 
builders have supplied sights like this 
for those who have wanted them. A 
good many years ago I dropped in on a 
custom maker who had just finished up 
a light .375 Magnum with a 22-in. bar- 
rel. It was equipped with a ’scope on 
side mounts, and with four leaf sights 
mounted on a rib. The customer was 
about to take off for an Alaska brown- 
bear hunt and wanted those open leaves 
adjusted for 100, 200, 300, and 400 yd.

with the 300-gr. Western .375 Magnum 
load. The barrel and action were still 
in the white, and the gunmaker slyly 
asked me how I'd like to go out to the 
range and file the notches down for the 
correct ranges so he could finish up the 
filing, blue the rifle, and ship it. 

It is always hard for me to turn down 
a chance to shoot for free, so I took the 
job on. I used up more than three boxes 
of ammunition and I came*back full of 
respect and sympathy for the English 
rifle makers who do the same job on 
those ponderous .465, .470, and .600 
elephant guns. Presumably my sight- 
ing worked out all right, since I after- 
ward heard that the client got his 
brownie—and with the open sights. 

The peep or aperture sight is a far 
more logical and effective type than the 
open rear sight. It is simply a hole to 
look through, and it employs the optical 
principle that the eye, in looking 
through an aperture at an object, nat- 
urally centers it at the point of strong- 
est light, which is in the middle of 
the hole. 


Don’t Look at the Peep 


Most people cannot believe this. They 
want to draw the bead down “fine” at 
the bottom of the peep as if it were an 
open rear sight. The beginner with the 
peep is annoyed because it looks fuzzy 
to him. It is supposed to look fuzzy, as 
the eye does not have enough depth of 
focus to handle the rear peep so close 
by and the front sight a long way from 
it at the same time. What one is sup- 
posed to do is to look through the peep, 
not at it, and to concentrate on putting 
the front sight on the target. 

The beginner with the peep is shocked 
to find that he can see so much through 
it. It just doesn’t seem right. He rushes 
off and gets himself a disk with the 
smallest hole he can find and then he 
is happy. The disk with the tiny hole 
is hard to use, which makes everything 
jake because our shooter probably has 
the notion that the harder a sight is 
to use the better it is. 

For game shooting, the largest avail- 
able aperture is the ticket. The Lyman 
48 receiver sight comes with a screw- 
in disk. I always carefully take it and 
put it in a box I have for this purpose 
and which over the years has been 
collecting disks until it is practically

full. It also has in some models a little 
gadget which can be turned up to make 
the aperture smaller. This I carefully 
remove and throw away. For target 
shooting, the small aperture is all right 
It sharpens up both front sight and 
target. For game shooting it is worth- 
less. Actually the difference in accuracy 
obtained with the smallest possible 
aperture and with the largest isn’t 
much. If, with the disk in a Lyman 48, 
a man can shoot a 2-in. group at 100 yd. 
he usually won’t do worse than a 3-in. 
group with the large aperture. 

Peep sights are variously mounted 
on the tang in the case of a rifle of rela- 
tively light recoil, on the cocking piece, 
and on the receiver. Because tang and 
cocking-piece mounted sights are close 
to the eye, they are very fast. It is my 
experience that a big peep is the fastest 
of all sights—-much faster than the 
open sight and a bit faster than a low- 
power ‘scope mounted low. For brush 
shooting in short ranges I know of 
nothing better. I believe the fastest 
handling rifle I ever owned was a 7-lb 
7 mm. with a Lyman 1-A cocking-piec« 
sight. However, the cocking piece al- 
ways has some wobble in it and such a 
sight is not particularly accurate. 


Tang Sights Not So Good 


The tang sight is easily bent because 
of the long stem, and in a rifle of heavy 
recoil it is too close to the eye. With 
a short stock on a rifle of fairly heavy 
recoil, an uphill shot presents plenty of 
chance of putting an eye out. Most tang 
sights are made with no provision for 
the adjustment of windage, and to get 
one right it is mecessary to shim up ont 
side with a piece of paper. Adjustment 
is made by guess and by gosh. 

Today the most popular type of aper 
ture sight is the receiver sight like the 
famous Lyman 48 and the Redfield S¢ 
ries 70. They cost some dough but they 
are worth it. They are effective, strong, 
and easy to adjust—-iron sights at their 
best. With either of them you can shoot 
a group, measure its distance on the 
target from where you want it to be 
then make the adjustments, and your 
rifle is sighted in. Ordinarily a man will 
save the difference between the cost 0! 
an open sight and the cost of a good 
receiver sight the first time he sights 
in. It’s the difference between burning

If iron sights only are to be used, 
the Redfield 70 with the round hunter | 
adjusting knobs cannot be beat. It is| 
one of the most rugged sights made. 
However, the Lyman 48 has one advan- | 
tage over the Redfield. The slide can be | 
taken out and put back instantly so| 
there is no change in point of impact; | 
whereas the Redfield has to be screwed 
in and out. So if a man wants to use 
a receiver sight as an auxiliary along 
with a ‘scope on a quick-detachable | 
side mount, the Lyman is best because | 
of the instant removal-and-replacement | 
feature. Various receiver sights ‘‘click”’ | 
for 4, %, and 1 minute of angle. The 
man wanting to sight in should first be | 
sure to find out the value of the clicks | 
on his particular sight. 


Hunting in Snow or Rain 


Any iron sight has the advantage 
over a ‘scope in that it is less easily 
put out of commission by snow or rain, 
and I think that anyone who habitually 
hunts in country where he will en- 
counter wet brush and snow that is 
liable to plop down on him ought to 
have a quick-detachable ‘scope so that 
his iron sights will be available in case 
of need. 

Up in northern British Columbia in 
1946 I got caught on top of a mountain 
and miles from camp in a rain-snow- 
sleet storm with a _ permanently 
mounted ‘scope and no ‘scope covers. 
When I got back to camp my 'scope | 
was so waterlogged that it was worth- 
less for several days. Moisture had got 
between the elements of the ocular lens, 
and every time the temperature 
changed it fogged up so I couldn't see 
through it. Luckily I had a spare rifle 
along. 

For the very roughest use auxiliary 
iron sights are also a good idea. Hit a 
‘scope just right on the ocular and the 
tube will bend and change the point of | 
impact. 

As far as strength goes, the weakest 
link in the iron-sight system is the 
front sight. If mounted on a ramp it has 
some protection, but the high front 
sight is really surprisingly fragile and 
I have had more trouble with mine 
than with my ’scopes. This is particu- 
larly true with front sights of ivory and 
plastic. The copper-alloy beads called 
“gold,” being much more rugged, are 
generally best for rough usage. In dark 
woods the ivory bead is the most con- 
spicuous. In good sunlight the red 
piastic bead seems best. For all condi- 


flat-topped blade iron sight is the most 
accurate on the target but hard to see 
on game. 

To some extent, the part of a front 
sight that looks brightest is likely to be 
off center, and the rifleman tends to 
aim with this false center instead of 
with the whole bead. Thus, if the light 
is coming from his left, he'll shoot a 
trifle too much to the right. This tend- 
ency is least marked in the square 
blade. The worst offender is the shiny 
gold bead, particularly if it comes to a 
point in front; shots 4 in. “off” at 100 
yd. are not uncommon. The best type 
of gold bead is flat on the face. This |

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minimizes the tendency to shoot away 
from the light but the tendency is still 
there. 

Target shots with iron sights always 
use the blade, usually smoked dead 
black with camphor or a match. With 
the 6 o’clock hold, with a thin line of 
white showing between the bull and 
the top of the blade, this is the most 
accurate of all front sights. 

This 6 o’clock hold, however, is no 
good on game. Probably the best prac- 
tice is to sight in with the front sight 
so that the bullet strikes at the top of 
the bead or blade. When a bead is used 
in conjunction with peep sights, how- 
ever, some like to have the bullet strike 
at the middle of the bead. The first 
method gives better accuracy, but 
actually it is a matter of choice. 

Front sights take various forms and 
are found in many sizes. For open- 
country shooting a 1/16-in. bead is all 
right, but for use under all conditions 
the 3/32-in. bead is better. A 1/8-in. 
bead is definitely for quick shooting at 
short ranges. Foreign gunmakers turn 
out front sights with auxiliary wide 
beads, and some American makers 
have made front sights with as many as 
three different beads that could be 
turned into place. 

Front sights for target work take 
many different forms including aper- 
ture front sights with which aim is 
taken by centering the bull in the front 
aperture. Then the only thing the 
shooter has to see clearly is the target, 
so such a sight is great for the far- 
sighted man. 


Where a “Scope is Needed 


Even with the very best iron sights 
the error of aim at 100 yd. is about 1 in. 
with men with the keenest eyes. Use a 
2X scope and that error is cut in half. 
With a 3X ‘scope it is cut one third. 
All of which explains why the boys in 
the “any sight” matches always use 
‘scopes. This also explains why target 
shots are going in for ’scopes of higher 
and higher power. After all, a 1-in. 
X-ring isn’t much to hold on! 

The varmint shooter has no business 
with iron sights either, as no iron sight 
gives good-enough definition to make 
hits possible at much more than 100 
yd. even on a fairly large animal like 
& woodchuck or a jack rabbit. The 
sure killing range of an iron-sighted 
220 Swift is no better than that of 
an iron-sighted .22 Hornet, and not 
much better than that of a .22 rimfire 
simply because the rifleman cannot see 
well enough with iron sights to take 
advantage of the great accuracy and 
the flat trajectory of the Swift. 

Iron sights, then, belong on the big- 
game rifle that will be used at moderate 
ranges on large animals. For most deer 
hunting in woods and brush the peep 
with a large aperture and an easily 
seen front sight are about as good a 
combination as one can get. Iron sights 
are also useful on the big-game rifle 
mounted with a quick-detachable ’scope 
809 that under bad conditions the hunter 
can fall back on them. Target rifles will 
continue to-be decorated with iron 
sights for iron-sight matches.

for varmint shooting, even for much 
deer hunting the scope will give better 
results. Using the sitting position, a 
good shot with a big gold-bead front 
sight and an open rear can just about 
keep his bullet in an 18-in. circle at 
200 yd. With the same front sight and 
an aperture rear, he can hold in a 12-in. 
circle. With a low-power hunting ‘scope 
he can bring the group down to 6 or 
8 in., and with a good 4X ’scope he can 
cut his group even more. Plenty of deer 
are going to be missed at 200 yd. with 
an 18-in. group—and two or three 
coyotes out of four. The 12-in. group 
will usually get the deer but it’s pretty 
likely to miss the coyote. With the 
212X ‘scope and the 6 or 8-in. group, a 
standing deer at 200 yd. is cold turkey, 
and even out at 300, where the group 
will open up to between 9 and 12 in., 
most deer will be hit. With a 2%X 














‘scope at 200 yd. I can kill about 50 


| | percent of the sitting jacks I shoot at. 


With a 4X 'scope I can kill almost all 
| of them. But with a big gold-bead front 
| sight and open rear, killing a jack or a 
| chuck at all at that distance is in the 
nature of an accident.

4 Most of the deer had to be shot 
across wide canyons; so did the goats. 
The best goat country was in canyons 
with sides so steep that it was almost 
impossible to see a goat on the same 
side. Two members of my party tied 
their horses just above a big billy goat 
asleep on a ledge and never saw him. 
The goats they saw were across the 
canyon. 

The boys got their goats, but they 
burned a lot of ammunition doing so. 
Most of them used post reticules that 
blotted out the game and made holding 
over very difficult. Sheldon Coleman got 
his at more than a quarter of a mile 
with a .270 Weatherby Magnum, but he 
had to guess as to hold because when he 
held over he couldn’t see the goat. On 
the other hand, Ken Niles, the radio 
announcer, got his goat on his third 
shot. He was using a 4-min. Lee dot in 
a Lyman Alaskan sighted to put the 
130-gr. bullet to point of aim at 300 yd. 
That goat was about 600 yd. away, be- 
lieve it or not. I got a goat at about 300 
yd. in the same basin and at the same 
time, and Ken’s goat was approximately 
twice as far away as mine. 

All the goat hunters swore that never 
again would they attempt long-range 
shooting with post reticules.

As the picture shows, the lens covers 
| are a bit bulky, and I am afraid that for 
/horseback hunting the outfit is some- 
what too fragile to stand being jounced 
around in a saddle scabbard. Otherwise,

lenses of a ’scope can really get water 


|}on them and sometimes in them. The 


outfit will be very useful for the man 
who wants no sights but ‘scope on his 
rifle, and who hunts on foot in wet 
country. Since the covers are easy to 
put on and take off, they do not need 
to be left on the ’scope when they are 
not likely to be needed. 

I was particularly interested in the 
covers because when I was on a little 
goat-and-deer hunt in southwestern 
British Columbia last fall, Dr. Bill Raff- 
man of Los Angeles, one of my com- 
panions, had a very similar outfit which 
he had made with his own fair hands. 
Bill’s covers worked with rubber bands, 
however, instead of springs. 


Improved F.N. Actions 


or F.N. (Fabrique Nationale 
d’Armes de Guerre) really seems 
out to take over the business of furnish- 
ing Mauser actions for custom gun- 
smiths. The concern has given serious 
consideration to the suggestions of 
American gun nuts, and by the time 
this is published the actions sent over 
will have checkered bolt knobs and a 
new type of floor-plate release. Also, 
the thumb slot on the left of the receiver 
will be eliminated—-to make the receiver 
more rigid. By July or August, floor 
plates will be hinged and a safety suit- 
able for low ‘scope mounting will be 
standard equipment. 

So far, no American-made action is 
available for the custom trade and the 
boys who want wildcats cooked up, the 
policy of the American manufacturers 
being to sell complete rifles only.

Calling All Cops 


Question: Why is it that police forces 
throughout the world still use the revolver as 
a side arm, whereas armies have adopted auto- 
matics? 

Some people I’ve asked, who should know, 
say the revolver is more dependable; yet cer- 
tainly the manufacturers of automatics stress 
the pistol’s knockdown power and its absolute 
reliability. What's more, Army tests prove 
that it’s rugged, powerful, and accurate enough 
for anyone. And with all its safety features, 
it should be safe enough. Barrel length? No 
difference. Weight? Just about the same. Then 
why don’t the police adopt the pistol? —John 
Gilbert, Wis.

Answer: You've got me there, 
definite answer you'll have to ask 
else. I'm just a gun editor—not a 


police. However, I can make a few guesses as 
to why cops and soldiers use different side 
arms. 


I believe most armies use the automatic 
pistol because it’s probably cheaper and easier, 
as a rule, to manufacture. Besides, it is less 
complicated than the revolver, and in combat 
it's quicker to reload, a clip at a time. Police 
forces cling to the revolver out of conservatism 
and sentiment, perhaps. If a cop got into a gun 
battle with gangsters, it would be just as hard 
for him to reload his revolver rapidly as it 
would be for a soldier under fire.—J. O’C

Question: I have a .22 rifle made by the 
Continental Arms Co. What can you tell me 
about it?—J. P. Foley, Wash. 


Answer: “Continental Arms Co.” is a private 
brand name which was used at one time by 
Marshall, Wells Co., a firm of hardware jobbers 
in Duluth, Minn. I don’t know whether the con- 
cern still uses that name; the few Continental 
guns I've seen all look as though they were 
made before the first World War.—/J. O’C. 


Hollow Points and Silvertips 


Question: For hunting antelope, coyotes, and 
mule deer in New Mexico, using a .270 Win- 
chester Model 70 equipped with a Weaver K-4 
"scope sight, which 130-gr. bullet do you advise: 
Winchester hollow points, or Winchester- 
Western Silvertips?—P. D. Caudle, N. Mex. 


Answer: Both are excellent bullets. If I were 
doing it, I'd prefer the hollow point for ante- 
lope, coyotes, and deer because it opens up 
faster and will give a higher percentage of 
instantaneous kills. Where penetration is the 
prime consideration, however, I'd choose the 


Silvertip.—J. O’C. 


*Scope Mount for Mauser 98 


Question: I'd like to fit my .30/06 Mauser 
Model 98 with say a K-4 Weaver ‘scope, but a 
gunsmith tells me that unless I use a side 
mount I’ll have to have the bolt handle altered. 
What is your advice?—Walter Rourke, Calif. 


Answer: No matter what mounts you use, 
I’m afraid you're going to have to alter the 


bolt handle of that .30/06 on a Mauser action, 
That’s the only change needed for a 2'4X 
"scope mounted just forward of the safety. 

But you'll have to have the safety altered 
too—or have a low safety substituted, which 
comes to more or less the same thing—if you 
use the fine K-4. It has less latitude of eye 
relief than the 2%4X. 


Whatever type of ‘scope you use, don’t ake 
the mistake of mounting it too far forward 
because the effect will be to narrow the width 


of the field that’s built into the ’scope.—/J. O’C. 


Rechamber Old Shotgun? 


Question: Last pheasant season, using 234-in 
Super-X shells with the new flat crimp in my 16 
gauge Winchester Model 1912, I noticed that 
they would not eject properly, although ordi- 
nary high-velocity shells seemed to work O.K. 

Could I have the gun modified to take the flat- 
crimp shells; and if so, would the cost be 
prohibitive?—Allan Dericks, Wash. 


Answer: Yes, if you particularly want to use 
234-in. flat-crimp shells I am quite certain you 
could return that Model 1912 to the Service 
Department, Winchester Repeating Arms Co., 
New Haven, Conn., and have them open up the 
ejection port and rechamber. 

However, why not simply use the 2 9/16-in. 
shells for which the gun is chambered? They're 
still made in Winchester Ranger, Remington 
Shur Shot, and Western Xpert, as well as by 
the Federal Cartridge Co. Any one of these 
brands would be O.K.—/J. O'C. 


.300 Savage Bullet W eights

recently, you stated that only two bullets— 
weighing 150 and 180 gr.—are regularly loaded 
for the .300 Savage. 

I have in my possession a box of Peters 
cartridges loaded with 200-gr.

Question: Not being able to afford an ex- 
pensive varmint rifle, I settled for a 6.5 mm 
Jap Arisaka a gunsmith showed me which he 
said he’d rechambered to a .257 Roberts sporter. 

I haven’t shot it yet, for I found that the 
barrel lands have hardly any grip on a .257 
bullet introduced into the muzzle, and some 
thing tells me that just shouldn’t be. Can you 





figure out what’s wrong?—C. R. Dailey, Minn. 







Answer: I'm afraid you really took a beat- 
ing when you bought that Arisaka rechambered 
for the .257 Roberts. No wonder you can’t find 
much contact between the .257 bullet and the 
lands in the barrel! You see, the .257 is named 
for its groove diameter, and the .257 bullet 
actually measures .257 in. in diameter, whereas 
the 6.5 mm. Arisaka rifle barrel has a bore 
diameter of .256 in. and takes a bullet measuring 
.263. 

Any gunsmith who tries to turn a 6.5 mm 
rifle into a .257 is an innocent character indeed; 
yet I hear of it all the time. Better return that 
creation and ask for your money back.—/J. O’'C 
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Action Jams Occasionally 

Question: On several occasions, under dil- 
ferent weather conditions, my .35 Remington 
automatic has .jammed. Is there some kind of 
oil that would prevent this?—Louis Bowker 
Mass. 

Answer: What probably happened is that 
lubricated that rifle with an oil that gums up 
in very cold weather. Before you hunt agai! 
in winter, clean the action thoroughly wit 
gasoline. When all trace of oil is removed, lu

22 Hornet Into 2-R Lovell? 





Question: How would it be to have a .22 
Hornet rechambered to take the 2-R Lovell 
cartridge, and what sort of handload for the 


latter would you advise?—Edward Kiely, N.Y. 


Answer: When I had a 2-R Lovell I stand- 
ardized on the 50-gr. bullet and 16.5 gr. of 
No. 4198 powder, for that’s all I could get in 


the case. I wouldn’t advise you to use powders 
like No. 4227 or No. 2400; recommended loads 
calling for those powders gave extremely high 
pressures in my rifle. 

However, if I were you I'd stick with the 
Hornet for a while, and not have it rechambered 
to the 2-R Lovell, for the simple reason that 2-R 
cases, I’m afraid, will be almost impossible to 


get. Still and all, the 2-R is a swell little 
cartridge, and I wouldn't drop dead with 
astonishment if something quite similar was 


eventually brought out by one of the big ammu- 
nition manufacturers.—J. O'C. 


Resizing Cartridge Cases 


Question: There’s one thing that bothers me 
in determining the proper depth to screw in the 
full-length-resizing die for a Pacific reloading 
tool. The directions say to screw in the die 





until it touches the shell holder, the holder be- 
ing at the top of its travel. But when I do this 
with my die, it seems to move the shoulder of 
the case back an appreciable amount. 

Can you straighten me out on this?—T. C. 
Fleming, Ga. 





Answer: Ordinarily the way to adjust a 


| Pacific die is to put the shell holder up to the 


top of its travel with the handle ciear up. Next 
turn the die in until it stops, then turn in the 
knurled locking ring and tighten the setscrew. 

If you find that the tool, when so adjusted, 
moves the shoulder back and shortens the body 
of the case, turn the die out (counterclockwise) 
slightly. In that way can so adjust your 
die as to leave the shoulder exactly as it was 
in the fired case. A little experimenting will 
convince you of that. 

As a matter of fact, a Pacific full-length- 
resizing die can be used as a neck-sizing die 
simply by turning the die out until it leaves the 
shoulder absolutely unchanged. The die will 
then size most but not all of the neck. That's 
the thing to do for most reloading if the hand- 
loader has full-length-resizing dies only. 

A man with a normal chamber in his rifle who 
full-length-resizes his cases every time he re- 
loads will wear them out in a hurry. For every 
time he resizes, he moves the shoulder back 
to the original dimensions. The brass has to 
go somewhere, and so this results in lengthening 
the neck. Each time a case is resized, the metal 
in the body gets slightly thinner where it 
stretches just forward of the head at the point 
where the thick brass right at the head grows 
thinner for the body. Eventually, even in a rifle 
with normal headspace, the will pull in 
two. And under those circumstances, some- 
times it’s plenty tough to get the body of the 
case out of the chamber. 

Anyone who does much handloading should | 
have a case gauge, so he can discover whether 
in full-length-resizing he is shortening his 
cases too much.—J. O'C.

6.5 mm. Mannlicher-Schoenauer 


Question: You continually irk me with your 

sparaging remarks about the 6.5 mm. Mann- 
licher-Schoenauer—such as “I'd like to see 
anyone shoot it at 1,000 yd.” (that being the 
xtreme-accuracy figure as listed by ammuni- 
tion makers) and “It isn’t particularly effective.” 

Now, the only rifle I have shot in 1,000-yd. 
competition is the .30/06 Springfield; but if 
you think trajectory has something to do with 
accuracy I would suggest that you inquire into 
the accuracy of the old .45/70 Springfield at this 
range. 

Please understand, I don't consider the 6.5 
Mannlicher suitable for plains or mountain 
hunting; but if you can name one other caliber, 
comparable to it in bullet weight and ballistics, 
which can equal it for sectional density and 
performance on game, I'll promise not to bother 
you again. 

Incidentally, I suspect you'd prefer not to 
print this; you'd rather let every admirer of the 
6.5 Mannlicher think he stood all alone.—J. H. 
Stiles, Minn. 


Answer: One thing about owners of the 6.5 
mm. Mannlicher-Schoenauer: they are loyal! 
Every time I make some crack about it a couple 
of dozen of them jump down my throat 

I have always said that the 6.5, with the 18-in. 
barrel or one no longer than 22 in is a very 
sweet little rifle for the man who is a good shot 
and a good stalker, and who can get up close. 
Because the bullet has great sectional density 
and a round point, a man is pretty sure of driv- 
ing it through to the vitals of almost anything, 
including the heaviest moose and bear. And in 
Africa the full-metal-case bullet, as you know, 
has brought down elephants. 

You seem to prefer the 6.5 for close-range 
work in wooded country, and I think you are 
right.- I have shot quite a few 6.5’s, but even 
with an aperture sight I have never got one to 
group within 6 in. at 200 yd. and most of them 
group in about 1 ft. at that distance from a 
bench rest. Maybe I have shot only inaccurate 
ones, but those are the results I obtained. The 
barrels are very light and whippy and usually 
rather poorly bedded 

Of course, there are two kinds of accuracy. 
In practical hunting accuracy—by which I mean 
the accuracy which enables one to hit at un- 
certain ranges—flatness of trajectory does play 
a part, along with growping ability. Accuracy 
as indicated by grouping ability alone is some- 
thing else again. The old .32/40, in a good 
target rifle, would group about as well as any- 
thing we have today, but its rainbow trajectory 
keeps it from being of practical hunting ac- 
curacy. 

But back to the little Mannlicher-Schoenauer. 
It certainly has its points, and those light 
carbines combined a lot of effectiveness for 
their weight. Still, I never liked that dog- 
goned stock or the butter-knife bolt handle, 
which was too far from the hand; and I have 
never seen a 6.5 that could shoot along with a 
-257, a .30/06, or even a 7 mm. by a good maker. 

However, if we all agreed on everything this 
would be a dull world indeed.—J. O’'C

DUCKS ARE SCARCE

nental supply. Unfavorable conditions 
in one section squeeze the birds to- 
gether in another. Dry weather hits 
|an area and ducks pile in somewhere 
else, where there is food and water. 
Local concentrations were never 
heavier than at the peak of the great 
duck depression, more than ten years 
ago, when severe drought drove ducks 
to a few favored places. 

Farming, drainage, oil development, 
and other activities that shrink our 
marshlands year by year do not pro- 
duce more ducks, but because they 
| pinch down the available range they 
do produce bigger local concentrations. 
Hunters in the lucky areas report 
“more ducks than in the last ten years,” 
even while continent-wide research is 
proving conclusively that thr annual 
crop is far below par. 

One year the northern flight filters 
down over a period of a month to six 
weeks. It’s strung out and the gunners 
| see relatively few birds at a time. 
| They record it as a light flight. The 
| following fall mild weather holds the 
| ducks in the north later than usual; 
and when the flight finally starts to 
move, huge numbers of migrants 
| stream through in a few days. Duck 
concentrations are frequently decep- 
| tive—a fact many hunters overlook. 

Finally, ducks commonly raft in 
| edie water, rice fields, and other loca- 













tions where their concentrations can't 
be missed. A hunter sits in his blind 
on a bluebird day and watches a flock 
of maybe 3,000 to 5,000 building up 
some distance offshore. He’s bound to 
be impressed by the spectacle. He's 
likely to decide it means plenty of 
ducks. Probably he overlooks the fact 
that the raft he is watching may repre- 
sent all the bluebills or redheads or 
canvasbacks in an area as big as two 
or three counties. In some cases he 
may be seeing the bulk of the ducks of 
a given species in his entire state 

If all the pheasants or quail on 4 
similar area of upland were to be 
driven together in one flock, in an open 
field without cover where the hunter 
could see them as he sees the ducks, iD 
all likelihood they would form a far 
bigger concentration, even in_ years 
when sportsmen all agree that upland 
game is scarce. 

OUTDOOR LIFE’S survey of state game 
departments indicates a growing feel- 
ing that hunters must take the word of 
the Fish and Wildlife Service on the 
duck supply and accept the annual reg- 
ulations with less bickering if wild- 
fowling is to continue on the list of 
American sports. 

“Migratory waterfowl hunting caD- 
not survive a combination of continued 
hunting pressure and relaxed regula 
tions,’’ declares Bruce F. Stiles, assist- 
ant director of the Iowa Conservation 
Commission. 

“Season and bag 
based on whatever the 

























limits should be 
surplus crop 
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will stand, and when there is no sur- 
plus there should be no open season,” 
contends Frank Blair, director of the 
Minnesota Division of Game and Fish. 

The strongest statement of all comes 
from H. L. Reid, state game and fish 
director of Arizona. He says: 

“T heartily recommend that the state 
game departments and the sportsmen, 
as individuals and as groups, get 
squarely and immediately behind the 
Fish and Wildlife Service. I have felt 
strongly for some time that it has been 
a shame for the sportsmen generally, 
and the forty-eight state conservation 
departments, to fail so utterly in back- 
ing the only agency that can manage 
migratory waterfowl properly. 

“No state agency can possibly be in 
position to do this job, nor can the 
sportsmen of any area know the pic- 
ture on a sufficiently broad scale to 
make recommendations other than on 
a local, and I fear often selfish, basis. 
I advocate immediate cessation of the 
current policy of exerting pressures of 
questionable motive on the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, lest wildfowl hunting 
continue its present downward trend 
to practical extinction!’ 


What's the Foreeast? 


Speaking of the downward trend, 
Fish and Wildlife Service officials point 
out that any hunter who kills more 
than ten ducks in a season now is tak- 
ing more than his share, shooting birds 
that rightfully belong to another hunt- 
er. They warn that under present con- 
ditions we certainly cannot afford a 
total kill in the United States of more 
than 20,000,000 ducks a year. Duck- 
stamp buyers now number some 2,000,- 
000, although there was a drop of about 
a quarter million last fall, probably as 
a result of the curtailed season and 
advance reports of duck scarcity. Any- 
way, that’s an average of not more 
than ten ducks per hunter annually. 

One final question arises as we ex- 
amine the duck picture. What seems to 
be in store for this fall? 

It would be a rash prophet who 
would hazard any definite guess at this 
time. The Fish and Wildlife Service 
itself is emphatic in saying that no 
forecast of the 1948 regulations will be 
possible until conditions on the nesting 
grounds are known and reports on the 
year’s crop are in. 

The Service is holding a series of 
public duck meetings all across the 
country again this year, to acquaint 
hunters, state game officials, and out- 
door writers with the situation more 
fully. The first of these meetings was 
held early in April in San Francisco, 
Calif. The last one will convene in 
Salt Lake City, Utah, this month. But 
sportsmen are warned to expect no 
inkling of the 1948 season at these con- 
ferences. 

There are, however, certain straws 
in the wind from which duck hunters 
can draw a few conclusions. And the 
Straws indicate that the coming fall 
will be no worse than last, and may 
even be a little better. 

There’s the drop in duck-stamp sales, 
first of all. Fewer hunters mean more 
ducks per hunter, of course, and raise

the possibility of slightly more liberal 
regulations this year. 

Too, the winter inventory of the Fish 
and Wildlife Service indicated that the 
duck slump had hit bottom and leveled 
off. Although Albert M. Day, director 
of the Service, warned in March that 
the duck picture held little hope for re- 
laxed regulations, he did report an en- 
couraging upswing on the Atlantic, 
Mississippi, and Pacific flyways. The 
Central flyway showed a drop but there 
was no evidence of overall decline. 

All in all, seasons and bag limits 
might be a little more generous this 
fall, but very little. Look for a season 
not much longer than thirty days, if 
any; a bag limit of not more than five 
ducks a day, maybe only four again. 
Split seasons are a strong likelihood, 
and there is also a good chance that 
regulations may be fixed by flyways to 
some extent, with special consideration 
for the West Coast states, where con- 
ditions seem to justify it. 

But any hope for a return to the 
good old days, or even the eighty-day 
season of three years ago, will be in 
vain. Local concentrations notwith- 
standing, the duck shortage is real. 
There are not enough birds to furnish 
the kind of hunting close to 2,000,000 
stamp buyers would like to have. The 
regulations will be as restricted as is 
necessary to send a few more ducks 
back to the nesting grounds in 1949 
than went north this spring. 

And while there will be some grum- 
bling again this fall, it’s a safe bet a 
big majority of the duck hunters of the 
country will stand squarely behind that 
completely practical policy! THE END

heard over the racket of the motors. 
Needless to say, all the squirrels in the 
country scurried to the safety of their 
dens. We decided to move out too, and 
leave the field to the boisterous new- 
comers, perfectly confident that they 
would do very little to reduce the 
squirrel population in that spot. 

Friday was our last day on the Alta- 
maha. We planned to break camp at 
noon in order to visit friends at Syl- 
vania—and things didn’t look too bright 
for that visit. We had promised the 
makings of 2 big squirrel dinner, and we 
had only four squirrels on hand. 

Faced with this dilemma, we called 4 
council of war with our two guides. 
Claude wasn't very optimistic but Ne- 
velle, who has just passed twenty, took 
the floor. “If you-all want squirrels to 
take to Sylvania, there’s only one place 
to get ’em—that’s on Ball Island,” he 
said. That settled it; Friday morning 
we would hunt Ball Island with Nevelle. 

At daylight we groped our way to 
the boat landing. Nevelle already had 
the outboard warmed up and was pre- 
paring to shove off. The Altamaha 
was at full flood stage and Ball Island 
was covered by four feet of muddy, 
swirling water. Nevertheless, Nevelle 
was certain we’d get plenty of squirrels. 
He knew the island from one end to the 
other, and with the big boat and motor 
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he could take us any place we chose. 

Our confidence in Nevelle’s judgment 
was fully justified. The island was 
alive with squirrels—-they were barking 
at us from all directions. The big ques- 
tion was: Will we be able to get within 
shooting range? As we ran down on 
the squirrels they would scamper to the 
topmost branches of the gigantic oaks 
that dotted the island. Fortunately the 
big boat was steady and we could stand 
up without running the risk of a head- 
long dive into the water. This enabled 
us to seek out the bushy-tails and drop 
them into the water. 

Anytime Sis or I couldn't locate a 
squirrel, we depended on Nevelle. Never 
have I seen such a keen pair of eyes. He 
was pointing out white-paint blaze 
marks on the trees, marking a road 
across the island, when he spotted a 
squirrel far down the road. He opened 
the motor and we were soon in range. 
Sis fired two blasts and I did likewise;

We had to get out of the road and 
through some tangled green briars and 
grapevines in order to get under the 
tree.

Three more were 
added to our bag before we cut through 
the forest back to the Altamaha.

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Here's THE Way To Raise Quai 


Readers have been shooting 
questions at the group of Alabama 
sportsmen that made a success of 
pen-raising birds for restocking. 


This answers many of them 


by ALLAN GRAY 


to be interested in the idea of pen- 

raising quail for restocking. Since 
OUTDOOR LIFE published my article 
“Don’t Tell Us You Can’t Stock Quail!”’ 
in February, hundreds of letters have 
come to the Jefferson County (Ala.) 
Sportsmen's Association asking for in- 
formation about our program. Most of 
them ask simply, “How do you raise 
quail?’’ As president of the association, 
I am glad to pass on the following 
suggestions. 

We use bantam hens to hatch our 
quail. A regular hen is too large and 
will crush the eggs. A bantam hen will 
give you about a 95 percent hatch, while 
our average with incubators has been 
only about 50 percent.

Moisten Nest Weekly 


We advise those using bantams not 
to put more than 16 eggs under a hen. 
She can cover more than that, but she 
will not turn them, with the result that 
the eggs are usually a total loss. 

When a bantam is setting off the 
ground, the nest must be moistened at 
least once a week by sprinkling with 
warm water or by placing the nest in 
a bed of damp sand. Moisture is needed 
to keep eggs fertile and make them 
hatch. 

Don't order eggs until you are certain 
the bantam is setting. You can't hold 
quail eggs for any length of time. For 
best results they should not be more 
than 8 or 10 days old. The hen should 
be placed in a brooder off the ground 
where cats, snakes, rats, and other 
predators cannot reach the nest. 

When the first eggs are hatched (in 
about 22 to 24 days), you can remove 
the young birds and reset the hen with 
another batch of eggs. The young birds 
should be placed in a brooder where 
they will have ample heat and protec- 
tion from the weather. 

The illustration shows a brooder that 
can be built easily by any sportsman 
who wants to raise quail in his back- 
yard. The materials needed are two 
pieces of wood % x 12 x 72 in. for sides; 
two pieces % x 12 x 34 for doors; two 
pieces % x 6 x 30 for ends; four pieces 
1 x 6 x 22 for legs; one piece % x 12 x 
34 for right-hand cover; two pieces 
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Any sportsman can build this backyard quail brooder. See text for materials needed 


% x 12 x 34 for left-hand cover; one 
piece % x 3 x 120 for frame of screen 
cover; one piece % x 3 x 48 for battens; 
two pieces 1 x 4 x 30 for floor support; 
screen wire 20 x 30 in. for cover; 1%-in. 
hardware cloth 30 x 72 in. for floor; four 
strap hinges; four screen-door hooks. 
Dimensions can be varied, of course, as 
desired. 

The first day, the yo birds should 
be fed the yolk of hardboiled eggs, 
mashed fine with some black pepper 
added. Place a colored agate marble 
in the feed to attract their attention; 
they will peck at the marble and get a 
taste of the egg, and that will auto- 
matically start them feeding. 

After the second day they should get 
a regular quail-starting mash. Also give 
them fine charcoal separately, and baby 
scratch feed. Fresh water is important. 
If you don’t have continuous running 
water, change the drinking supply at 
least three times a day. 

By the fourth day, add Pen-O-Sol 
tablets to the water. After keeping 
them on this tablet water for three 
days, change to fresh water for three 
days. Then repeat the tablet treatment, 
but make a weaker solution than you 
did at first. This medicated water will 
save many birds. The tablets are a 
preventive of disease, not a cure. 


How to Release Birds 


Our association is starting an entirely 
new system on releasing birds. We take 
5-day-old birds and release them with 
an old pair, or with a single bird, either 
hen or bob. If you try this, first make 
sure that the young ones are acceptable 
to the old ones. You can find out in less 
than half an hour, by watching the 
actions of the old birds. If the old hen 


or bob starts fighting the young birds, 
remove the adults and try others. 

If you do not have a pair of old birds 
to release, hold your young birds until 
they are 8 weeks old. They are fully 
feathered at this age. 

Sportsman’s organizations that start 
volunteer quail-raising programs should 
ask members to hold over a part of 
their birds for brood stock. Then they 
will have more than enough eggs to 
meet local needs. If you wish, you can 
pass around your surplus quail eggs to 
other counties without cost, as we do. 


Plan for Distributing Eggs 


We have a quail-egg distribution 
system which has been extremely help- 
ful. In the spring (about May 15 here) 
when the quail start laying, if your 
bantams are not setting you send your 
eggs to a central distributing point and 
they are passed on to others. When 
your own hens start setting, you get 
eggs from headquarters. 

If you hold over quail for brood stock, 
be careful in mating. When you place 
a bob with a hen, be sure to stay long 
enough to see if they are going to be 
friendly. Whichever bird occupies the 
pen will kill the other if it is not accept- 
able. The visitor will not fight back. 

Constant care and proper sanitary 
conditions are most important in rais- 
ing quail. Do not make a public exhibit 
of your brooders. Keep all dogs and 
other animals away when young birds 


-are hatched. See that the pens are well 


screened from flies and mosquitoes. If 
you are going to raise quail in your 
backyard, one person should look after 
them. Strangers, or even a change of 
dress by the regular attendant, will 
excite the birds and start them to flying 
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in the pen and they may be injured. 

The most important thing is to have 
imple food planted and cover estab- 
lished before you start raising quail. 
Otherwise you are wasting your time 
ind efforts. 

The Soil Conservation Service of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture recom- 
mends Lespedeza bicolor as a food and 
L. sericea as a cover to be planted in 
patches of % to 1/10 acre adjoining the 
woodlands. The bicolor has proved a 
magnet for quail. The seed can be 
obtained through the Soil Conservation 
Service. 

You may be able to obtain bicolor 
plants, instead of seed, from the Soil 
Conservation Service, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, Washington 25, D. C. 
These have the advantage of producing 
a good crop of quail food the first year. 
Bicolor raised from seed does not pro- 
duce so well until the second year. 
Here’s the way to set out plants: 

Select a strip of well-drained soil of 
fair to medium fertility, about 300 ft. 
long and 15 ft. wide, along a hedgerow, 
edge of a field, or similar place. (Don’t 
put it too close to large timber.) Flat- 
break the land or disk it thoroughly 
and lay off rows about 3 ft. apart. 
Drill 100 lb. of 0-14-10 fertilizer into 
the 1,500 ft. of row and make a furrow 
along it with a turnplow, shovel plow, 
or something similar. 

Drop the plants about 114 ft. apart in 
this furrow, set them upright in the 
bottom, and cover the roots with enough 
soil to hold them in place. Finish cover- 
ing the plants with one turnplow fur- 
row, and bed to the row with two to 
four more. Clean and cultivate during 
the first summer if possible. A thousand 
plants will fill a patch of this size. 

Our association has prepared a 
mimeographed sheet on ‘Wildlife Bor- 
der Establishment” and will be glad 
to supply copies free to any sportsmen 
desiring them.

We do not sell quail 
or quail eggs. 

It will take some time to answer all 
the inquiries we have received as a 
result of my earlier article but we 
intend to do it. We feel that we have 
made a success of releasing pen-raised 
quail, and our work here is open to 
inspection at any time. THE END

Pennsylvania’s Attempts to 
Stock Elk Prove a Flop 


| peo ang ate experiment in elk 
stocking, launched in 1913, is slowly 
but steadily dying by the wayside. 
When the first settlers invaded the 
wooded mountains of Pennsylvania, elk 
were widely distributed over the state 
in large numbers. Many a local hame 
still bears witness to the fact that the 
pioneers, moving into the wilderness 
from the Atlantic Coast, found the elk 
For example, 


Elklick Run. 
Historians say that when Elk County 
was formed in 1843, taking in the for- 


| ested areas of what are now five coun- 


ties, elk were still plentiful. But heavy 
slaughter started at about that same 
time and continued unchecked for 9 
years. Ten years later one lone elk was 
killed in the county, followed by an- 
other stray in 1866, and still another in 
1869. The job of wiping out the elk herd 
along the Little Toby and Spring 
Creeks, the Clarion River, and in the 
Boone Mountain country had been done 
thoroughly by Indian and white hunters 
alike. Early records tell of a herd of 
12 animals that yarded on the Clarion 
near Ridgway in the winter of 1852. 
Two Indians from the Cattaraugus Res- 
ervation killed seven of them. That was 
the last elk yard known to exist in the 
county. 

An Indian named Jim Jacobs is be- 
lieved to have killed the last native elk 
taken in Pennsylvania. That was in 
1867, in the Tunaguwant Valley where

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the city of Bradford now stands. 
almost half a century after that the 
Keystone state was without elk. 

In 1913 the Game Commission decided 
to try an elk-stocking project in the 
hope of bringing back one of the great- 
est game animals Pennsylvania ever 
had. 

A herd of 50 from Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park was released—-half in Clin- 
ton County and half in Clearfield Coun- 
ty. An additional lot of 22 was then 
purchased from a private game preserve 
in Pike County, for release in Monroe 
and Centre Counties. Two years later 
95 more elk were acquired from Yellow- 
stone and distributed over six counties. 
In 1924 and 1926 an additional 10 from 
South Dakota were stocked in Elk 
County, making a total of 177 released. 

For 10 years, until 1923, the Game 
Commission gave the herd total pro- 
tection. Then, on the grounds that the 
animals had established themselves, 
an open season was set on bulls only, 
with at least four points to the antler. 

That fall saw the first legal elk shoot- 
ing in Pennsylvania in more than 50 
years. The first year’s kill was only 23, 
and the elk hunters never succeeded in 
doing much better than that. They took 
10 in 1924, six in ‘25, and nine a year 
later. In 1927 the kill went up to a rec- 
ord peak of 26, then dropped back to six 
in 1928. In 1929 it was 12, a year later, 
five, and in 1931 only one elk was killed 
legally. 

The Game Commission had had 
enough. It conceded that the elk experi- 
ment was a failure and returned the 
animals that remained to the protected 
list. Unfortunately, however, hunters 
have not universally respected the regu- 
lation. About six elk have been killed 
illegally either through ignorance, 
carelessness, or deliberate wantonness 

each hunting season for the last 9 
years. This outlaw kill of 54 is more 
than half of the total legal take of 98 
shot in the 9 years of open seasons. 

There are still elk left in the areas 
where the stocking was done, and there 
is evidence that they might yet thrive 
and increase if poachers would let them 
alone. Yearling animals and calves 
have been seen and even photographed 
within the last year, proof that the herd 
is continuing to reproduce, but Pennsyl- 
vania game men hold out little hope for 
the future of the imported elk. 

The elk was just too big for such an 
experiment to succeed. An animal of his 
size provides too conspicuous, tempting,

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Give the Fool a Break 


< north-woods deer hunters in the 
\ eastern half of the United States 
and Canada are familiar with the small, 
dark, grouselike bird known as the fool 
hen. But only a few sportsmen recog- 
nize this bird for what he really is—the 
spruce grouse, a member in good stand- 
ing of one of the foremost of all game- 
bird families, and a first cousin of the 
well-known ruffed grouse or partridge. 

The trouble with the spruce grouse is 
that he has never learned to be afraid 
of his worst enemy, man. At any time 
of the year he will huddle on the ground 
in the low undergrowth of the swampy 
evergreen woods where he makes his 
home and let an intruder walk right 
up to within 2 or 3 yd. of him with- 
out showing the slightest alarm. If he 
is finally approached too closely he is 
likely to walk off slowly through the 
thickets of leatherleaf and Labrador 
tea, keeping only a few paces ahead of 
his pursuer. Only if closely pressed will 
he flutter up into the low branches of a 
spruce or jack-pine tree and there fear- 
lessly perch a few feet off the ground, 
feeding on evergreen buds, and paying 
no further attention to the man below. 

Even when hunted the fool hen can- 
not learn to be wary. If pointed with 
dogs and flushed, the bird simply flies 
up into a tree and patiently waits there 
to be shot. Many a woodsman tells of 
killing four or five fool hens in one tree- 
top, shooting their heads off one at a 
time with a .22, and picking off the 
birds on the lower branches first so they 
don’t disturb the others as they fall. 


Flesh is Far From Tasty 


About the only natural protection the 
bird has is the fact that it feeds exten- 
sively on the buds and needles of spruce, 
pine, and other conifers, with the result 
that throughout most of the year its 
flesh has a strong, bitter taste that 
makes it almost inedible. Even that, 
however, has not saved it from severe 
depletion. As big evergreen forests have 
disappeared and hunters have invaded 
the bird’s haunts in increasing numbers, 
the fool hen has become more and more 
rare. Today it has disappeared com- 
pletely from many places where it was 
once very common, and nowhere in the 
Eastern half of the United States can 
it be called plentiful. Only in the more 
remote forests of Canada is it still found 
in fair numbers. 

As for the fool hens that are left in 
this country, they deserve a break from 
the sportsmen who encounter them. For 
all their unwary ways, they are among 
the most interesting birds of the north 
woods, and the male is perhaps the most 
handsome member of the grouse clan. 
Wherever you meet this small, dark 
grouse of the Northern swamps, you 
have found a relic of the unspoiled, 
primitive forests of long ago. 

The chances are he is protected by 
law—-and he isn’t much good to eat any- 
way. But whatever the case, he deserves 
a better fate than to be shot simply be- 
cause he is not afraid. Stalk him, study 
his queer antics, see how close you can 
approach him—and then let him go in 
peac Ben East.

where very few people hunt. A record 
head came out of there last year.” 

If I'd known why so few sportsmen 
hunt this virgin land, it could have kept 
its virginity. I had learned in painful 
lessons, involving arduous footsteps 
through brush that clawed at my hat 


and gun... blood drawn by the devil’s- 
clubs ... and sweat mixed with the 
rain. 


The rain had started two days before 
we left Anchorage in a_ pontoon- 
equipped Stinson flown by Swede Blan- 
chard, a bush pilot who has left as 
much prop wash behind him as any 
flyer in Alaska. In a wilderness where 
all human freight moves by wing and 
motor, Swede flew us across Cook Inlet 
and up the winding Yentna River, 
through rain, 200 feet above the tree- 
tops. 

“See you in about ten days,” he 
called from the cockpit after depositing 
us at Hewitt Lake. 

“It’s for sure,”’ said Charlie, watching 
the plane take off, “that we won't leave 
here until he does come back.” 


Recalled to Reality 


We had cleared a space and set our 
camp back in the timber, under mon- 
arch spruces that helped shelter it from 
the wind and the incessant downpour. 
The cooktent was so arranged that we 
could loiter over the evening meal and 
enjoy our smokes until the spruce beds 
called for weary bones. 

Now sitting there on the log, I could 
almost sniff those tantalizing aromas 
from the stove. I might have drowned 
in my own saliva had I not suddenly 
become aware that some huge animal 
was moving toward me through the 
rain-soaked forest. 

I tried to swallow—-and gulped in- 
stead. And I continued to straddle the 
log as if I had grown roots into the hard 
wood. The thing disappeared behind a 
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As far as I knew, the sun never shone in that tempestuous wilderness

little rise and appeared again, almost 
directly ahead and not thirty feet away. 
Then it caught my scent, snorted, 
whirled, and plunged into the brush. It 
was a big black bear. 

The near encounter brought me back 
to earth with a thump. Rain was run- 
ning down my neck, and I was chilled 
through and through. I must move 
to warm my blood. But I didn’t have a 
map, and the guide had borrowed my 
compass two days before. No question 
about it, I was in one hell of a fix. 

Squatting on my heels, I cleared the 
ground of leaves and sticks. With a 
twig I traced the shape of Hewitt Lake, 
on which our camp was set. Then I tried 
to reconstruct the lay of the land as I 
had seen it from the air. In the wet 
earth I made a line for the low ridge 
that sprawled between Hewitt and 
Whisky Lakes. 

I knew I'd never forget that ridge. 
Where it ran down to the lake, alders 
choked it like the bristles on a gray 
wolf's rump, and walking or crawling 
uphill through the tangle would have 
ripped the hide of a mastodon. Beyond 
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the alders were the devil’s-clubs, with 
their spiny stems that leaped at me 
when I waded through. The devil’s- 
clubs were woven into a jungle of ferns, 
wild rose, cranberries, and other head- 
high shrubs. 

Slogging around in the rain was like 
trying to stop a leak in a high-pressure 
fire hose with your feet. Every night 
we had come into camp, wrung the 
water from our clothes, and hung them 
over the stove to dry. Only they didn’t; 
not a stitch of my clothes had been dry 
for a week. 

“So what?” my guide said. ‘Zoo 
moose grow in city parks, but these 
ain’t zoo moose. These moose stand up 
ten feet high and weigh a ton. If hunt- 
ing ‘em was easy, there wouldn’t be 
none.” 

In the black dirt I sketched in Whisky 
Lake, near whose upper arm we had 
sat and watched for bears two after- 
noons before. The arm was open marsh, 
with a clear stream streaking through 
it. Two pools were filled with dying 
sockeye salmon, which had completed 
their spawning and their cycle of life. 
3ears had trampled down the head-high 
grass around the pools, and half-eaten 
fish were scattered all about. 


An Entertaining Performance 


Late in the afternoon an old brown 
with three cubs came out of the forest 
to feed in the upper pool. For more than 
an hour we watched from the edge of 
the woods as she brought flapping salm- 
on ashore to feed her youngsters. One 
little fellow crammed fish into his 
mouth with both paws. Another jumped 
in on top of a salmon, but it was too 
large to hold in his mouth and too slip- 
pery to grasp in his arms and he lost 
it to the dark waters again. His mother 
slapped him ashore, fed him once more, 
and led her family back into the drip- 
ping forest. 

Earlier today, I reflected, Charlie and 
I had crossed that same marsh. From 
the upper pool we turned south. Two 
hours through the woods, across nar- 
row bogs, examining game trails [for 
new moose sign, brought us to a small 
lake. Beyond it lay a marsh whose 
farther edge was obscured in rain and 
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fog. Charlie pointed out a wooded penin- 
sula that tongued the swamp. 

“That’s upwind,” he said. “You go 
around the lake. From that point you 
can see the whole marsh. In an hour I'll 
come around the other side, downwind. 
Keep your trigger finger warm. Any 
pull moose feeding there will run over 
you. 

" The lake had been larger than either 
of us realized. After plowing through 
soaked underbrush for an hour I came 
to the bank of a stream too wide and 
deep to wade. I followed it for a quarter 
mile to an alder clump, 


found a riffle where the 
visible. 


The stream looked knee-deep. Actu- 


ally, it came to my waist and was as 
cold as melted snow. Beyond the creek 
were more alder and willow thickets 
and occasional patches of grass. 
A Jumpy Wanderer 

I dragged through the brush for an 
hour. I lost what little sense of direction 
I did possess. I had not even seen the 
other branch of the stream. The clothes 
under my poncho were soaked and 
streaming. Panic was seeping through 


my vitals, and it got so that I jumped | 


at every little thing. I’d been lost be- 
fore, but never in a land like this. 

I had expected to find relief at the end 
of that swamp. Instead, I walked up a 
sloping embankment guarded by an 
army of the biggest devil’s-clubs I had 
yet encountered. I pushed bodily through 
them, hoping that somewhere ahead lay 
the lake. Instead I had ended up on a 
log, as lost and as miserable as a Geor- 
gia alligator flung down in the middle 
of Siberia. 

I wondered how far away night was. 


I had tasted no food since our predawn | 


breakfast in the cooktent. Perhaps I 
could get a shot at a grouse or ptarmi- 
gan; I had jumped several during the 
day. With that thought I abandoned 
my unfinished map and began an aim- 
less stalk for a big spruce hen. 

The rain continued to pelt the forest 
with a swooshing roar; but now that I 


was hunting again the woods, which | 


had been full of birds all day, suddenly 
seemed devoid of wildlife. 

I climbed down a shallow ravine that 
blocked my way, and up the other side 
toward a group of trees which looked 
lean-bodied and tall enough to attract 


the lordly spruce grouse. I crawled up | 


the steep bank, half on my hands and 


knees, and stood erect to scan the limbs | 
of a big spruce. Suddenly something | 
clamped my ankle; I could feel it grip | 


right through the boot leather. 

I leaped out of my tracks, jerking 
away from the hold only to see—the 
grinning face of my guide! He had seen 
me coming through the woods, had 
crawled a ways to intercept me. He 
placed a finger against his lips for 
silence and motioned me to the base of 
a tree where he had been seated. 

Trying to hide how badly shaken I 
was, I slid to the wet earth beside him. 
He pointed to the edge of a marsh that 
could be seen from where we sat, and 
there stood two cow moose and a calf, 
foraging on a willow clump. ‘Where in 
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thunder have you been?” he whispered. 

“Looking for grouse,” I replied. 

He scalded me with a glance. “You 
were supposed to be here two hours 
ago.”’ He inclined his head toward the 
feeding moose. “‘There’s a bull working 
around the edge of the timber.

the trigger. 

The cow moose lumbered out of the 
morass. The bull disappeared, and for 
a moment I had a strange feeling that I 
had burned powder on an apparition 
which had materialized to mock me 
there in the mists. Charlie was on his 
feet, boring into the marsh. I threw 
another cartridge into the chamber and 
strode after him, sloshing through 
water that came halfway to my knees. 


Crumpled to Earth 


The bull had gone down in the wet 
earth, then snapped off a low spruce 
branch as he got to his feet. Charlie 
walked in a half stoop through the 
woods, following a trail I could not 
even see. Then he stopped and circled 
warily and I caught up with him. Fifty 
yards from the marsh our moose had 
crumpled to earth and lay there on his 
side. My bullet had gone in just behind 
his shoulder and over his heart.

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Club Off to Flying Start 


fey in the middle of 1947, the 
Upper Potomac Rod and Gun Club 
of Western Port, Md., now has 700 
members, at $1 a head, and hopes for 
1,000 (out of a population of less than 
4,000) before the end of the year rolls 
around. 

For restocking, we've already bought 
more than 700 rabbits for the sum of 
$800—earned largely from _ shooting 
matches. We've also ordered 100 ring- 
neck pheasants, which will be released 
this summer. Last spring we had the 
lower Savage River stocked with legal- 
size trout for the first time in 6 years. 
We lent the game warden a hand in 
stocking more than 3,000 fish, and later 
we helped introduce some 100,000 finger- 
lings into the river's tributaries. 

Recently we assisted the game ward- 
ens in stocking 10 Wisconsin bucks, 
which the state had purchased to build 
up our Maryland deer herds. We made 
an interesting movie of the event, and 
are now showing it at local sportsman’s 
clubs. 

It is unlawful here to run or train 
a dog between March 1 and Sept. 10, 
except in a restricted area. So in order 
to enable members to train their dogs 
the year round, we have established a 
150-acre dog-training area which the 
state Game and Inland Fish Commis- 
sion has approved. 

Our club was a leader in organizing 
the Western Maryland Wildlife Federa- 
tion, now made up of 16 clubs. Last 
summer the Game and Inland Fish 
Commission received 14 _ resolutions 
from the federation—and adopted most 
of them. 

Land for a club trout-rearing pond 
has been donated, and the state has 
agreed to furnish us with fingerlings. 
And before too long we hope to have a 
clubhouse of our own!—Clyde W. 
Michael, Secretary.

/ hen misfortune strikes in wil- 
\\ derness country it isn’t easy to 
call a doctor, or find a drugstore 
or repair shop. That’s why prudent 
campers carry special assortments of 
remedies and materials to help them 
cope with mishaps to health and equip- 
ment. No outdoorsman can afford to 
begrudge these kits pack room. 

Five types—first-aid, equipment-re- 
pair, emergency, canoe-repair, and rifle- 
repair kits—have proved useful, and a 
description of each follows. Select the 
one or ones that may be required on 
your own outing. 

First-aid kit. This is vitally impor- 
tant. You can purchase one complete, 
or you can assemble it from separate 
items. In most cases a ready-made kit 
is preferable because it contains a well- 
balanced variety of materials and, in 
addition, is neatly packed for conveni- 
ent carrying. Some kits will have space 
for extra items you may want to in- 
clude. If not, you can reduce the 
quantity of certain supplies—-such as 
bandages, of which there’s usually an 
overabundance. 

Assembled kits vary from pocket size 
to chests filled with a variety of medi- 
cines and surgical instruments. The 
pocket kits are adequate for short fish- 
ing or hunting trips. But the average 
camper, big-game hunter, or canoe 
cruiser should choose a kit whose scope 
lies somewhere between pocket and 
chest sizes. Contents should include: 


Antiseptic Water-sterilizing 
l-in. adhesive tape tablets 
2-in. gauze Remedy for upset 
3 sizes ready- stomach 

made bandages Sweet oil for 
Salve for burns, earache 


chapped lips 12 assorted safety 
Aromatic spirits pins 

of ammonia Sterilized razor 
Laxative tablets blade 
Aspirin tablets Tweezers 
Mosquito dope Instructions 


As an antiseptic I favor sulpha pow- 
der, although iodine and merthiolate 
are packed in some kits. It might be 
wise to carry an antiseptic in both 
powder and liquid form. Ammonia and 
sweet oil are available in phials. Am- 
mohia is useful for treating shock. Be- 
sides treating earache, sweet oil can be 
used to eject a bug that has crawled 
into the ear. 
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“This flashlight MUST be bright—but I've never had the nerve to turn it on!” | 





To the above list you should add reme- 
dies for any ailments to which you are 
individually susceptible. Get these from 
your physician. Consult him, also, on 
selection of all materials you plan to 
carry in the kit. 

Quinine should be added to the first- 
aid kit if you'll camp in malarial re- 
gions. A suction snake-bite kit is ad- 
vised if there are poisonous reptiles in 
the region. 

If you require more complete pro- 
tection, consider the following extras: 

Clinical thermometer. This gives 
warning of serious illness that is pre- 
ceded or accompanied by abnormal body 
temperature. 

Ligatures, surgical needle, and su- 
tures. These enable you to tie off bleed- 
ing blood vessels, and close bad wounds 
caused by ax, knife, or gun. Ask a 
physician to advise you on preferred 
types, and on their use. These items are 
suggested because excessive bleeding 
can create a difficult problem. In some 
instances simple pressure over a wound 
with sterile gauze or with the fingers 
will stop the flow until other measures 
can be taken. Such use of the fingers in- 
creases the risk of infection but the 
risk may be necessary to provide quick 
first aid and can be reduced by dusting 
sulpha powder into the cut. Always re- 
member that a tourniquet is only a 
temporary measure to stop bleeding and 
if pressure is maintained too long, gan- 
grene will rgqult. 

Morphine lets, local anesthetic, 
hypodermic syringe. The tablets ease 


severe pain, the anesthetic will serve 
the same purpose during minor oper- 
ations such as removing a fishhook from 
the hand. These articles must be pro- 
cured from a doctor. Get his instruc- 
tions for their correct use—especially 
on sterilizing water used for solutions, 
and the hypodermic needle. Alcohol is 
an effective antispetic to use on gut, in- 
struments, and the operator’s fingers. 

Instruction sheets packed with first- 
aid kits should be complete as well as 
concise. There’s no value in supplies 
you don’t know how to use correctly. 
Instructions should contain information 
on artificial respiration, broken bones, 
and ways to make and apply bandages. 

First-aid kits, especially those that 
haven’t been opened for several years, 
should be checked carefully and neces- 
sary replacements made before you 
leave for camp. 

This contains 
materials and tools for repairing dam- 
aged or worn equipment and clothing.

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Triped for Cookfires 


Vhere are many devices for support- 
‘| ing a kettle over an open fire in out- 
door cooking, but my preferred one is 
the tripod. Although unsuited to perma- 
nent camps—because it holds only one 
kettle—the tripod excels for lunch fires 
and overnight camps on back-packing 
and canoe trips. It can be erected 
quickly, and has several other outstand- 
ing advantages. 

Before discussing a cooking tripod’s 
use I'll describe my method of putting 
one up. There’s actually not much to 
this—which is one reason it’s good. 
Merely cut three straight sticks of green 
wood, each about 2 in. in diameter and 
3 or 4 ft. long. With a piece of copper 
wire about 1 ft. long (the only piece of 
special equipment needed) twist a loop 
around each of the sticks near what 
will be the small end of the tripod to 
hold them together. Then spread the 
resulting tripod over the fire or the site 
chosen for it. 

That is half the job. While cutting 
the three poles, also clip off a stick for 
the pothook. It should be about 11% ft. 
jong and have a strong branch, trimmed 
to about 5 in. in length, near one end. 
This prong must hook over the joint 
of the tripod so that the main stick 
hangs straight down. With a few strokes 
of your knife, shave off both sides of 
the lower end of this stick to flatten it 
like a tiny board. Cut a slanting notch 
in the edge of this “board” to hold the 
handle of the kettle. Now the whole 
thing is completed. 

No other contrivance that has ever 
come to my notice is so thoroughly 
rigid and yet so easily adjusted. We 
needn't wait for the fire to reach any 
particular height before starting to 
cook. We begin at once, and can always 
regulate the kettle perfectly to the de- 
sired heat. To lower the kettle we mere- 
ly spread the tripod’s legs somewhat; to 
raise it, we push them together. 


Use Pothook for Lifter 


Having finished cooking, we shift two 
of the tripod’s legs, and the kettle 
swings to a warming distance from the 
fire. To remove the kettle we don’t have 
to grasp the hot handle or put our hands 
close to the fire. We just use the pot- 
hook for a lifter—-the greatest of con- 
venience. Then, while we eat, we take 
away the tripod altogether and enjoy 
the fire unhindered. Should we want to 
do more cooking later, we simply re- 
place the tripod. 

The fire can be of any type that gives 
the best results with the fuel at hand 
under existing conditions of wind and 
moisture. We may build it in the open, 
With draft on all sides, or against a 
backlog, or between logs or rocks. 

Time can be saved by carrying the 
pothook (a very light item) made at 
your first camp site for use at subse- 
quent fires. Another idea is to make a 
pothook before leaving home by bending 
heavy wire to the proper shape.

tary as compared with the more elabo- 
rate restrictions set up in some Eastern 
states. In one New York county, for 
instance, riparian land can be used only 
for single-family dwellings; lots cannot 
be smaller than 8,000 square feet nor 
narrower than sixty feet. Virtually all 
forms of multi-family dwellings, hotels, 
trailer camps, and business uses, in- 
cluding billboards, are excluded. 

Zoning ordinances also often limit 
the ways in which you can develop a 
sizable piece of riparian property. They 
are designed to protect the general 
public against being completely ex- 
cluded from the water. Massachusetts, 
for instance, has revived an ordinance 
enacted in Massachusetts Bay Colony 
more than 300 years ago, which stipu- 
lates that “for great ponds lying in 
common it shall be free for any man 
to fish or fowl there and may pass and 
repass on foot through any man’s prop- 
erty for that end, so they trespass not 
on any man’s corn or meadow.” A 
Wisconsin law requires that the person 
who is subdividing or laying out lots 
along a lake or stream must run a road 
to the water’s edge every half mile to 
provide a place of entry for the public. 

Zoning regulations won't necessarily 
show up on the abstract of title. You'll 
have to find out about them from 
county officials. By all means do it, to 
avoid buying a piece of property which 
you can’t use to your satisfaction. 

Your use of riparian land will be 
further regulated in many states by 
the health regulations. The minimum 
size of lots and the area which can be 
covered by buildings will be stipulated, 
and rules relating to sanitation, water 
supply, garbage, and cesspools pre- 
scribed. These regulations you are 
obliged to check up on before going 
ahead with any construction. 

If your riparian property also abuts 
on a highway, you will have a special 
problem in some states. Notably in 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, and Califor- 
nia, citizens’ groups have formed volun- 
tary roadside improvement associations 
aimed at keeping certain stretches of 
highway undeveloped in any way. 
Should your property fall in an area 
designated as ‘“‘scenic,”’ unofficial pres- 
sure will be brought to bear on you 
to keep it undefiled. 

Besides zoning ordinances, taxes on 
your property are another thing to 
be investigated. Some cutover counties 
are very fond of loading their entire 
tax burden onto riparian land. In 
Langlade County, Wisconsin, for in- 
stance, the taxes on a 38-acre area 
jumped from $23 to $642 as soon as it 
was plotted. This small tract of recre- 
ation land contributed more than two 
and one-half times as much taxes as 
three near-by farm and timber forties. 
In other words, don’t expect to main- 
tain even a wilderness cabin for next 
to nothing. 

One more set of facts you ought to 
become acquainted with before you buy 
‘or use riparian land: just what your 
riparian rights and responsibilities in- 
volve. Here things begin to get com- 
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plicated. As the recognized legal text- 
book on the subject declares, ‘There is 
no branch of law in which the rules 
differ so widely in different sections of 
the United States and from state to 
state as that branch of law which per- 
tains to waters.” 

For example, there are many answers 
to the question, ‘Is there such a thing 
as a private lake?” In Michigan a 
court has held that a lake completely 
surrounded by privately owned land is 
a private lake and that the public has 
no right to go upon the water because 
the bed of the lake belongs to the owner 
of the banks. In next-door Wisconsin 
a court has held that any lake is navi- 
gable and hence that the public has 
a right to fish in it providing access to 
the lake can be gained without tres- 
passing on private land. 


Where’s the Property Line? 


Nor is there any one answer to the 
question, “Do my property rights ex- 
tend to the waterline of a stream or 
into the water?” The Mississippi River 
forms the boundary between the states 
of Illinois and Iowa. In Iowa the state 
holds title to the bed of the river, and 
the rights of navigation, hunting, and 
fishing belong to the public. In Illinois 
title to the bed may be held in private 
ownership and the owner of the banks 
has the exclusive right to hunt and fish 
and to harvest ice. 

When it comes to riparian responsi- 
bilities, the states of the West have 
generally adopted the rule of “prior 
appropriation,” under which the first 


owner has a prior right to divert river 
or lake water so long as he makes use 
of it for agriculture or mining. Most 
Eastern states have adopted the Eng- 
lish doctrine under which a riparian 
proprietor on a stream is entitled to 
have the water come to him as nature 
brings it, reasonably undiminished in 
quantity and unimpaired in quality. 
Another striking example of the wide 
differences between states in the law 
of waters is the answer that the vari- 
ous states make to the fundamental 


“question, ‘‘What is navigable water?” 


It varies from the Mississippi rule 
which declares that “any stream or 
bayou 25 miles long and deep enough 
for any thirty consecutive days to float 
a steamboat with a capacity of 200 
bales of cotton is navigable,” to the 
Oregon rule which says that any 
stream which will float a saw-log is 
navigable. The answer to this question 
is important because it is basic in the 
whole field of water rights. 

Hence the state you live in will de- 
termine under what riparian code you 
operate. It will determine such things 
as whether you can run a fence into 
the water or merely to the water's 
edge, whether deposits under the water 
and new land added by lake or stream 
action are yours, whether you can 
divert the water of a lake or stream 
or not, and so on. Answers to these 
questions are not always readily avail- 
able to the sportsman. Better consult 
a lawyer. 

Riparian law is administered in some 
states directly by the Legislature, in 
many by a Public Service Commission 
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just somebody else to consult before 
you blithely buy and use riparian prop- 
erty! A typical public service com- 
mission will have the right to hear and 
determine matters regarding the flow 
and level of waters, construction of 
dams, bridges, and big piers, and re- 
moval of materials from the beds of 
lakes and streams. 

Now a word about price. What you | 
pay for your riparian land will of course 
depend on a complex of real-estate con- 
ditions, both local and national. The 
thing to expect is that you will pay 
for your property in terms of “front- 
age,”’ and not in terms of acres, square 
rods, or feet. 

During a boom, and near a city, aver- 
age undeveloped lake-shore and river 
property will bring about $35 a front 
foot. Some select land is much higher. 
A friend of mine recently paid $3,200 
for sixty feet of frontage on a small 
northern Illinois lake. 

Much good frontage, however, can 
still be picked up for $6 to $10 a foot, 
because there is still a lot of lake and 
river property to be had. Minnesota, 
for example, has 10,000 lakes, many 
without a cottage on them. Michigan 
has concentrations around the periph- 
ery of the lower peninsula. Parts of 
Wisconsin have more lakes to the 
square mile than any other region in 
the world, and there is enough plotted 
riparian property in Vilas and Oneida 
Counties alone to provide sites for 
9,000 summer homes. 

There’s nothing finer than a cabin 
of your own on a duck marsh or bass 
lake. But before you buy, check up | 
on all those angles—the abstract, the | 
frontage, the zoning ordinances, the | 
special riparian regulations. Then your | 
castle in the air will have a good solid 
foundation. THE END |

slowly, so water doesn’t stop boiling. 
Then cover kettle quickly and boil hard 
for 15 minutes. Don’t lift lid until bread 
is cooked or it will fall and be heavy.

Better practice on this at home 
until you get the knack. After that 
you'll find it’s easy. 


Cheese-Bean Sandwich 


This is a good way to use cheese 
that has dried hard in camp. Put any 
variety of cooked or canned beans 
Navy, pinto, or kidney—in a skillet 
with a little bacon grease. When hot, 
add cheese (about 4% as much as 
beans), cut in small pieces. When 
cheese is soft, stir well and spread 
thick layers of mixture on slices of 
bread. These tasty sandwiches will sup- 
ply a fine pick-up for anyone exer- 
cising outdoors. 


Beef Hash 


4 cups cooked 
lean beef 
% cup fat 


4 cups raw diced 
potatoes 
1 minced onion 
Cut meat in small pieces and brown 
with onion in the fat.

Cook slowly for 30 minutes. Turn occa- 
sionally so brown bottom crust is mixed 
through the rest. A cup of left-over 
gravy or small quantities of any cooked 
vegetable can be added to advantage.

Bean-hole Beans 


You'll never forget the fine flavor of 
these beans. Soak 24% cups dry navy 
beans overnight. In the morning parboil 
until skins split and drain away the 
water. Cover beans with fresh water 
and add: 
cup molasses or 
brown sugar 
1 tsp. dry mustard 


% lb. salt pork or 1% 
bacon 
1 tsp. salt 


Bring beans to a boil, cover pot 
tight, and set in a preheated bean hole. 
To make a bean hole, excavate a place 
in the ground about 20 in. deep and 
20 in. wide, line sides and bottom with 
small stones, build a fire in the pit, 
and keep it burning 2 hours. Then rake 
out coals and embers, set in the pot of 
beans, and pack coals mixed with ashes 
around it. Cover pot with sod or damp 
leaves, then with dirt. Build a very 
small fire on top of the mound, keep 
it going 15 minutes, then let it die away 
Leave pot in the hole at least 8 hours. 
The ingredients listed above will pro- 
vide servings for 4.

If you are in or on the water when 
lightning is unloosed, make for shore. 
Right now! Lightning striking water 
seems to spread every which way, like 
oil. And even if the bolt does not kill 
you outright, you may be stunned and 
rown. Also keep away from fireplaces; 
lightning dotes on chimneys. Likewise 
stay away from wire fences. They can 
become high-tension lines and carry a 
killing jolt for many rods. 

Just where are you safe when caught 
out in a thunderstorm? Get in your 
automobile. Its steel body somehow 
seems to baffle lightning. Why? Ask a 
good physicist; I didn’t finish high 
school. You are also fairly safe in an 
iron bed, if you don’t let your arms or 
legs hang over. Get in a ditch or any 
low place. A cave is tops; the foot of a 
steep or overhanging cliff is good. If 
none of these places is handy, lie down 
You are already wet, so don’t let a little 
dignity make a lightning rod of your 
backbone. 

Any lightskull can tell it’s going to 
storm when the thunderheads pile, when 
the lightning flashes and the thunder 
rolls. But it’s easy to be smart and test 
for thunderstorms when there’s not a 
cloud in the sky. The test is simple and 
darned accurate. Along about 8 or 10 
o'clock on a summer morning almost fill 
a shiny tin can or a thin glass with 
lukewarm water. Drop in a chunk of ice 
and stir with a thermometer. When the 
outside of the tin or glass begins to 
sweat (condensation of moisture in the 
air on a cold surface) read the ther 
mometer. This reading is called the dew 
point. 

Now, if that dew point is higher than 
65 degrees F’. the air is carrying a load 
of moisture and that, in combination 
with a hot sun, is likely to breed a 
thunderstorm. If the dew point is higher 
than 70 degrees F. you can bet your 
bottom dollar you'll get an old gully 
washer before night. On the other hand, 
if the thermometer is down to about 50 
degrees F. or lower, go on and plan 
your fishing trip. 

Sometimes it is useful to know how 
far you are from an approaching thun- 
derstorm. Sound travels about a mile 
in five seconds. If you count the seconds 
between a lightning flash and its thun- 
der, and divide by five, you can calculate 
the distance away in miles. But don’t 
count too fast. Say “one, sneeze, two, 
sneeze’’ and so on. If the interval is 
fifteen seconds you know that storm is 
three miles away. 

In similar fashion you can also esti- 
mate the time of a storm’s arrival. Time 
two flashes and their thunder, a minute 
apart. If the first flash indicates the 
Storm is eight miles away, and the sec- 
ond shows it’s only seven, the cloud is 
traveling a mile a minute and you can 
expect the active front to reach you in 
seven minutes. 

In all thunderstorms you can remem- 
ber this old saying: “If you heard the 
thunder, the lightning didn’t strike you. 
If you saw the lightning, it missed you. 
And if it did strike you, you don't know 
it now.” THE END

No doubt 
it will seem quite wobbly, but suction— 
particularly after the bottom has had a 
chance to settle and pack around it 
gives it a surprisingly good hold. Re- 
member, too, that cross braces and such 
will help stiffen the assembly. 

The main thing is to have a steady 
stand from which to do the driving. 
One stunt is to start from shore and 
work out. After the first two piles are 
in place, secure the crosspiece to them 
and then install the first pair of string- 
ers, having them extend far enough 
out so that a couple of boards laid atop 
them will serve as a platform for driv- 
ing the next pair of piles. Ditto for 
the next set, and so on. 

Or you can start in deep water and 
work in, stretching ropes from the out- 
ermost pair of piles to shore as a guide 
to lining up the others. In this case 
you'll have to work from a raft—or 
from a couple of skiffs anchored side by 
side about a foot apart. Across their 
gunwales secure two planks, also a 
foot apart, so you'll have a foot-square 
open space through which you can sink 
the pile. 

Don’t forget to cut each pile to prop- 
er length—according to the depth of the 
water, the amount of sinkage, and the 
height above water you can manage to 
get in those first few definitely awk- 
ward blows! 

By jiggling in. Piles that are too 
heavy to be driven with a sledge can 
be jiggled or churned in, though the job 
calls for a sizable raft or boat and two 
or three men in bathing trunks. Drop 
the pile hard enough to make its point 
stick fast, loop a chain about 4 ft. 
above water, insert a long and tough but 
slender pole through the chain from 
above, and pull the free end down until 
it’s horizontal and the chain is stran- 
gling the pile. 

Now arrange to have a couple of men 
mount the pile and bounce up and down 
while a third, with one foot on the end 
of the pole (and the other on the raft 
or boat!) weaves it back and forth. 
Shift the chain higher from time to 
time, but don’t stop work any longer 
than you have to. 

By jetting down. Even heavy piles 
can be anchored in this way. The idea, 
of course, is to keep washing away the 
bottom at the point where the upended 
pile rests, so it will gradually sink into 
place. To a water tap ashore, attach 
an ordinary garden hose at whose other 
end is along pipe. With old weak rope, 
tie this alongside the pole so that the 
water will discharge close to the point, 
and turn on the tap. When the pile has 
settled deeply into place, simply jerk 
the pipe free. 

By pile driver. Commercial outfits, to 
Speed operations, often jet down the 
piles with the help of a pressure pump 
which uses water from over the side of 
a large float. But the pile driver itself 
does most of the job. On the float is an

Ballasted Pile Piers 


Trough and removable legs. This is : 
good combination for a bottom that 
shelves gently but is too hard to tak: 
hand-driven piles. Each pair is con 
nected at the bottom with three plank 
that are spiked on to form a ballast 
trough. Make pairs up on shore, con 
necting each with diagonal braces an: 
a temporary crosspiece, float them out 
to their locations, and sink them by 
loading the troughs with stones or! 
scrap iron. 

When they’re all properly lined uy 
bolt “fore-and-aft’” stringers to the 
sides at a point just above high-wate: 
mark, and adjust the crosspieces s 
they’re all on the same level. The deck 
sections—consisting of a second set of 
stringers with decking attached—-rest 
on top of the crosspieces but are bolted 
to the piles. 

Late in the fall, unbolt deck sections 
and the lower stringers, tow the upright 
units ashore, and stow everything away 
till spring. 

Rock-filled cribs. Where ice condi- 
tions are severe, or the bottom is extra- 
hard, but you want a permanent pier, 
here is an answer to your problem. 
Each crib is a unit—a cagelike affair 
of planks spiked around four piles 
whose butts are sawed off flush or left 
projecting, depending on the slope of 
the bottom. Make the cribs up one by 
one on shore, leaving the tops of the 
piles amply long and connecting them 
temporarily with planks. Then float 
each crib to its location and sin! 
gradually with rocks, being careful 
to let it shift askew. 

Cribs can be spaced up to 12 ft. apart. 
When all are in place, crosspieces can 
be lined up and permanently secured 
Atop these go the stringers, and then 
the decking. 


When a Float is Called For 


Particularly where the water level 
fluctuates widely, a float of some sort 
usually works out better than a solid 
pier. In some cases it’s possible to 
secure the near side of the float to 
shore; provide a gangplank that will 
rise and fall with the float as the water 
level changes; and lead a cable from 
each outer end to an anchor or post 
that’s sunk still farther out. The two 
posts should be quite far apart, and of 
course the cables should have enough 
slack so the float will ride properly even 
when the water’s at its highest. 

Another good method is to drive four 
piles, one at each corner of the float, 
and loop each loosely with a heavy iron 
rod bolted to the float, so that it will 
rise or fall freely with any change in 
water level. 

Log raft. This is the simplest type of 
float—merely enough decked-over logs, 
held side by side by end timbers and by 
crosspieces whose underside is shaped 
to fit, to have the walk well out of water. 
Rafts are chained to each other, end to 
end; in each case the length depends on

used will have a proper hold. This also 
applies where a keel or skeg is added to 
a hull that has no inside keelson. 

If you attempt to drive fastenings 
from outside, through the attached 
stripping, the thin and usually soft 
planking and light ribs of the hull will 
not provide enough wood for the screws 
to hold well. Furthermore, the points 
will often break through inside, giving 
an unsightly job as well as causing 
leaks if they are under the waterline. 

The correct procedure for attaching 
such strips is shown in the accompany- 
ing drawings. The most important thing 
to remember is to drill holes for the 
screws through the planking (and the 
ribs, where possible) beforehand. Do not 
attempt to bore them as the strip is 
If you do you will, in 
all likelihood, come through above or 
below the strip and have an extremely 
hard job to stop the resulting leak. 

Follow the directions given, not for- 
getting to bed the added strips in seam 
compound or white-lead paste, and you 
should have no trouble.—J. A. E.

Runabout Fire Prevention 


hen the owner of an outboard or 

small-engine boat decides to buy a 
new and larger boat—say a runabout, 
with sealed compartments, closed-in 
engine, and forward, side, and stern 
cecks—he will do well if he also gets 
himself a new and larger way of think- 
ing: namely, that of strictly observing 
ali the fire precautions that apply to 
such craft. A manufacturer can make 
a runabout almost foolproof against 
fire and explosion, but if the owner 
wants to get careless, he can quickly 
turn his boat into a fire trap. 

If the runabout is the usual stock 
type, its engine will have been properly 
installed, and it will have all the 
standard safeguards. Yet, the new 
owner will have to keep his eye sharply 
peeled for that one meeting of gas and 
spark that can wreck his boat and im- 
peril the lives of all on board. 

Old-time runabout owners know how 
to avoid fire trouble before it hits. And 
eventually the new owner becomes just 
as safety-conscious. But it is in the 
interim—between the time of delivery 
and the time he learns the precautions 
by reading, observing, and talking with 
other owners—that the new owner is 
liable to run into trouble. 

No matter how many safeguards 
have been installed on your boat— 
blowers and ventilators, a backfire trap 
on each carburetor and a drip pan be- 
neath it, or even an automatic fire-ex- 
tinguishing system— your best bets are 
a periodic checkup and a nose that is 
constantly sniffing out danger. 

Most accidents occur in fuel handling 
—while the tank is being filled from a 
dock pump, or when the engine is 
started immediately after—or, incred- 
ibly enough, when someone picks that 
time for a smoke. Another common 
cause is a fuel tank whose fill pipe does 
not extend up through the deck to a 
flush fitting but terminates below the 
deck, thus making it possible for fumes 


and raw gas to escape into the tank’s | 


inclosure. Still another danger is a 
short vent pipe which, instead of being 


carried up through the deck or out the | 


side, ends within the hull. 


Fumes in Compartments 


Very often a deck leak will cause a 
tank to rust, especially on top. While 
this may cause only the tiniest of punc- 
tures, through these pinholes gas and 
fumes can seep into, and become 
trapped in, the tank’s compartment. 
Also, during a filling period, a strong 
wind off the dock can carry gas fumes 
into an engine compartment whose 
hatches have thoughtlessly been left 
open. Being heavier than air, these 
fumes can settle in the bilge and there 
be ignited by a spark in faulty wiring 
when you step on the starter. A similar 
danger can be created when a spark 
from defective engine wiring begins to 
play around a leaking fuel line—a situ- 
ation that can be really critical, since 
it is most likely to happen when the 
boat is away from the dock.

fumes. This doesn’t mean you have to 
ye constantly lifting floor boards and 
sniffing around like a bloodhound, but it 
loes mean that the slightest odor of 
escaping fumes should be immediately 
nvestigated, their cause quickly rem- 
died, and all inclosed areas promptly 
ypened for airing. 

And there are other good safety 
habits that you would do well to culti- 
vate. For example, always open the 
compartment hatches of your engine 
before you start the engine——especially 
f you have just refueled your boat or 
have been away from it for some time. 
See that your carburetor doesn’t have a 
tendency to drip after the engine has 
been shut off. Make sure that the fuel 
line has not become weakened by vibra- 
tion, and is not in a position where it is 
constantly being stepped on. And lastly, 
check periodically to see that no gas 
connection leaks or sweats, and that all 
shut-off valves work efficiently. 

Take all these precautions, and you'll 
remain a member of that large group 
of safety-conscious boat owners who 
never have serious accidents.__J. A. E. 


Propellers for Outboards 


AY | any boating enthusiasts seem to be 
looking for special propellers that 
will give their boats a little more speed. 
In some cases the change would yield 
better results; in others, it wouldn't. 

Propellers on outboards are designed 
for all-round efficiency in relation to the 
model of the motor and the size and 
type of boat on which it is usually in- 
stalled. If the hull is a standard or 
conservative type—for which most out- 
boards are designed--the propeller will 
permit the engine to operate to best ad- 
vantage and at satisfactory speeds. This 
is true of about 75 percent of all boats 
and a different wheel would offer little 
or no advantage. 

But if the boat is an extreme type, for 
example a fast hull such as a hydro- 
plane, or a big, heavy boat used for car- 
rying a load, a different propeller may 
increase speed and engine efficiency. 

If you think a change is advisable, 
give the manufacturer of your motor 
complete details on your hull. Supply all 
data on present speed and motor per- 
formance. The manufacturer will be 
able to advise you whether or not a 
special wheel will give better results. 
If he suggests a different wheel, he will 
also recommend the proper diameter, 
pitch, and any special blade shape. 

If the hull is a fast one the manu- 
facturer may specify a propeller of 
somewhat higher pitch ratio to com- 
pensate for the boat’s higher speed and 
to prevent the engine from running too 
fast. 

In some cases the manufacturer of 
the motor may be able to supply the new 
Wheel, since it is possible there have 
been similar requests from others and 
he has designed a wheel to meet their 
needs. If he can’t supply the type pro- 
peller you require order one according 
to specifications from a manufacturer 
of outboard wheels.—-J. A. E.

Your gun dog is perfect? 


Well, not quite. Here’s a new slant 
on some common faults, with the 


causes and remedies 


begin to think ahead to days in the 

- field with your gun dog. And, as 
you consider that attractive prospect, 
you may reflect on your dog’s good 
qualities—-and his failings. 

Your first thought may be that your 
dog has no faults. Then, reluctantly, 
you recall that time when you hunted 
your pointer with a friend who took 
the field with a setter. 

You wanted to show up the other 
dog for the “sooner’’ you suspected he 
was. Well, the result was that your 
pointer, in strange company, went hog- 
wild. He careered over the country like 
a mad bull, deaf to your whistle and 
shouts. When you finally did get a 
glimpse of him he was galloping like 
a circus horse in the ring, and doing no 
hunting whatever. 

He never acted like that before, you 
remarked rather plaintively. What was 
the reason for his surprising conduct? 
The answer can be summed up in one 
word: jealousy. 

Dogs are well aware that they have 
a reputation to maintain and, more 
important. they want their masters’ 


[ee is the time of year when you 


ee | oe 


approval. When a dog gallops around 
with his nose in the air, he’s laboring 
under the impression that, by those 
tactics, he’s shaming the other dog— 
which, to your chagrin, is probably 
behaving perfectly. 

In such a case, you can express your 
disapproval by applying a switch to 
the offender’s back. That may induce a 
penitent attitude but, soon after, the 
dog probably will take off on another 
tour of the countryside. 

A hasty remedy is a check cord. 
When it is attached to the collar of the 
erring canine he will come to heel or 
amble along beside you in a perfectly 
docile (and irritating) manner while he 
watches the other dogs hunt. This 
doesn’t help matters much. But, as a 
matter of fact, when you’re dealing with 
jealousy, nothing else is very effective 
either. Perhaps the best course is to 
hope that more frequent association 
with the strange dog will instill a feel- 
ing of friendliness and codéperation in 
your own. This often happens. 


Old Dogs are Vain 


Not all gun dogs are motivated by 
jealousy but, like indigestion and fleas, 
it’s always a possibility. Nor is the 
attitude confined to young dogs. Un- 
fortunately it’s often the reverse, for 
it is the veteran of the hunting field, 
confident of his ability and supreme in 
his conceit, that is most vulnerable. 

If you possess a good gun dog your 
friends will be eager to hunt with you— 
accompanied by their young dogs. The 
argument, of course, is that the young

dogs will benefit from the associatior 
with your experienced one. That’s tru 
enough. But, unfortunately, the olde) 
dog may be stricken with pangs o 
jealousy. Or he may mimic the action 
of the younger dogs. So think twic: 
before taking the pups along. 


They Don’t Like Noise 


The acid test of a hunting dog is hi: 
reaction to gunfire. Unquestionably, 
dogs don’t like noise. For proof of this 
observe their behavior in a kennel lo 
cated near a skeet range or clay-bird 
trap. During a fusillade most of th 
dogs will retire to their houses. 
similar reaction may be observed during 
a severe thunderstorm when a gun dog 
if he happens to be in the house at the 
time, will immediately seek refuge 
under the nearest bed. 

In the field, a dog’s hunting instinct 
overcomes his dislike for the report o! 
a gun. But his tolerance has limits and 
recognizing this, never shoot too clos¢ 
to a young dog in training. Never dis- 
charge a firearm near him unless he is 
in the field and his hunting instinct is 
aroused. If you disregard this advice, 
you'll probably have a blinker or a gun 
shy dog on your hands. 

There are several forms of blinking 
all of them bad, and all difficult to rem- 
eay. Probably the worst offender is a 
dog that finds birds and then passes 
them up. The reason is clear enough 
no birds, no gunfire. Such a dog may 
be cured if you have unlimited patience 
and enough birds to work on. It has been 
done. But, considering the problems of 
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The acid test for a hunting dog is a 
his reaction to the report of a gun 
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correction, it may be cheaper and more 
satisfactory in the long run to get 
another dog. 

Some gun-shy dogs come to heel at 
the report of the gun and refuse to 
hunt. Others have a tendency to run 
home at the first shot. 

On several occasions I’ve observed a 
more baffling variety of blinking. A 
log establishes his point and, as the gun 
ipproaches, circles rapidly until he is 
facing the hunter with the birds be- 
tween them. I assumed that the maneu- 
ver resulted from nervousness. 

William F. Brown, noted authority 
mn dog psychology, has a different 
ind doubtlessly correct—theory. He 
believes that the dog wants to break 
point and chase the flushed game. If he 
remains stanch in his original position 
and then breaks, he could be imme- 
diately reached and chastised by his 
handler. But if he goes to the far side 
of the covey, he could whirl and chase 
the birds without interference by the 
handler since the birds flushed by the 
gun would fly over his head. 

Gun-shyness isn’t limited to young 
dogs; frequently an experienced one 
develops the trait. The reason? Often it 
is carelessness on the part of the 
handler or his friends, as occurred in 
one incident I witnessed. 

In that case, an English setter—a 
truly magnificent grouse and woodcock 
dog—-was sleeping in the sun at lunch 
time. One of the party, deciding to 
pattern his gun, placed a target in a 
tree. Standing directly above the dog, 
he discharged his 12-gauge shotgun. 
Startled from sleep by the sudden roar, 
the dog dashed under a car parked some 
yards away and lay there trembling. 
That was curtains for a superlative gun 
dog, for in spite of the fact his owner 
spent countless hours trying to retrain 
him, the sight of a gun being drawn 
from its case was sufficient to make him 
slink away and hide. 


How to Cure Gun-shyness 


If the trait is not too deeply rooted, 
gun-shyness can be cured, but the job 
takes time and patience. And, basically, 
success depends on the dog’s ambition 
to hunt. If the desire is slight, the pos- 
sibility of eliminating the fear of gun- 
fire is also slight. One training method 
follows: 

At feeding time place the dog’s pan 
100 ft. or so from his house or kennel. 
Then stand some yards from the food, 
and call the dog. When he starts to eat, 
fire a cap pistol. The dog will probably 
retreat to the kennel. If he refuses to 
return when called, remove the food. 
Twenty-four hours later, when the 
hungry dog is anxious to be fed, repeat 
the procedure and continue it until the 
dog’s desire for food overcomes his fear 
of the exploding cap. 

Don’t rush things. At subsequent 
feeding periods fire the cap pistol until 
the dog pays no attention to the report. 
Then reduce the distance between you 
and the dog until you are firing the 
pistol relatively close to him. 

Next, use a .22 caliber rifle. When the 
log shows no fear of the report of the 
rifle, fire a shotgun at a considerable 
distance. Don’t get too close. After he

has become accustomed to the gun, it 
is time to take him into the field. 

Forget about the gamebag and, at 
first, use only the .22 caliber rifle, trust- 
ing that the dog’s hunting instinct will 
overcome his aversion to gunfire. When 
you’re quite sure that is the case, use 
the shotgun, making the dog hold his 
point and walking well past him before 
you shoot. 

Another fault (which you may have 
observed) is that at times a dog sent 
to retrieve returns without the bird 
and with a few feathers sticking to his 
mouth. It doesn’t take any great deduc- 
tive power to conclude that the dog has 
eaten the bird. But why? Well, there 
can be several reasons. 

If a bird is shot in such a way that 
its entrails protrude, or if it falls into 
water, the carcass seems to become 
especially tempting. Such conditions 
may occur only occasionally and, in 
that event, they can be passed over 
lightly with only a mild rebuke. But if 
eating of game becomes habitual, 
sterner measures are in order. 

The Knitting-needle Treatment 

Take a dead bird, pass some short 
knitting needles through its body, and 
place it where the dog will find it. When 
he bites down on the carcass and feels 
the sharp needle points against the 
roof of his mouth, all desire to eat the 
bird will vanish. The same procedure 
can be used to correct a hard mouth. 
You might think that the experience 
might discourage the dog from retriev- 


ing. My experience indicates that it 
doesn't. 
There’s an old axiom that a dog is 


no faster than his nose. This is only too 
true, and certainly there are times when 
a dog works so fast that he misses 
birds. This possibility should dissuade 
handlers from encouraging a dog to 
develop too much speed. It’s a tendency 
that should be checked as soon as it is 
noticed. 

Of -course, the foundation of all dog 
training is obedience, and instilling it is 
a delicate procedure. Don’t make your 
dog obey at the expense of his natural 
initiative and drive, because if he be- 
comes completely subservient he’ll be 
practically worthless as a gun dog 
Instead, establish a mean between 
obedience and initiative. If you don’t, 
any faults that your dog may develo} 
in his mature years will be difficult to 
correct. 

Sudden and angry punishment fo! 
faults is anything but effective if the 
dog doesn’t realize the nature of his 
failings. If, on the other hand, the ani- 
mal is aware of what is .expected o 
him as result of careful training, he 
will readily understand his errors and 
will profit from the reprimand. 

Don’t disregard any major fault you 
dog may suddenly develop. You may 
conclude that he won't do it again. But 
in most cases he will, reasoning that it 
he got away with it once, he should be 
equally successful in doing it the secon 
time. 

Finally, be just as firm and emphati: 
in your criticism as in your expression: 
of approval—-both of which are of equa!

Removing Porcupine Quills

if one is careful and gentle, and the animal is 
given a sedative first.

Moose of the Maritimes. It is official- 
ly stated that New Brunswick moose 
are increasing, particularly in central 
and northern counties. In Nova Scotia 
moose population is only one critter to 
14 sq. miles in areas surveyed with 
concentration in isolated pockets. In 
neither of these Canadian provinces 
does moose supply warrant open sea 
Sons. 

Big game. In 1947 hunters killed 
235,000 deer, 30,000 elk on the national 
forests of the U.S. Predators. Stanley 
Angel, Marshall, Mich., recently shot 
timber wolf believed to have killed in 
last three years sheep worth more than 
$3,000. In period from spring to fall 
one farmer, with 44 ewes, 44 lambs, 
lost all but four ewes, four lambs. The 
wolf, wounded by a shot, led hunters 
chase of more than 100 miles before it 
was killed . Slaughter in the snow. 
Last winter dogs killed more than 1,000 
deer in New York State. Deep snows 
made killing easy ... Hungry wildeat-. 
Showing marked increase, wildcats 
preyed upon deer in New Brunswick 
last winter to such extent that bounty 
of $5 on them was upped to $10.

East Branch Aspetuck River, scat- 
tered stretches below Route 25 at New 
Preston; Bantam River Outlet, from 
Bantam to West Morris Station. Bige- 
low Brook, from junction with Natchaug 
River north to 7 miles north of Route 
101; Blackberry River from Norfolk to 
Canaan; Blackledge River from 1% 
miles above New London Highway 
Rte. 2 to junction with Salmon River; 
Blackwell’s Brook from one mile above 
U.S. Route 6 to Junction with the 
Quinnebaug River; Branford River, 
from about % mi. above Foote’s bridge 
to Ward’s Mill Pond. The section above 
Route 139 is reserved for women. 

Also Broad Brook, from 14 mi. above 
Route 140 to junction with Hyde's 
Brook; Chatfield Hollow Brook, Cocka- 
ponset State Forest, Killingworth; 
Dickenson Creek, from Rte. 14 to junc- 
tion with Salmon River; Eight Mile 
River within Devil’s Hopyard State 
Park; Farm River, different stretches; 
West Branch of the Farmington River; 
intermittent stretches. Fenton River 
from Route 101 to Kirby Pond; and 
intermittent stretches of the Housatonic 
River. 

Also Jeremy’s River from the New 
London Turnpike—Route U.S. No. 2— 
to junction with the Blackledge River; 
Macedonia Brook in the Macedonia 
State Park, Kent; Mill River, Hamden, 
from Tuttle Ave. south to Skiff St.; Mt. 
Hope River from its junction with the 
Fenton River north to Route 101; Mt. 
Misery Brook, Pachaug State Forest, 
Voluntown; Muddy River, from East 
Wallingford to below Clintonville; My- 
ron Kinnie Brook, in the Pachaug State 
Forest at Voluntown; Natchaug River, 
from Phoenixville to Kirby’s Mills, 
Mansfield Hollow; Norwalk River from 
Georgetown to Winnepauk.

‘teps have been taken by the State 
Atlantic Sea Run Salmon Commis- 
sion to maintain and improve the sport 
of Atlantic salmon fishing in Maine. 
Various rivers have been designated as 
salmon waters, and special salmon li- 
censes are now required for this angling, 
this in addition to the regular state 
fishing license. Fees are $3 for resi- 
dents, $5 for nonresidents. 

In the Penobscot River and its tribu- 
taries salmon fishing is restricted to 
hook and line or with artificial flies. The 
bag limit is two fish a day, and the open 
season at the Bangor Pool is April 1 to 
July 15, both dates inclusive.

The road is a bit 
rough in spots and rather narrow, but 
is safe if you drive carefully. 

At the camp the forest service has in- 


stalled water faucets, stoves, latrines, 
tables, and garbage cans. About 20 
good camp®g sites are within the 


grounds, each marked with a number. 
Timbered slopes surround the camp, 
making it a really delightful spot. 

The Pit River is very swift, but has 
plenty of beautiful holes and riffles. 
May and June are excellent months to 
fish here, but the entire season is good. 
Rainbows predominate, with many top- 
ping the 3-lb. mark. Early in May the 
water is often high, and bait is com- 
monly used. Single salmon eggs or 
salmon flies fished with a natural drift 
are both good. Weighted nymphs and 
streamers also get results. Fly-rod sur- 
face plugs will take some beauties early 
in the morning and at dusk. As the 
water lowers in later season, flies come 
into their own. Wet flies are generally 
the best takers, but dry ones work well 
on some of the large pools such as the 
China Hole. 

For those who like a little exploring 
mixed in with their fishing, a good trail 
leads upriver to even better holes. Deer 
and bear are frequently seen.

The Pennsylvania Turnpike 


xtending from Harrisburg to Pitts- 

burgh, Pa., the Pennsylvania Turn- 
pike taps a region offering some nice 
sport to the fisherman, and one that is 
not overfished. It lessens the time re- 
quired to get from Pittsburgh offices 
and mills to trout and bass streams. 

For instance, there is an excellent 
brown-trout water called Jacobs Creek, 
3 miles west of the Donegal exit from 
the turnpike, in Westmoreland County. 
There are several Allegheny Mountain 
streams reached out of New Baltimore, 
in Somerset County, that are well worth 
fishing, as is the Raystown Branch of 
the Juniata River, across the Bedford 
County line from New Baltimore, a 
fine smallmouth water. The Raystown 
Branch parallels the highway for about 
20 miles, and in many places is within 
casting distance of the roadside. 

The Conodoguinet Creek crosses the 
turnpike in Cumberland County, the 
road following it for miles. It produces 
many bass. 

The turnpike gives access to many 
smaller mountain streams, and is un- 
marred by billboards. It has plenty of 
eating places to cater to visiting sports- 
men.—James R. Hayes.

There’s a Better Way 


state game commission comes up 

AN with the bright suggestion 

that the only way we can bal- 

ance game supply with increased 

hunting pressure is to have a hunt- 
ing season only every other year. 

Sportsmen of course would never 
stand for anything like that. Last 
year they paid 40 million dollars for 
hunting licenses, duck stamps, and 
excise taxes on guns and ammuni- 
tion—-every single dollar of it ear- 
marked for the maintenance and im- 
provement of hunting. 

Millions more of sportsmen's dol- 
lars have been spent in the last 
quarter century on wildlife research 
and experimentation, and, as a result 
of what was learned in the process, 
game technicians are now doing, on 
a small scale, nearly all the things 
which should be done on a national 
scale to increase our yearly game 
crops sufficiently to meet all reason- 
able demands of any conceivable 
number of hunters. 

Expanding and consolidating those 
many small-scale operations into 
increased game production on a na- 
tion-wide basis is a matter of organi- 
zation, management, and economics. 
It is a big job that will have its full 
share of headaches—-but it is a job 
which can be done by competent 
state and federal game officials who 
are able to discard outworn ideas and 
defeatist thinking and go to work 
with the tools that the new science 
of game management has given 
them. 

It is a job that must be done!

owes the hunters of the coun- 
try 13 million dollars. 

That tidy credit standing on the 
Treasury's books represents the dif- 
ference between what gun _ users 
have paid in taxes on sporting arms 
and ammunition under the Pittman- 
Robertson Act and what Congress 
has appropriated for wildlife resto- 
ration under that Act. 

Several ways of making immedi- 
ate use of that money are being dis- 
cussed. They are: 

Distribute it among the states in 
the same way that the annual ap- 
propriations are distributed. The ob- 
jection to this is that the Act re- 
quires a state to add a dollar to 
each $3 it gets from the federal gov- 
ernment, and several states lack the 
funds for this. 

Distribute it among the _ states 
without requiring them to make any 
contribution. This would require a 
fundamental change in the Act, 
which Congress almost certainly 
would refuse to make. 

Turn it over to the federal Fish 
and Wildlife Service for the pur- 
chase of duck refuges and manage- 
ment areas. But all shooters con- 
tribute to the pot, and big-game 
and upland-game hunters would ob- 
ject, reasonably, to their money be-

ing used for the exclusive benefit of 
waterfowlers. 

Give it to the Fish and Wildlife 
Service to finance projects to in- 
crease the production of all wildlife. 
The objection is that the manage- 
ment of big and upland game is most- 
ly a state responsibility. 

What seems to be the wisest use 
of the balance was suggested to us 
by Virginia’s Senator A. Willis Rob- 
ertson, one of the fathers of the Act. 
It is to leave those 13 millions right 
where they are for a while—to save 
them for a rainy day. 

That’s good sense. Congress now 
is committed to the policy of ap- 
propriating the full amount of taxes 
paid in by sportsmen each year. 
Current receipts are high—-probably 
more than 10 millions this year 
and many states are undertaking 
long-range projects which depend on 
future federal aid. But it is unlikely 
that receipts will maintain their pres- 
ent level for many years; they are 
likely to drop somewhat after sports- 
men have got caught up with their 
postwar buying. When that rainy 
day comes, the 13-million credit, 
with which Congress will be able to 
supplement inadequate tax receipts, 
will be a life-saver for many of the 
long-range projects that are now 
being started by the states.

All hunting is 
necessarily a matter of outwitting 
wild game; the hunter who adver- 
tises his presence in advance would 
obviously have no chance to shoot. 
In deer hunting there are several 
ways of outsmarting the game, of 
which standing is only one. If our

fisherman friend thinks that any of 
them takes unfair advantage of the 
deer, he should try it just once. 

We might point out that success 
in fishing is equally dependent on 
outwitting the fish. Of course, fish 
are cold-blooded animals, of a lower 
order than mammals and not so like- 
ly to arouse our sympathies. But is 
it any more cowardly or unfair to get 
within shooting range of a deer, by 
using your knowledge of hunting 
craft and the deer’s habits, than to 
entice a trout into your creel by of- 
fering him an artificial contraption 
that looks like an insect on which he 
has fed all his life? Think it over.
